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PREFACE. 


The present volume of the Calendar covers the period 
from 1 March, 1678, to the end of the year. At the end 
are placed several undated documents, which fall within 
the period of Sir J. Williamson’s secretaryship, 7.e. between 
September, 1674, and February, 1679. Of these the 
most remarkable are :—Thorold’s letter of June, 1676, 
about the prevalent reports of incendiary fires (p. 603), 
the piece of penwork presented to Williamson by Bowes 
(p. 607), Dr. Fell’s letter about Mr. Benlowes, the distressed 
poet, and enclosing proposals of the Oxford Press about 
printing (p.607), the Muggletonian pamphlet calendared on 
p. 609, Williamson’s notes about the revenue (pp. 610, 611) 
and the account of Knevet, the Barnet prophet (#. 613). 

Some of the most interesting contents of the present as 
of the last volume are the confidential letters of the Duke 
of York and the Earl of Danby to the Prince of Orange. 
Though most or all of the former have been printed 
in Dalrymple’s Memoirs, Vol. II, they have been given 
for the reasons mentioned in the Preface to the last volume.

The King and the Royal Family. 

Probably in consequence of the critical condition of 
home and foreign affairs, the King omitted his usual 
spring visit to Newmarket. He went to Windsor the 
middle of August, and stayed there till near the end of 
September (f. 416), and went the beginning of October 
to Newmarket (pf. 421). The weather hindered him from 
hawking, but did not prevent the Duke of York fox 
hunting. Races were going on there (p. 460). The King 
returned on the 16th (p. 463). 

During the absence of the Court at Newmarket the 
Duchess of York and her step-daughter, Anne, went 
over to visit the Princess of Orange, whose confinement 
was expected (f. 422). She had had a miscarriage in 
April (p. 126), and was unwell in July (f. 277). The 
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Duchess desired to be very incognito. The ladies were 
escorted by the Earl of Ossory (p. 444). The Duchess 
returned on the 16th (pp. 463, 466), well satisfied with her 
journey and with the Prince (p. 466). 

In June the Duchess of Cleveland returned to England 
in order, it was reported, to break off the match between 
Lord Arlington’s daughter and her son, the Duke of 
Grafton, whom she intended to marry to a _ spurious 
daughter of the King of France (p. 244). 


Parliament and Foreign Affairs. 

On 1 March the Dukes of Monmouth and Albemarle 
and the Earl of Feversham embarked at Deal with 400 
soldiers for Ostend (pp. 2, 6, 10) and arrived there next 
day. Orders were issued for the behaviour of the gerrison 
(pp. 8, 11) one of which was, that no soldier should offer any 
affront to any religious person on pain of death, or should 
enter into any of the churches or monasteries, and that, 
if any soldier should meet the Sacrament in the street, 
he should either avoid it, by going another way, or stand 
bareheaded while it passed. Notwithstanding these orders 
there was a serious riot (f. 73) on Palm Sunday, caused 
by a Dutch captain refusing to uncover as the procession 
passed. The burghers gave out that the English had 
affronted the clergy and murdered several of them, who 
were unarmed and unable to resist. About 60 were said 
to be killed and wounded. 

The Duke of Monmouth’s stay was but short, orders 
having been sent him to return with Lord Feversham 
and the other persons of quality with him (pp. 3, 17, 19). 
He visited Nieuport on the 6th (p. 16), and according to 
his orders sent a battalion to Bruges on the 9th, though 
he considered that Nieuport also urgently needed reinforce- 
ments (f. 24). He arrived at London early on the 10th 
(p. 34). These forces were sent on account of the progress 
of the French in Flanders. The town of Ghent had been 
taken the beginning of March, and the citadel fell shortly 
afterwards (pp. 2, 8, 26, 28). 

Ypres, the next place attacked by the French, fell 
before the middle of March (pp. 24, 53, 54). 

The delay in sending over more troops was due to the 
slowness of the Parliament in giving supplies, which 
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Danby considered was partly caused by French intrigues 
with the members (f. 12). Danby feared that the States 
General would insist on peace at any price, and that it 
would not be in the power of the King or the Prince of 
Orange to prevent it. The King desired the Prince’s 
opinion on this matter. The King had been informed 
by the French Ambassador that he had power to sign 
the treaty sent over by Lord Feversham the previous 
December, except that Tournay, Valenciennes and Condé 
were to be ceded to France. The Ambassador had like- 
wise informed him that Spain had offered before the siege 
of Ghent to give up Tournay. This, with what the 
Pensioner had said to Mr. Hyde and the King’s unprepared 
condition, had induced him to agree to give up Tournay 
and Valenciennes, if the Prince and the Spaniards should 
desire peace on these terms, and on which he believed 
that peace might be had before they took any more 
places, though the French seemed very positive for Condé. 
His Majesty, however, being resolved to pursue his treaty 
of alliance with the States, would not decide till he heard 
from the Prince. Should anything of the kind be 
approved, it would be of the utmost importance that it 
should be kept very secret and that nothing should appear 
but an armistice, while matters be formally treated at 
Nimeguen. His Majesty had thought it necessary that 
what the French ambassador had told him should be 
communicated by Mr. Godolphin to the Pensioner, both 
from the entire confidence in him always expressed by 
the Prince and because these terms came so near to what 
he proposed to Mr. Hyde. Mr. Godolphin was entrusted 
with the whole affair, but his Majesty would have the 
secret parts of it returned only to himself and not to the 
Secretaries of State, but that general answers be returned 
to Secretary Williamson’s letters, who was not acquainted 
that Tournay or Valenciennes or one of them was the inter- 
pretation of the Pensioner’s expression. 

The Prince, in reply, considering the ill state of things 
in Flanders, begged the King to get them a peace on 
condition of ceding Valenciennes and Tournay (. 61). 

However, the Poll Bill passed the Commons on the 
8th, and next day or the day after the levy money was 
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to be given to the Colonels, who were to complete their 
regiments in six weeks (pp. 25,38). It was hoped that 
the Poll Bill would receive the Royal assent on the 20th 
(p. 55), which it did, with some slight amendments made 
by the Lords and assented to by the Commons, but other 
money Bills went on very slowly in the House of Commons 
(p.38). It was uncertain whether the proposed tax on new 
buildings in and about London would pass, so many members 
being interested in it, and the temper of the House seemed 
not good and as if some of them minded more how to 
get the power from the King than anything else (pf. 55). 

On 15 March the House of Commons voted an Address 
to the King for an immediate declaration of war (p. 155), 
but the Lords, after a conference, replied that they could 
not agree to it till the alliances with the Emperor, Spain 
and Holland at least should be completed. 

The Duke of York believed from the temper of the 
French that war was inevitable, and wished the House of 
Commons would do their part, for the levies went on very 
fast and more ships were set out every day, but they had 
such groundless jealousies that they were making no 
advances in providing the rest of the money (#. 63). 

Terms of peace to be proposed privately by the King 
to the French ambassador are given on #. 67. 

On 29 March instructions were prepared for Ambassador 
Hyde. The King complained that, though he had been 
long and strongly pressed by the Ambassador of the 
States General to enter into an alliance with the Emperor 
and the King of Spain, when his Commissioners met the 
Ministers of the Emperor and the King, the Dutch 
ambassador had no powers to produce and could give 
no assurance that he could have any, though he had 
demanded them again and again (p. 79). The King 
therefore desired that they would send their ambassador 
powers to conclude the joint alliance. Mr. Hyde was 
to be informed that this letter was written to draw from 
the States a letter which might justify the King in all 
the measures they should now put him upon and that, 
however willing the King might be to help them their own 
way, even by a peace, yet the King must have it appear 
that they pressed for it (p. 78). 
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Another ground of complaint was that, though by the 
Poll Bill the importation of several of the principal French 
commodities had been prohibited, Holland refused to do 
the like (pp. 79, 83). 

The Dutch, further to spare themselves, would under- 
take nothing in the Mediterranean (f. 83), and threatened 
to bring back to Holland Evertsen’s squadron now at 
Cadiz, either on the news of the French having left Messina 
or from want of pay from the Spaniards. The consequence 
would be that the French would be absolute masters of 
the Mediterranean, the English squadron there not being 
strong enough to deal with them (#. 90). 

Danby considered it unlikely that the proposals for 
peace sent by Mr. Godolphin would come to anything, 
because, since the taking of Ypres, he found from the French 
ambassador that they expected to keep that town as well 
as Condé. On the other hand, the Prince of Orange hoped 
to save Tournay or Valenciennes, so that in Danby’s 
opinion the distance between their expectations was too 
great to be reconciled without further trial of war. For 
this England was preparing, but feared that Holland 
would not consent to those strict terms of continuing 
and supporting the war, which England would desire 
to be assured of. 

The Duke of York was in earnest for war, and was 
resolved to go over with the army himself (p. 91). 

The financial provisions for a war were wholly 
inadequate. The Ordnance required 492,000/., most of 
which was already spent. The charge of the Navy to 
Christmas would be 1,526,000/., and the whole charge 
of the year to Christmas was computed by the Lord 
Treasurer to be at least 2,400,000/. The Parliament had 
calculated the Customs at 600,000/., out of which they 
assigned 330 ,000/. to the Navy and 70,000/. tothe Ordnance, 
but the prohibition of foreign commodities would cut 
off near 300,000/., and the abatement of trade by a war 
might diminish them a further 100,000/., so that the Navy 
could expect nothing from the King, but all must come 
from the Parliament (p. 98). 

Early in April the future Duke of Marlborough was 
sent to urge the Prince of Orange to reinforce the garrison of 
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Bruges, where were four battalions of old English regiments, 

it being feared the French would besiege it in hopes of taking 
the English prisoners, or else to allow the English to be 
withdrawn (p. 101). 

On Parliament reassembling after Easter, Sir Robert 
Sawyer was chosen as Speaker, but only to serve till 
Mr. Seymour’s health should be restored (p. 106). On the 
15th the Parliament was adjourned for a fortnight on 
account of the delay of the States General in joining the 
proposed. alliance between the Emperor, Spain, England 
and themselves. The States continued to refuse to pro- 
hibit trade with France. Danby exhorted the Prince of 
Orange to get the thoughts of peace out of the Pensioner’s 
mind and to make him encourage the States to the war 
and let them see that it was only thereby that a tolerable 
peace could be hoped for. He believed that they and 
the Parliament contributed more to the French successes 
than their best army could (pp. 118, 129). The Dutch 
actually supplied provisions to the French, who were in 
extreme necessity since the taking of Ghent (p. 136). 

A pamphlet (f. 121), purporting to be a letter from 
Amsterdam, predicted the tactics actually adopted in the 
House of Commons. 

“The King of France had intelligence that some of 
those in England, that last year were for war against him, 
now cry it down. Charging of pistols (7.e. pistoles) by a 
French hand may sometimes do more than all their cannon. 
The Court were reviled as being against the war and as 
pensioners to France; now the Court Ministers retort 
the like on you and your friends. Verily say the Dutch, 
yours is the Floating Island or founded on quicksilver. 

I advise to divide the courtiers and to use the envy of 
some of them against their fellows. . . . Tell his 
Majesty he is just and good, but counsels are ill or weak, 
no matter which. Endeavour the remove of the 
Ministers in possession, ‘tis the ready way to come 
at the master. . . . Promote his Majesty’s necessities, 
then work on these and tell him only new friends can 
remedy them. Say the war was most advisable last year, 
when he had neither preparations nor money for it, but 
not now that you have got him into it. Bring on new 
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accounts of growth of Popery and Arbitrary Government. 
Charge them on evil counsellors. . . . Press again 
grand jurymen to petition for a new Parliament. The 
judges will not dare to hinder, if you rattle them roundly 
for what they have done. You have men of law enow, 
who gape for their places. 

“Tis fine to see our Scottish friends trace the old 
method of 1640. . . . Lords and grievances came then 
together out of Scotland. . . . My Scotch confidants 
say no time is so fit, as when the King is engaged abroad, 
then it will do the French work and ours too. Our men 
of that nation write, preach and fight too; they likewise 
understand the way of supplicating the King’s person 
against his authority. . . . Get out the great loon 
in Scotland. . . . If he cannot be impeached in 
Scotland, you may do it at Westminster. The pitcher 
has two ears, if you cannot lay hold on one side, 
take him by the other. Remember his name is not only 
Lauderdale but Guilford. Write on still. . . . Make 
sure of Andrew Marvell. He’s a shrewd man against 
Popery, though for his religion you may place him as 
Pasquin placed Henry VIII, between Moses, the Messiah 
and Mahomet, with the motto Quo me vertam, nescto. 

Blacken the whole undertaking. Say in this 
marching army is couched a standing one. Rant roundly 
at adjournments ; say neutrality is better now when we 
are armed than it was when we were not. 

“Say all you can to spoil this meeting of Parliament 
also; then follows, No money. . . . It may force the 
Court to do that for supply, which we may have reason 
to rail at afterwards and rouse men with a witness. 

“Gather the Quakers and Fanatics together and allow 
them now for Protestants for all the Act of Uniformity ; 
be kind, so that they may forget the tyranny of their elder 
brother and be all one again. 

“Tf you will hatch somewhat like a Remonstrance, 
I like it well; go back to 1641 . . . but do not call 
it Remonstrance, a new name will do better to cover the 
purpose.” 

During the recess the Duke of Monmouth was appointed 
Capt.-General. The original warrant in the State Papers 
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xiv 
has been cancelled by the King’s cutting out “ar” in 
his signature. This was done to appease the Duke of 
York’s anger at the omission of “ natural ”’ before “son ”’ 
(p. 137). 7 

The House of Commons on re-assembling delayed 
giving any answer to what the Lord Chancellor had said 
by the King’s command, and found fault with the treaties 
with Spain and the Emperor, attacked all the ministers 
and presented an address desiring their removal, adding 
Lauderdale by name (fp. 153, 161, 168). Notes of the 
debates of 4 and 7 May are given on ff. 154, 158. ‘The 
question of the illegality of a standing army in time of 
peace was also raised (f. 159). These proceedings so 
discouraged moneyed men that the Paymaster of the 
Army had great difficulty in finding money, which delayed 
sending over the new raised forces to Flanders (p. 133). 
When the Address was presented to the King on Saturday 
the 11th, his answer was that it was so extravagant that 
he was not willing speedily to give them the answer it 
deserved, and to show his further displeasure he prorogued 
Parliament on Monday till the 23rd (. 172). 

The House of Lords, whose advice about the treaty 
with the Dutch had been desired by the King, had 
adjourned the debate on the 17th till the expected answer 
from the States General had come (. 158). Notes by 
Williamson of a consultation with the Treasurer as what 
offer the King might make to France, and the objections 
to it, at which it was decided that no such offer could be 
made by the King till. the arrival of the answer from 
Holland and its communication to the House of Lords 
for their-advice, are given on p. 173. 

On the 17th Danby wrote to the Prince (f. 177) that 
affairs at home were in so ill a posture, and the Parliament 
in so very ill a humour, that the King had no hopes of doing 
anything by his arms for the preservation of Flanders, and 
therefore desired the Prince to take his measures accordingly 
and to show his willingness to comply with the people 
of his country for the peace, and to use his endeavours 
with the Duc de Villa Hermosa, the Spanish Governor, 
to bring him to accept it. The Duke of York also wrote 
to the Prince a most private letter (p. 182), advising him 
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to go along with the inclinations of the people and not 
lose his interest with them by opposing the peace, which 
would be whether he would or not, for he knew the miser- 
able condition of Spain, and might see by what passed 
in the last session how little was to be expected from 
England. The King was very willing to have entered 
into the war, and had actually all his land forces ready, 
and by the end of the month would have 90 ships at sea, 
but the House of Commons had in five months given only 
the Poll Bill, which might be worth 300,000/. once paid, 
and had taken away so much a year by the prohibition 
of French commodities and, instead of giving any further 
supply, had fallen on the ministers and declared they 
would give no more, till they had satisfaction in religious 
matters. 

When the House reassembled, they wasted the first 
two days, and it was expected they would spend a third 
in finding fault with the Chancellor’s speech. The want 
of money was such that no more troops than the 56 com- 
panies already there could be sent over. With difficulty 
money had been procured to send a reinforcement to the 
North, disorders in Scotland being apprehended (. 187). 
News of a cessation of arms to 27 July having arrived, 
the Commons on the 30th voted that the new raised 
troops should be disbanded, and on the 31st considered 
what money would be necessary for paying them off 
(p. 198). The charge of them to that day was esti- 
mated to be 171,445/., and the charge per diem 1,695/. 
(p. 204). On 4 June they voted for their disbandment. 
The bill for raising 200,000/. by a six months’ tax to com- 
mence after the determination of the present monthly 
tax for paying them off and disbanding them passed the 
House of Commons on the 14th (p. 224), the forces at 
home to be disbanded by 30 June and those beyond sea 
by 27 July. ? 

Shortly afterwards news came that the French refused 
to restore the towns in Flanders, till their ally, Sweden, had 
received satisfaction. Upon this the order for sending 
20 companies of the new forces to Ireland was counter- 
manded, and the House of Lords on the 21st lengthened 
the time for disbanding the new raised troops (. 237). 
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The Duke of York looked upon war as certain, if those 
in Holland would do their part, for the King would stick 
firm to them for restoring those towns. Sir W. Temple 
was sent over with full instructions, and also Lord Ossory 
(pp. 244, 253). The departure of the latter was, however, 
delayed (fp. 247). Twenty-four additional companies were 
sent over to Nieuport and 16 to Bruges (. 247). On 
1 July Danby wrote to the Prince (p. 267) that he was 
confident that, should the King of France persist in refusing 
to restore the towns, it would wholly depend on the States 
what measures England would take. Without an assurance 
of their maintaining 25 or 30 thousand men in Flanders 
during the war and prohibiting commerce with France, 
and not making peace independently of England, nothing 
would be done, but with those assurances he believed 
England would go as far as the Prince could desire. The 
Duke of York was absolutely for the war, but it was 
unreasonable for England, which was out of the war, to 
engage in it, till absolutely assured that the Dutch, who 
were in it, would not abandon them. 

The House of Commons refused to agree to the Riedl 
amendments extending the time for disbanding, denying 
that the Lords could amend a Money Bill (f. 271), and 
passed the well-known vote that Aids and Supplies are 
the gift of the Commons, &c. ‘The Bill was consequently 
dropped, and the necessary money was provided by an 
addition of 206,462/. to the supply of 414,000/. for 
paying the extraordinary charge of the Navy and Ordnance 
and the 40,000/. for the portion of the Princess of Orange 
and for the repayment of the 200,000/. borrowed on the 
Excise to be raised by a 12 months’ land tax to commence 
from 24 February, 1678-9. 

On 5 July two more battalions were embarked for 
Nieuport, and three more were to be embarked early the 
following week for Nieuport and Bruges. When they 
were landed, 96 companies, amounting to over 9,000 men, 
would be in Flanders and more would be ready to follow 
when necessary (p. 277). 

On the 17th Lord Feversham and the Marquis de 
Borgomaniero, the Spanish ambassador extraordinary, 
were sent over to concert with the Prince of Orange and 
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the Duc de Villa Hermosa measures for carrying on the 
war for the remainder of the campaign, in case England 
entered upon it, as to which the Duke of York felt no 
doubt, being certain that Holland would agree to Sir W. 
Temple’s proposals (fp.296,297). The reasons for selecting 
Lord Feversham and the Marquis are given on #. 297. 

The treaty between England and Holland had been 
signed by 19 July, and 2,000 horse and dragoons were being 
sent over as quickly as possible (p. 302). When, however, 
the treaty was received in England, it was found to fall 
far short of what the King had particularly insisted on, 
mainly regarding the prohibition of French commodities. 
It likewise contained no specification of the quota of 
land and sea forces to be supplied by each of the allies, 
and the article for the restitution to each of whatever they 
might lose during the war was limited to places in Europe 
only. The King insisted that these points must be 
changed either by an elucidation or by separate articles, 
but notwithstanding would have the treaty ratified as 
it stood, and transmitted to Sir W. Temple, but with a 
direction that it was not to be exchanged till these points 
be redressed. In the meantime these exceptions were 
to be kept a perfect secret, and not the least notice to be 
taken, but that the treaty was absolutely concluded and 
entirely to the King’s satisfaction (p. 309). 

On Sunday, 28 July, the Duke of Monmouth embarked 
and landed on the 30th at Ostend. A journal of his 
proceedings in the Netherlands will be found on pp. 322- 
328. It contains an account of the battle of 4 August 
before Mons, in which six English regiments took part 
and behaved with great gallantry, sustaining heavy losses. 
Lord Ossory especially distinguished himself (f. 358). 
The advantage was on the side of the Allies. The battle 
was followed by an armistice for five weeks, the time 
limited for the ratification of the peace, which had in 
the meantime been concluded at Nimeguen on 31 July 
separately between France and Holland without Spain. 
The news of it did not stop the embarkation of troops 
from England (p. 345). 

The King was much surprised at the news of the separate 
peace, and on the 12th sent over Mr. Hyde to acquaint 
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the Dutch with his sense of it, which was that the French 
had not performed their own project at Nimeguen in 
April, and that consequently, the treaty between England 
and Holland, which was last ratified, should be put in 
execution. If the States should do what they ought 
towards himself and Spain, he would stand by them 
for the neutrality of Cleves and Juliers, and,if they should 
declare themselves of his opinion that the French had 
not complied with their project of Nimeguen, he would 
be ready immediately to declare war against France. 
Peace or war would therefore wholly depend on the States. 
The King would do nothing in either but in concert with 
the Prince of Orange (f. 357). Further reinforcements 
were to be sent over to Flanders (p. 360). 

Williamson relieved his feelings by recording what he 
considered to be Sir W. Temple’s errors in his negotiations 
at Nimeguen, since Sir William’s punctiliousness was 
such that they could not make those observations, excep- 
tions and remarks on his conduct or dispatches without his 
falling into strange and unusual answers and expostulations, 
such as secretaries of state did not heretofore bear from 
those that served abroad within their provinces (p. 360). 

According to what the Prince of Orange wrote about 
a general armistice, the King desired his plenipotentaries 
at Nimeguen to propose it. They were very impatient 
in England to hear what resolutions were taken on 
Mr. Hyde’s arrival (p. 368). Further reinforcements, con- 
sisting of 27 troops of horse, 12 of dragoons and two 
battalions of foot of 9 companies each, to be commanded 
by Lord Feversham, were to be sent over towards the end 
of August (p. 370) to Antwerp to join the Prince’s army, 
and the Duke of York himself hoped to be soon with 
him (pf. 375). The two battalions, however, being the 
regiments of the Duchess of York and the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, were delayed at Margate by want of transport 
(p. 391), and eventually did not go (pf. 396). There was 
much sickness among the forces (pp. 389, 398). They 
were to be divided into two brigades, one consisting of 
two battalions of Guards and one battalion each of the 
Holland, the .Duchess of York’s, and Lord Alington’s 
regiments, and the other of a battalion of the Duke of 
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York’s, the Duke of Monmouth’s and Colonels Legge’s, 
Sidney’s and Slingesby’s regiments, to be commanded by 
Col. Churchill and Sir John Fenwick (f. 390). The treaty, 
however, was concluded the beginning of September, 
and the ships hired to carry over the troops were dis- 
charged, and a stop was put to more men going over 
(p. 397). The formalities of the signature of the treaty 
between France and Spain are described on ~. 403. There 
was great rejoicing in Holland at the conclusion of peace 
(pp. 412, 462). As the last day for the exchange of rati- 
fications was 19 October, the Parliament was further 
prorogued from the Ist to the 21st, since, till the exchange 
took place, the places occupied by the English would 
not be evacuated, and till then the King would be uncertain 
what to say (pp. 414, 420). Parliament might take it ill 
that the new raised troops had not been paid off, and it 
was suggested that the foreign ministers might ask the 
King to keep his troops in Flanders (p. 415). 

The maximum number of foot sent over appears to have 
been 15 or 16 battalions, consisting of a battalion of Col. John 
Russell’s regiment of Guards, and one of the Coldstreams, 
and two battalions each of the Holland and the Duke of 
York’s regiments and one each of Col. Legge’s, Lord 
Morpeth’s, Lord Alington’s (pp. 323, 573-5), Sir Thomas 
Slingesby’s, Sir Henry Goodrick’s, Sir John Fenwick’s, 
Sir Charles Wheler’s, Col. Sydney’s and Col. Salusbury’s 
(p. 589), and Lord O’Brien’s (pp. 323, 356) regiments. 
(It is doubtful whether Sir C. Wheler’s regiment ought to be 
included.) None were recalled before 1 January (pf. 588), 
and there is no mention of the disbandment of any of the new 
raised forces in England before the end of the year, though 
early in January several regiments were paid off and 
disbanded. 

In anticipation of the meeting of Parliament the Master 
of the Great Wardrobe was ordered to deliver the parcels 
specified on p. 362 for making ready the Parliament Chamber. 

When Parliament met again on 21 October, the scene 
had completely changed. In August Charles had with 
his usual good sense treated with contempt the story 
of a plot concocted by Oates and Tonge. Oates on 
6 September, and again on 28 September, had sworn 
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before Sir Edmond Berry Godfrey long depositions con- 
taining his narrative of the Popish Plot, but it was not 
till his examinations before the Council on 28 and 29 
September (pp. 425, 426, 431, 432) that much attention 
was paid to his revelations. What gave substance 
to them was the disclosures in Coleman’s letters of 
designs to re-establish Popery in England by assistance 
from abroad and the murder a fortnight later of 
Sir Edmond Berry Godfrey. The mind of the public was 
full of suspicion, ready to accept any rumour, however 
improbable. For instance, in the summer of 1676 there 
was a widespread belief in Englandthat French or Romish 
emissaries were wandering about England setting fire to 
towns (see Preface to Calendar, 1676-1677). Unfortunately 
nothing in the present Calendar, with one exception to 
be presently noticed, adds anything to our knowledge 
of the plot or the murder. There are indeed numerous 
documents relating to these subjects, but most of them have 
already been printed, and those that have not been add 
little or nothing new. | 

The one exception is found in the notes taken by 
Williamson on 20 October (pf. 472) of the account the 
coroner gave of the view of Godfrey’s body. Most of the 
coroner’s description has already been known, but the last 
sentence discloses a fact that does not, as far as I know, 
appear elsewhere, “Extreme empty, therefore had not 
eaten in two days or more.” Now Godfrey was last seen 
alive early on the afternoon of Saturday, 12 October 
(p. 472). It has been universally supposed that he was 
murdered that afternoon or evening. It is, to say the 
least, most improbable that Godfrey had not eaten at 
least as late as the Friday evening. If the above evidence 
is correct, he must therefore have been alive till at least 
Sunday evening, or perhaps till Monday. Praunce, it 
may be noticed, begins his examination thus (p. 586), “‘ On 
a certain Monday,” and also said ‘it was either the later 
end or the beginning of the week” that Godfrey was 
killed. No question of the day was put to Praunce at 
the trials of Hill and the others, it being assumed all 
along that Saturday was the date of the murder, as alleged 
in the indictment, Mr, Pollock (f. 160) thinks those 
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statements were an attempt by Praunce to confuse his 
evidence. I on the contrary am inclined to believe that 
Praunce was probably right when he named Monday as the 
actual date of the murder. Again, Mr. Shillard, one of 
the surgeons who examined the body, on Friday the 18th, 
believed (State Trials, Vol. VII., Col. 186) that Godfrey might 
be dead four or five days before he saw him. ‘This would 
again point to the murder having been committed on the 
Monday. What then became of Godfrey between his 
disappearance and his death, if he survived till the Monday ? 
He must have been kidnapped and confined somewhere 
without food and, when his enemies found they could 
not induce him to do something they required of him, 
have been done to death, probably from the appearance 
of the body in the manner described by Praunce, which 
however he represented as having occurred on the Satur- 
day, omitting the confinement between the kidnapping 
and the murder. 

That both Bedloe and Praunce knew something about 
the murder seems certain, but it is now probably impossible 
to disentangle with any confidence the truth, if any, in 
their evidence from the tissue of falsehood with which it 
is enveloped. ‘The only facts that appear certain are: 
(1) That it was a case of murder, not suicide. (2) That 
robbery was not the motive. (3) That Godfrey was not 
murdered where his body was found, but that it was 
conveyed thither from some other place which had been 
the scene of the murder. 

Parliament, on meeting, immediately threw themselves 
into the investigation of the plot, but little appears in 
the Calendar about their proceedings. At their request, 
a proclamation was issued on 30 October commanding 
all Popish Recusants to depart ten miles from London 
(p. 494), and another on 10 November to repair to their 
abodes and not to go more than three miles from them 
(p. 514), and a third on 20 December requiring all magis- 
trates to disarm and secure all Popish Recusants and all 
suspected to be Papists, and to require them to enter 
into recognizances for good behaviour (f. 580). On 
26 November a proclamation was also issued for the 
apprehension of priests, from which -Huddleston, who 
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had assisted the King in his flight from Worcester, was 
excepted by name (p. 533). 

An over-zealous sergeant or corporal sent to seize two 
Jesuits in a house adjoining that of the Comte d’Egmont, 
the Spanish ambassador, violated the sanctity of the 
embassy. ‘Though the corporal was committed to prison, 
and the lieutenant commanding the guard was sent to 
apologize, the ambassador addressed a circular to the other 
foreign ministers complaining of the breach of the Law of 
Nations and declaring that reparation should be made as 
publicly as the violation (pp. 454, 459). 

On 31 October Bedloe wrote to a Secretary of State 
from Bristol desiring an order to appear before the Council 
to declare what he could not trust in a letter, and on 
2 and 5 November both the Secretaries wrote to him and 
the Mayor that he should come up immediately with the 
utmost secrecy (pp. 503, 505, 506). He arrived in London 
on the 7th (p. 525). 

Information having been given that John Lambert, 
who since the Restoration had been a prisoner at Plymouth, 
was implicated in the Plot, the Deputy Governor there’ 
and Sir Thomas Carew were ordered to examine him 
(p.511). The examination was returned on 16 November 
(p. 526), but no copy of it exists among the papers. 

From the country came abundance of alarming rumours. 
Companies of armed men, both horse and foot, were 
said to have been seen in Wiltshire (p. 517). A plot to 
blow up Tynemouth Castle, and a company of armed men 
on horseback in the North of Yorkshire were reported 
from Whitby (p. 521). The Vice-Chancellor of Oxford 
and the Lord Lieutenant of Oxfordshire sent information 
that quantities of arms and ammunition had been carried 
out of Lord Carrington’s house in that county (pp. 558, 
572). Groundless reports that armed men had been seen 
in the Isle of Purbeck spread as far as Yorkshire (fp. 569, 
575, 576, 583). In the West Riding (p. 562) the noise 
of the great plot filled people with great apparitions of 
armed men riding by night. Strong watches were set, 
the Militia drawn out, all Popish houses searched, and all 
in great expectation. However, not a word of truth could 
be found in any-‘of these reports. To rumours of home 
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dangers succeeded reports of foreign forces, that Spaniards 
were landed in Ireland, of whom 5,000 were to go over to 
Wales, and that French were landed in Scotland and 
were ready to be transported to England (#. 562). 

Just at the close of this volume comes the impeachment 
on 23 December of Danby on the disclosure of Ralph 
Montagu, the former ambassador to France, of his com- 
plicity in the secret negotiations between the King and 
the King of France (f. 583). This was Montagu’s revenge 
for his disgrace when he was recalled the previous July 
and his name struck out of the Council Book (p. 287), 
and for his suspension from his office of Master of the Great 
Wardrobe (f. 359). Danby endeavoured to retort by 
using the information given to Sir I. Jenkins by 
Olivencrantz, the Swedish plenipotentiary at Nimeguen, 
that Montagu had in 1677 had had several secret conferences 
with the Nuncio at Paris (p. 579). 

The Purbeck peerage case is mentioned several times 
in this. volume. To the order of 14 March, as recorded 
in Lords’ Journals, is added that “ The person that claims 
the title of Viscount Purbeck be not so entered in the 
book, before he be so judged (. 42).” Some additional 
evidence taken on the 21st is set out on #. 58. 

Accounts of the unopposed election of Mr. Thomas 
Browne of Frampton for Dorsetshire are given on fp. 11, 16. 
The cases of Edward Kinnaston, the petitioner, and of Sir 
Richard Corbet, the sitting member for Shrewsbury, are set 
out on pp. 34, 35, and the arguments on behalf of Sir John 
Reresby to support his election for Aldborough on #. 195. 

During the recess a member, Michael Mallett, was com- 
mitted to the Tower on 25 August, being accused of saying 
that Lord Stirling was a rogue, Mr. Chiffinch another, 
and the King as very a one as either of them (pp. 380, 410, 
570). Secretary Coventry, when the House met, was to 
take notice of his absence and offer three affidavits (p. 472). 
He was set at liberty on 13 December on account of his 
indisposition contracted by his confinement on his promise 
to surrender himself when required (p. 570). 


Unlicensed Books. 
Under the warrant calendared in the last volume, 
(p. 659), a person was committed to Newgate for publishing 
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Considerations of the Growth of Popery and Arbitrary 
Government (p. 21). Samuel Packer, one of the clerks 
of the Poultry Compter, being charged with having brought 
a copy of that pamphlet to be stitched, absconded (f. 1) 
and was not arrested till July (f. 236). His examination 
is given on p. 305. A number of letters he wrote to his 
wife will be found on fp. 313, 314. 

At the request of Roger L’Estrange, a warrant was 
granted for searching the house and warehouse of 
Mr. Axtell, son of Col. Axtell, who was executed with 
others of the King’s judges, for the said pamphlet and 
other seditious papers (pp. 290, 294). 

A warrant was issued for the arrest of the person who 
left to be bound a book entitled A Discourse of the Rise 
and Growth of Parliaments, of Laws, Gc. (p. 54). 

The Deputy Marshal of the King’s Bench, after arresting 
Packer, searched the house of Jenks, the linen draper, 
and found behind a looking glass several pamphlets, 
particularly Harrington’s Case, and in his closet Brown’s 
Case during his Confinement (p. 313). 

Roger L’Estrange, with much difficulty, found the Widow 
Brewster three months after the warrant had been issued 
against her (pp. 188, 372). He could prove that she had 
carried co the press in manuscript The Letter about the Test, 
The Speeches of the Duke of Buckingham and the Earl of 
Shaftesbury and Jenks’ Speech. It was very probable that 
The Growth of Popery and the List of the Members of Parlia- 
ment passed through the same hands. She would probably 
throw the whole blame on Mr. Marvell, who was lately dead. 

In December a warrant was issued on the information 
of the Bishop of London for seizing certain obscene prints 
and the plates from which they were to be printed (. 581). 

Vigilant search was also made for unlicensed presses. 
Papers about them will be found on #/. 69, 120, 147, and 
an account of the actual discovery of one in Shoreditch on 
p. 124. After the discovery of the plot the attention 
of the Government was diverted to Popish books and the 
printers of them (pp. 488, 490). 


Trade. 
Patents were granted for a new spinning machine(pp.19, 
41) for bleaching hemp and flax (p. 54), for grinding and 
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polishing glass (p. 175), for pumping engines (pf. 413), 
and for melting lead ore in close or reverbatory furnaces 
with pit coal or turf (p. 429). A patent was granted to 
Amy Potter for her invention for making woollen flanders, 
colverteene and other laces and dresses all of woollen for 
burials and otherwise (fp. 356, 383, 409). Ministers and 
others, appointed by the Act for burying in woollen to 
keep registers, were ordered to allow inspection of the 
same, that offenders against the Act might be prosecuted 
(p. 484). 

A statement on behalf of the Pewterers’ Company 
about the Stannaries Bill then before Parliament described 
the previous practice relative to the farm of tin, and 
desired that a clause injuriously affecting the Company 
might be struck out (p. 31). 

The London hat-makers petitioned that French hats 
might be included among the prohibited French commodities 
(p. 25). 

When the Act prohibiting French commodities was 
passed, a question arose whether ambassadors were, 
notwithstanding, privileged to import them. Notes on 
the subject are given on fp. 96, 105. 

An abatement of the heavy duty, almost amounting to a 
prohibition, on Portuguese wine, was proposed as a means 
of increasing the consumption of English manufactures 
there (p. 235). 

On proposals for the new farm of the Hearth Money 
being received, the old farmers offered 158,000/. and 
others 162,000/ (p. 367). 

There are numerous entries about the purchase by 
foreigners of frames for making silk stockings and their 
attempts to induce members of the Framework Knitters 
Company to go abroad and introduce the manufacture there 
(pp. 373, 375). Some of the frames, it appeared, were in 
Somerset House and others in the house of the late Portu- 
guese Ambassador, where also was one of the persons desired 
to be seized, supposed to be Marueil, the late Ambassador’s 
secretary (p. 376). The opinion of the Attorney-General 
was desired as to what legal means the King had to recall 
the artisans already gone to Portugal or to forbid more to 


follow (p. 394). 
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The Church and Ecclesiastical Affairs. 

Dr. Brideoke, the Bishop of Chichester, died at Windsor 
on 5 October (p. 446). He was succeded by Dr. Carleton, 
Bishop of Bristol (p. 451). 

In April the Dean and Chapter of Windsor petitioned 
stating that their founder, Edward III. had, among other 
privileges, granted them freedom from all taxation, and 
therefore praying that his Majesty would recommend their 
privileges to the Commissioners for the Poll Act and that 
in future a proviso should be inserted in all Acts for raising 
money for their discharge (pf. 128). 

The Bishop of Hereford petitioned that a mandamus 
for a. canon residentiary’s place might be recalled, which 
by the statutes belonged to a person on whom he had 
conferred a small prebend, alleging the smallness of the 
bishopric, which had been further diminished by his having 
at the King’s request granted a lease without fine to his 
predecessor’s wife and daughters and also to Col. Birch 
the renewals of leases worth 2,000/. (p. 198). Rogers, 
who as prebendary and preelector was the person entitled 
to succeed, also petitioned (p. 368), and the King signified 
that, if Rogers was entitled by statute to succeed, he should 
be preferred thereto (p. 408). 

The same Bishop requested that the books he had 
seized in the Roman Catholic establishment at Combe 
should be placed in the Cathedral Library, which had 
been completely rifled in the rebellion (f. 593). 

Dr. Thomas, the Bishop of St. David’s, having visited 
all the other deaneries in his diocese, came to Swansea on 
Saturday, 31 August, and next day preached and admin- 
istered the Sacrament in the morning and in the afternoon 
confirmed three or four hundred young people (p. 399). 

A dispensation was ordered to be granted to Dr. South 
to hold a Welsh living with that of Islip (p. 359). 

Dr. Poole vindicated himself from the charge of having 
neglected to send Williamson a copy of his Synopsis 
Criticorum (p. 114). 

A warrant for a charter incorporating the Corporation 
of the Sons of the Clergy and an abstract of the charter 
granted 1 July are given on fp. 247, 266, and the petition 
for incorporation on #. 231. 
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An account of articles to be supplied for the Chapel 
Royal will be found on #. 241. 

The Duke of Monmouth, at the instance of Sir H. 
Goodrick, requested the Dean of Ely that the door lately 
made into the Goodrick Chapel, the burying place of 
that family, might be closed and that they might have 
leave to enclose the said chapel at their own cost (p. 280). 
The present Dean has kindly informed me that he cannot 
make out what part of the Cathedral is meant by this 
description, Lord Chancellor Goodrick,*formerly bishop, 
having been buried in the central part of the presbytery, 
and there being now no monuments in the Cathedral of any 
other members of the Goodrick family. 

A threatening letter to the Bishop of Norwich is given 
on p. 306. 

An agent of the Government was employed to attend 
the meeting-houses of the Nonconformists in London 
and to take notes of the sermons (fp. 189, 202, 226, 246, 
262). On one occasion he appears to have been assaulted 
(p. 279). I do not know who is meant by the Earl of 
Wimbleton, mentioned on #. 246 as present at a Presby- 
terian meeting. There was no peer of the title of 
- Wimbledon at that time. 

A controversy at Deal between an Anabaptist and two 
Presbyterian ministers, in which the latter, being weak 
scholars, declined the former’s challenge, is described on 
p. 417. The incumbent of Deal, Mr. Garrerd, whose 
worthiness, travels and learning were well-known, had, 
however, not long before quashed and silenced the 
Anabaptist. 

The Quakers at Windermere held a great meeting 
so near the church that they disturbedethe congregation. 
Eight preachers and above 50 others were convicted 
under 22 Car. II., c. 1, and warrants issued for levying 
the fines (p. 442). 

Lord Anglesey interceded on behalf of William Sheldrake, 
a Nonconformist minister (p. 577), who had been excom- 
municated either only.on common report of his keeping 
conventicles or else for contempt of the court of the 
Chancellor of Norwich by non-appearance on summons, 
whereas he had feed a proctor to represent him. If there 
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had been no appearance it was due to the proctor’s neglect 
and no contempt of Mr. Sheldrake’s. 

Offence was taken at some reflections on the ‘Wonseo- 
formists in the sermon of the Bishop of Bath and Wells 
before the Lord Mayor (p. 576). 


Oxford and Cambridge. 

The dispute at Oxford between the University and 
the city about the proctors’ jurisdiction over persons not 
members of the University continued, and Williamson’s 
influence with the Lord Chief Justice was again solicited 
(pp. 183, 205). The quarrel had become more acute from 
a recent incident. The proctor, examining an alehouse 
for scholars, was assaulted by the keeper with a sword, 
and, though with the help of his attendants he mastered 
it, yet such a rabble of town’s men and women appeared 
that he could not execute his office, so that the whole dis- 
cipline of the University was in danger. The town had 
a great advantage by the soldiers who were quartered 
there, whom they used to break the discipline of the 
University. One of the scholars on small or no provoca- 
tion was first cudgelled and then stabbed by a soldier 
(p. 184). The Vice-Chancellor had heard that Oxford 
had been ever exempt from soldiers being quartered 
there, except when the King was in it. 

The lease of the Press from the University had expired 
at Lady Day, and Williamson willingly consented, at 
Bishop Fell’s request, to be one of the lessees again (pp. 92, 
104). The History of Alfred, printed by the Press, was 
issued in August (p. 345). A catalogue of the books 
printed there is mentioned in p. 344. On #. 607 are 
calendared proposals by the undertakers of the Press, 
probably of an eatlier date, for printing several works. 

A Commission was in preparation in December for 
administering the oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy 
in the University (p. 560). 

Dr. Goode, the Master of Balliol, died in April (p. 114). 

A mandate was granted for conferring the degree of 
M.A. on Edmund Halley of Queen’s College, the 
astronomer (pp. 517, 528). 

The news from Cambridge is still scantier. ‘Two scholars, 
one of St. John’s and one of Jesus, had, like Coleridge 
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in the following century, listed in Prince Rupert’s dragoons. 
The Duke of Monmouth ordered them to be dismissed 
and restored to those who had the charge of them, and 
that in future care should be taken not to enlist any gowns- 
men (p. 123). 

The City. 

An account of the new buildings erected in and about 
the City from 1620 to 1656 and from 1656 to 1677, showing 
that the total in the former period was about 7,500 and 
in the latter about 10,000, and that the proposed tax on 
new buildings would produce much less than the estimate 
is given on #. 32. 

A warrant to the Commissioners of Lieutenancy 
authorized them to levy the tax for the Militia (p. 50). 
The opinion of the Attorney-General and the Recorder 
that a new warrant was necessary, as since the former 
one a new Commission of Lieutenancy had been issued, 
is given on #. 30. 

On #. 87 will be found an account of the hospitals under 
the care of the City, viz., Christ’s; St. Bartholomew’s, 
St. Thomas’, Bridewell and Bethlem. 

The bills of mortality for the weeks ending 28 May 
and 2 July show in the first case an excess of 109 deaths 
over births and in the last of 162. In neither week was 
there any death from plague (fp. 192, 270). 

A caveat was ordered by the Common Council to be 
entered against the grant of a market at Brook House, 
Holborn (p. 233). 

Offence was given by 12 troops of dragoons marching 
through the City with drawn swords on their way to 
transportation (pp. 252, 260). 

On 22 July Sir Edward Hungerford was granted a 
market on three days in the week on the site where the 
Charing Cross Station now stands (p. 308). Some objections 
to the grant were noted by Williamson (p. 334). 

A list of the Trained Bands according to the July musters 
is given on #. 318. 

A visitation of Gresham College was ordered, great 
abuses having crept into the administration thereof and 
some of the professors being negligent of their duty 
(pp. 334, 406). ; 
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At the desire of the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, several 
ships from Malaga, where the plague was raging, were 
stopped. No goods or passengers were allowed to be 
landed from them and no person allowed to go on board 
them (fp. 531, 532). The restraint was removed a few 
days afterwards, the Aldermen being satisfied by the 
evidence produced by the merchants concerned in the fleet 
that the apprehended danger did not exist (p. 543). 


Miscellaneous Notices. ° 

On #. 1 is a description of the triumphant departure of 
Sir T. Medowes from Yarmouth after being elected 
member. 

A reference of the petition of three of the Pendrells 
for an increase of their annuities is given on #. 3. 

An ensign in the garrison of Plymouth was reprieved, if 
found guilty of the death of a man killed by him in a duel 
(p. 14). 
aw account of the government of Yarmouth and of the 
parties there will be found on ff. 20-22. In August the 
Common Council voted that none should be permitted’ 
to purchase their freedom or to serve the town in any 
office of profit that did not conform to the Church of 
England (fp. 373, 376). A dispute between the town 
and Lord Yarmouth about rights of anchorage on his 
side of the harbour is noticed on p. 421. A ship was 
burnt at the quay there, but fortunately the others were 
saved (pp. 452, 457). 

Copyright was granted to four booksellers of London 
of a number of Greek authors, including Herodotus and 
Thucydides with Latin translations (f. 38), and to the 
Stationers’ Company of a number of Latin authors, 
including Ovid, Virgil and Cicero (p. 569). 

Moses Pitt, bookseller, issued proposals for a new Atlas 
in 11 voiumes. Among the subscribers were the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the Bishops of London, Oxford and 
Rochester, Robert Boyle, Gilbert Burnet, John Dryden, 
Isaac Newton and Samuel Pepys (pp. 167, 344). 

On 13 March a warrant was issued to the keeper of 
Newgate for apprehending highwaymen (. 41). 

Sir William Jennens was granted the exclusive privilege 
for 14 years of erecting Turkish baths (ff. 51, 55), 
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A monstrous birth at Swansea is described on #. 116. 

There is a warrant on #. 119 for the salary of Gerrit 
Wylenburch as purveyor and keeper of the King’s pictures. 

A very long paper to be presented to the House of 
Commons gives a history of the drainage of Lindsey Level 
and defends the rights of the drainers (pp. 142-145). 

At the earnest importunity of some of the principal 
inhabitants about Covent Garden, a murderer was executed 
in a street in Covent Garden near where the murder was 
committed, as a terror to others (fp. 181, 182). 

Sir William Scroggs’ speech on being made Chief Justice 
is given on ~.197. In that Court “a man should have a 
lion’s courage to support the throne, but not to worry a 
lamb or be grim to a young trembling gentleman, whose 
fear makes him so carefully to eye the judge’s face that he 
forgets his business. ... . When the bench and bar 
treat each other with due regard, the King’s justice is 
magnified and an overthrown client rests satisfied.” 

The observance of the Restoration Day at Lynn and at 
Lyme is described on pp. 194, 201. 

Sir Richard Lloyd’s opinion that lead not made into 
bullet is not contraband, is given on #. 233. 

The collection of pamphlets published from the beginning 
of the Long Parliament to the Restoration, containing near 
30,000 several pieces, of all sorts and on all sides (pp. 235, 
236), is probably, what is now the Thomason Collection i in 
the British Museum. 

Ten letters that passed saree Elizabeth, Lady Lindores 
or Lundoris, and her landlord, Francis Royley, of the 
Broad Sanctuary (pp. 280, 288, 303, 342, 353, 413, 261, 
278, 280, 296) occur in the Calendar. She was probably 
the widow of the third holder of that obscure Scotch 
peerage. She was at Bristol, where she was drinking 
the waters, staying with the Bishop and his wife, whom 
on ~. 353 she calls her dear wife. The chief subject of the 
letters are her attempts to be exempted from the 
Poll hey 

On #. 288 is a letter from John Evelyn soliciting 
Williamson’s patronage to a work of a Mr. Moxon. 

A letter from Samuel Pepys (f. 289) complains of the 

insolence of two French men-of-war in not striking to 
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the Dover, which on their refusal fired above 60 guns at 
them. A lieutenant they sent on board the Dover said 
they had orders to cause all nations to strike to the King 
his master, except the King of England’s ships, and that 
they were not to strike to them or fight with them. The 
lieutenant was to be continued in custody. 

The Dutch ambassador complained to the King that a 
Dutch man-of-war at Gravesend, having put out his 
flags in celebration of the conclusion of peace, the Governor 
of the fort shot at him to oblige him to strike his flag and 
to pay 6s. 8d. for the shot (f. 409). A memorandum by 
Williamson (f. 598) states that the rule had been laid 
down that no foreign ships be permitted to carry their 
pendants in any of his Majesty’s ports being in view of any 
of his men-of-war or under the command of any of his castles. 

In July Mistress Hyde, Sir Robert Vyner’s step-daughter, 
was abducted by Cornet Wroth and his accomplices (p. 305). 
Warrants were issued for Wroth’s apprehension (pp. 305, 
330), and he was deprived of his post of Page of Honour 
(p. 315). A previous attempt to abduct her is alluded 
to on p. 302, about which more will be found in the Calendar 
for 1676-77, pp. 545, 546, where Gowerton(?) ought to be 
Emmerton. 

In September the Newcasile arrived at Plymouth with 
the corpse of the Duke of Somerset, who had been shot 
at Genoa as he was coming out of a house (#. 395). 

A prolonged drought at Deal, which had caused much 
sickness (p. 401), was broken up by a great storm the end 
of September (f. 419). 

' Prices of different kinds of corn in Warwickshire which 
had risen considerably, are given on pp. 401, 447, 461. 

Notes about a dispute in the Corporation of Chichester 
are given on p. 404. 

A merman, said to have been seen in the Bristol Channel, 
is described on #. 434. Such a thing had never been heard 
of there before, but several of the sailors affirmed that they 
had seen a mermaid in the American seas. 

In November letters were sent to the ports to detain 
John Lindsey, an absconding goldsmith, and his partners, 
one of whom was Samuel Hartlib, Milton’s friend, or 
pethaps his son (f. 510). 
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Anthony Verrio, the painter, and his family and his 
assistants, who were employed at Windsor Castle, were 
expressly exempted from any molestation on the ground of 
their being Popish Recusants (fp. 525,549). Michael Mohun, 
the well-known actor, received a licence to stay in London 
notwithstanding the proclamation banishing all Popish 
Recusants, as he was indispensable to the playhouse (p.571). 

The Archbishop of Samos, who was collecting money 
for building a Greek Church (see last volume, ~. xxxvii), 
was accused at Bristol of using dangerous words, some 
relating to the plot, by a prisoner there for debt on an 
action brought by the Archbishop (f. 548). 

From a letter calendared on #. 578 it appears that 
the true date of the paper on the apportionment of the 
land taxes, wrongly calendared under March, 1677, in 
the last volume, ~. 51, is December, 1678. 

A correspondent suggested to the Bishop of London the 
brilliant idea that in revenge for the Pope’s furtherance of the 
plot a detachment from the fleet in the Mediterranean might 
surprise Rome and carry off the Vatican library.. Another 
landing party might march to Loretto ‘and by surprise 
take and raze that nest of superstition and bring away 
its treasure”’ (p. 590). 


Ireland. 

There are but few papers of interest relating to Ireland 
in this volume. Disputes occurred among the farmers 
of the Revenue, who were suspected of designing to throw 
up their contract at the end of May, yet so as to make 
the King responsible for the breach. This the Lord 
Lieutenant was directed to take all possible care to prevent, 
and also to cause no money to be paid except on account 
of the King’s rent and the necessary salary of the officers 
till the arrear to the King was discharged (p. 179). Notes 
by Williamson on Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking are given 
on p. 254. It was reported that his accounts had been 
audited by the Earls of Essex and Anglesey, who had 
found him 50,000/. in debt to the King (. 152). Fresh 
orders were given for effecting the payment to the Irish 
Society of 4,000/. due to them in part payment for the 
customs of Londonderry, previous letters having proved 
ineffectual: (p. 321). A licence was granted for the sale 
Wt. 29315, De 
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to the Corporation of Limerick of the well-known Lax (or 
salmon) weir on the Shannon (. 456). 

It was apprehended that in consequence of the severe 
proceedings against the Presbyterians in the western 
parts of Scotland, many of them would come over into 
Ireland, and some soldiers were quartered at Donaghadee, 
Larne, &c., to prevent them (f. 42). The negotiations 
for the marriage of Sir George Rawdon’s daughter to 
Lord Granard’s son were going on, but were waiting till 
her uncle, Lord Conway, should come over (pp. 42, 113). 
Lord Conway wrote that the marriage was to take place 
on 28 November. She was, he said, of a very good dis- 
position and comely enough, but the youngest daughter, 
Brilliana, was one of the prettiest girls he ever saw, and 
the wittiest. (The original Brilliana was a daughter of the 
first Lord Conway, born when her father was governor of 
the Brill, and was named after the place, and the name 
occurs occasionally in the seventeenth century among the 
relations of that family.) The second had been injured by 
the small pox (f. 445). Sir George was anxious to arrange 
a suitable marriage for his only surviving son (p. 112). 

It was expected that a Parliament would be held, but 
not before October (fp. 112, 152), and that the Lord 
Lieutenant would make a progress through the North, 
and preparations were made for his reception at Charlemont 
(pp. 164, 238), but later it was said that he would remain 
in Dublin till the bills preparing to be transmitted for a 
Parliament were sent over (p. 238). 

The great funeral of Lady O’Neill, mother of the 
Marchioness of Antrim, is described on #. 209. She was 
Sir George Rawdon’s sister-in-law, being a daughter of Sir 
Francis Stafford, the father of his first wife. 

Exchange with England was very high (p. 108), at 
9 per cent. (p. 137), and it rose later to 11 (p. 230). 

As a favour to the Earl of Longford, to whom it belonged, 
the town of Granard was given the right of returning two 
members to Parliament (pf. 316). 

In October Dr. Miclrael Ward, Provost of Trinity College, 
was appointed to the Bishopric of Ossory (p. 482). 

Lord Conway, for his wife’s sake, procured the release 
of some Quakers imprisoned at Lisburn, though he found 
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them a senseless, wilful, ridiculous generation of people, 
rather to be pitied than envied (pf. 495). 

Letters calendared on #/. 87, 103, relating to a grant of 
Portlester in Meath, furnish a good illustration of 
transactions about forfeited lands in Ireland. ‘The late 
Lord Chancellor Eustace had been granted this townland 
and had paid a large sum to the former proprietor, but, 
the grant not being confirmed by the Act of Explanation 
and a flaw having been found in the old proprietor’s title, 
it was lodged in the general stock to be disposed of according 
to the uses of the Act. The Duke of York placed his 
deficiencies on these lands, but the passing of the patent to 
him was obstructed thus. Sir Maurice Eustace, nephew 
to the late Chancellor and heir of all his estate except 
Portlester, being one of the guardians to Maurice Eustace, 
the Chancellor's bastard son, to whom Portlester had 
been left, made a discovery of it to the King and invited 
the Duchess of Cleveland to obtain a grant of it in 
Lord Longford’s name, for which he was to have a com- 
pensation out of the land, which was to be recovered 
for the use of Sir Maurice. Mr. Eustace’s other guardian, 
on the other hand, made a proposal to the Duke, and put 
himself wholly into his protection. By Lord Longford’s 
grant the town was to have been made a corporation, 
returning two members to Parliament. 

Charges against John Smith of oppressive proceedings, 
when sub-sheriff of Ca\an, and of burglary and subornation 
of perjury are given on p. 264. 

Scotland. 

The accounts of Scotch affairs are on the contrary 
unusually full and interesting. 

Early in March the Earl of Cassilis, the Duke of 
Hamilton’s brother-in-law and supporter, visited Cumber- 
land, where he met Sir George Fletcher. and Sir John 
Lowther. An attempt was to be made to obtain a licence 
for his coming to London to represent to the King the 
grievances of Scotland. Against him and the Duke 
caption had been issued for not subscribing the bond 
(pp. 5, 9, 43). 

The Committee of the Privy Council sat at Ayr and 
received arms from the West country. Few.in Ayr refused 
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the bond, but Irving and Mauchline refused it. The 
magistrates of those towns were to be altered and the 
burgesses fined and letters of lawburrows for taking 
the bond were to be issued (pf. 43). 

Several of the Western nobility and gentry went to 
Edinburgh to supplicate the Privy Council for a mitigation 
of the bonds, but the Council issued a proclamation that 
they should repair to their dwellings (p. 68). 

Towards the end of the month a number of Scotch 
noblemen, headed by the Duke of Hamilton, passed 
through Carlisle on their way to London to complain of 
Lauderdale’s severity (#. 75). All those who had refused 
the bond and whose arms had been taken, supplied them- 
selves with new arms and were drawing together in great 
expectations from the mission of the nobility to the Court 
(p. 107). 

By the intervention of the Duke of Hamilton and the 
other noblemen and gentlemen accompanying him with 
the King, the militia, that had been sent to the West, 
were ordered to return to their own homes (/. 151). 

In consequence of the prevalence of field conventicles, 
orders were sent to the Privy Council: for raising more 
forces. The 10,000/. lying in Edinburgh Castle was to be 
applied for the immediate charge of raising and maintaining 
them, and the Earl of Linlithgow was appointed com- 
mander in chief of all the forces in Scotland (pp. 161, 162). 
As a beginning, in May two additional troops of dragoons 
were ordered to be levied (pp. 183, 184), and in September 
a new foot regiment to be commanded by the Earl of Mar, 
three troops of horse to be commanded by the Earls of 
Airlie and Home and Graham of Claverhouse, and a troop 
of dragoons (p. 416). 

In October measures were taken for re-organizing the 
militia (pp. 484, 568), a picked force of 5,000 foot and 
500 horse being selected from the whole body of 20,000 
foot and 2,000 horse offered by Parliament, to be divided 
into five regiments and five troops and to be kept to- 
gether four days in every month and carefully exercised. 

To check the frequent robberies and other disorders 
in the Highlands, two companies of Highlanders of 150 
men each were to be raised, to be quartered with 100 men 
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from the regiment of Guards in garrison at Inverlochy 
or at any other place in the Highlands that the Privy 
Council considered the fittest (p. 393). 

A proclamation was also issued summoning all the 
chiefs to give bond to preserve the peace. This was 
principally contrived in Argyle’s favour, to prevent com- 
binations against him, occasioned through his oppression 
of the Macleans, which he was increasing during the 
minority of the heir (p. 468). 

In May a foot regiment and four troops of horse and 
three of dragoons were sent to Berwick and Carlisle and 
other places in the North to be in readiness in case of 
disturbances in Scotland (p. 193). } 

The conventicles met notwithstanding as frequently 
as ever. On 5 May three were held near Dumfries, at 
one of which John Welsh preached (pf. 164). Next Sunday 
there was a great conventicle. A-company of the Guards 
was sent to disperse them. ‘The minister escaped, but 
they took a great many prisoners, and the soldiers left 
not a ring on the fingers of any of the women there. The . 
same day the Governor of the Bass sent out a party to 
scatter a great conventicle, but the conventiclers killed 
one of them and disarmed the rest (f. 184). 

James Lermont and another were tried for the murder of 
the soldier. ‘The judges held that the presence of persons 
at a field conventicle with arms, or, though without arms, 
using encouraging words, when a slaughter happened, was 
sufficient to infer them guilty of the murder. The jury 
found Lermont guilty of being present, and declaring 
“ Let no cowards be here to-day, and let those that have 
arms come aside,” but not guilty of murder. The Lord 
Justice General, Sir Archibald Primrose, refused to sit, 
pretending to be sick, and Lord Castlehill, brother to the 
late Ambassador Lockhart, refused to pass sentence of 
death on Lermont. The next day the Privy Council sent 
Lords Moray and Ross to vote instead of the Lord Justice 
General and Castlehill, whereon Lermont was sentenced 
to be beheaded. His behaviour was very good; he 
suffered none of the Episcopalian clergy to attend him, 
but performed all that was requisite very gravely (pp. 402, 
425). The Lord Justice General and Castlehill were in 
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consequence removed, and Sir George Mackenzie of Tarbet 
appointed Lord Justice General (p. 476). 

The constitution of all the judicatories was absolutely 
at i,auderdale’s beck, so that in judgment a dog could not 
move his tongue against him, and he was able to effect 
anything he pleased (f. 477). A caustic remark of 
Sir George Lockhart on the Scotch judges will be found 
on p. 477. 

Another great conventicle, at which seven or eight 
thousand people were expected, was to be held - near 
Dumfries the first Sunday in June (p. 201). 

Notwithstanding the efforts of Hamilton and his party, 
the King wrote to the Privy Council fully approving of 
their proceedings (p. 193). 

In May a Convention of Estates was summoned to meet 
on 26 June (f. 185). Great interest was taken in the 
elections throughout Scotland, and both the Lauderdale 
and Hamilton parties were uncertain of the result. In 
Dumfries-shire the latter were successful, Sir Robert 
Dalzell, who had been commissioner at every Parliament 
since the Restoration, being rejected. In Clydesdale there 
was a double return, the freeholders who had subscribed the 
bond returning two of their number and the non-subscribers 
two of themselves (pp. 232, 233). 

With the preparations for the Convention begins the 
series of letters from the person calling himself Matthew 
Mackaile to Alderman Sir John Frederick. He writes 
as a merchant, ¢.g., asking time for payment, but from 
the whole tenour of his letters he was apparently some 
one of much higher rank. He mentioned that he attended 
Lauderdale beyond Berwick on his return to England 
and kissed his hands (p. 354), and he was on familiar terms 
with the Earl of Arran (f. 523). It does not appear how 
the letters came into the Secretary of State’s office, whether 
they were forwarded by Sir John Frederick, or intercepted 
in the post. I am inclined to think the latter was the 
case. Whoever the writer may have been, the letters 
give a singularly full and vivid account of the state of 
Scotland and of the proceedings at the Convention from 
an opposite point of view to that of the Lauderdale Papers, 
Vol. III, p. 154. 
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In his first letter (p. 232) he divided Scotland into three 
several interests, the Episcopal and Court interest, that 
for liberty and privileges, now followed by Hamilton 
and his party, and that of religion and Presbytery. 
Lauderdale and the clergy of England and Scotland had 
represented the other two parties to the King as divided 
only in appearance, but as really ready to rise in actual 
rebellion, and so had contrived a bond, wherein he would 
have obliged the party that pretend for liberty to persecute 
those that pretend for religion, and, because they showed 
their unwillingness, they were reduced to difficulties. 

The next letters (pp. 234, 243) describe the proceedings 
of Lauderdale and Hamilton on their arrival at Edinburgh. 
It had been thought that the latter was in danger of being 
arrested on his way. The Council had ordered 800 of the 
troops at Berwick to be ready for any other commands, 
Lauderdale having no reason to trust a single regiment 
of the militia of Scotland. There was great uncertainty 
which party would prevail in the Convention. 

A full account follows (f. 249) of the proceedings on 
the first day of the Convention, 26 June. Subsequent 
letters describe how the Committee appointed to consider 
the validity of elections, which was nominated by 
Lauderdale and did not include one of the Hamilton 
party, decided in every case in favour of candidates of the 
former party (pp. 251, 258), and how their decisions were 
upheld by the Convention (pf. 269),, 

When the Convention was constituted, they agreed to 
grant the subsidy requested for the payment of forces 
required for suppressing the numerous field conventicles, 
and a committee was appointed to consider the quota 
(p. 274). The Convention was dissolved on 11 July, having 
voted a subsidy of 150,000/. sterling to be levied by a 
land tax in five years (p. 284). 

An ironical letter of 16 July (f. 291) describes the con- 
dition and feelings of Scotland, adding that the Presby- 
terians think the Solemn League and Covenant is still in 
force, and will never refuse to be judges in their own cause, 
but the English army was the bugbear. The day before 
Lauderdale had gone to repose himself at his own house at 
Lethingtoun, from which he returned the 23rd (f. 313). 
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Richard Maitland, Lauderdale’s nephew, went to 
Stirling Castle to marry the Earl of Argyle’s eldest daughter 
on 6 August, and immediately afterwards Lauderdale 
set out for London. A thousand horse escorted him as 
far as Berwick (pp. 340, 354). The Duke of Hamilton 
went to Bath with Major-General Drummond (#. 346). 

On 28 June the claim of Sir Patrick Home of Polwarth 
to sit for Berwickshire was rejected by the Convention. 
He was arrested on 1 July on a warrant charging him with 
having endeavoured to create disturbances in the King’s 
affairs (p. 254). His papers were searched to make it 
appear he had been keeping correspondence with some 
members of the House of Commons (f. 270). He was 
kept close prisoner indicta causa (p. 353) first in Edinburgh 
Tolbooth, whence he was removed on account of his health, 
first to Dumbarton and afterwards to Stirling Castle 
(pp. 393,579). Sir James Stuart, an old Arch-covenanter, 
was also arrested early in August (f. 340), but was soon 
afterwards released (p. 366). 

Macdougal of Garfland was apprehended, being accused 
of saying that the King and Lauderdale intended nothing 
but an arbitrary government (f. 354). His accusers did not 
appear at the criminal court in September, so the case was 
adjourned till November (p. 402). 

The activity of the Presbyterians continued. ‘The first 
Sunday in August John Welsh, with 36 other Noncon- 
formist ministers, assembled 10,000 men at Maybole, 
celebrated the Lord’s Supper, and preached up the Solemn 
League and Covenant and the lawfulness of defensive 
arms, drilling themselves before and after the sermons, 
and appointed another celebration for the following Sunday 
at Fenwick, within 34 miles of Edinburgh, declaring they 
would defend themselves if opposed (pp.346,353). Welsh, 
with his guard of horse, afterwards entered Ayr. The 
magistrates excused themselves to the Council for not 
apprehending him, alleging they had not a suitable force 
(p. 365). Many of the courtiers having gone with Lauder- 
dale, the remaining members of the Council could better 
lament than remedy those proceedings (p. 354), the 
forces being so few and the conventicles so numerous 


(p. 370). 
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- In September 14,000 received the Sacrament at a meeting 
in Galloway (p. 416). Some people expected that there 
would be a rising, before the supply for the new forces could 
be raised (p. 450). 

- From Scotland the infection spread across the Borders. 
Great meetings were held on the borders of Northumber- 
land. A skirmish took place near Learmouth between 
Welsh and his followers and a party commanded by 
Col. Strother, in which Capt. Robert Morley was killed, and 
Pringle and Carr, two Scotchmen (fp.411,413,415,416,417). 
Orders were given to the Duke of Monmouth as General 
to order the forces in those parts to assist in dispersing 
all such unlawful assemblies and in seizing the teachers 
and their chief followers (pf. 407), and to the Duke of 
Newcastle as Lieutenant of the county (. 408) to recom- 
mend to the deputy lieutenants and justices to do their 
utmost to suppress such assemblies and to arrest the 
teachers. The Duke of Monmouth wrote accordingly to 
the commander of the forces in the North (f. 412). Forces 
in England were, if necessary, to pursue the fugitives 
into Scotland, and if any fled into England, to assist such 
as should pursue them out of Scotland (fp. 417-419). 
The Mayor and Aldermen of Newcastle were ordered to 
put the Act against Conventicles into effectual execution 
(p. 418), and warrants were accordingly issued against 
Nonconforming ministers there (p. 446). The Mayor of 
Berwick was also ordered to put the said Act into effectual 
execution (pp. 553,560). Additional troops were sent down 
to Northumberland (/. 419), namely, a troop of horse and 
three troops of dragoons (p. 433). 

The Duke of Ormonde was ordered to keep a strict guard 
on all the passages between the North of Ireland and 
Scotland for apprehending any of the ringleaders who 
should attempt to escape to Ireland, and a description of 
Welsh was sent him (. 428). 

Hamilton was in London the end of September, where 
he and Major-General Drummond were admitted to kiss 
the King’s hand (~. 425). He retained his popularity in 
Scotland (p. 467), but Lauderdale endeavoured to prejudice 
him with the King and the Duke of York, saying he had 
done the King many ill offices in Scotland, and principally 
Wt. 29316. Dd 
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by questioning his prerogative about nominating com- 
mittees, and that his not voting against the subsidy was 
only to colour his other practices. Hamilton having 
replied, the King said he did not see wherein he could 
be prejudiced, but desired Lauderdale to put his charges in 
writing, and assured Hamilton he would have an oppor- 
tunity to answer them. When Mackaile heard this, he 
thought Hamilton’s cause had triumphed, but he changed 
his mind on hearing that James Daes, one of the advocates 
who followed Hamilton to London, was arrested. 

The Marquess of Athol, having joined Hamilton’s party, 
was deprived of his Commissionership of the Treasury, 
his captaincy of the Life Guards of Horse and it was said 
also of the office of Privy Seal (pp. 402, 486, 498). The 
vacant Commissionership was given to the Earl of Moray, 
whose son had married Lauderdale’s step-daughter, and 
the captaincy to the Marquess of Montrose. The Marquess 
being accused as a countenancer of field conventicles 
answered that he thought himself not obliged to execute 
the commands of the Council, but, if his Majesty gave 
him a commission, he would not be wanting. He was 
taken at his word, a commission was sent down, on which 
he wrote peremptorily to his deputies to use all rigour 
against field conventicles, so that on Sunday, 20 October, 
scme who had met were surprised by a number of High- 
landers. Some were killed, others plundered, others were 
stripped naked, women were forced and many were taken 
prisoners. Hamilton was much more cautious as to 
endangering his interest in the affections of the so-called 
good people, for he not only would not concur to injure 
them, but declared that the people in his neighbourhood 
were so irreconcilable to episcopacy that he told the King 
that in his private opinion it was tolerable, but could 
not be established in Scotland (p. 483). 

Even Lauderdale managed to have an interest with 
the Nonconformists, many of whom would never be per- 
suaded but he minded their good, and so weakened that 
party by a division. He installed one of the Presbyterian 
ministers in a public congregation in the face of the clergy, 
who dared not gainsay him, and his. policy was that of 
absolute supremacy in the King, and he valued the clergy 
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as little as the Presbytery when it came in competition with 
that point (p. 477). ; 

Mackaile wrote in October (p. 498)-: ‘‘ The Presbyterian 
party keep their old method of preaching from house to 
house and in the open fields, when they have opportunity, 
and in effect the strength of the kingdom is that way, only 
authority is altogether contrary and every day more and 
more so. I cannot say they are the fewer that they are 
under the rod, for not only old folks are so inclined, but 
also very many of the young choose that way, and are as 
willing to suffer as any, and the old ministers are daily 
emitting young men, who go through the whole country 
teaching and preaching.” 

An anecdote of the disrespect shown by Lord Arran, 
Hamilton’s son, to the Archbishop of St. Andrews, is given 
on p. 523. 

In November the houses of several Papists were searched 
and their papers seized (p. 523). ‘‘ A seminary priest had 
almost been seized, but the pursuit is much hotter against 
the Presbyterian party, who usually get the ill deeds and 
the Papists the evil words, as appears by their bringing 
in so many prisoners. If it is but known they have heard 
a Presbyterian minister preach, they must all be packed 
for Virginia in a ship ready for them, and, lest they should 
overpower the mariners, there is invented, as is alleged 
by the famous Bishop of Galloway, a certain screw to 
couple their thumbs together to disable them from defensive 
or offensive war. ‘The number is some 60 or 70.” 

“All judicatories civil and officers military are of a 
Lauderdale substitution, and great care is taken that no 
Presbyterado creep into the government,” on which account 
three of the four aldermen of Edinburgh who refused to 
take the Declaration were turned out (f. 539). Mackaile, 
in the same letter, describes how some witches, till they 
were strangled, continued confessing the sin and deprecating 
the judgment. At Coldingham a drunken fellow, who 
was in the habit of swearing ‘‘ Devil take my soul, if this 
be not true,” on his way back from an alehouse fell asleep 
in a churchyard. He was awaked by two grim men, 
who told him they came to demand his soul according to 
his bargain. He gave them his coat as a pledge, and with

much difficulty got home, and died a day and a half: 
afterwards. 

An abatement of 1,500/. sii was ordered to 
Capt. Dick, tacksman of Orkney and Zetland, a ship of his 
which contained the fermes and duties of Zetland for 
1676 and part of 1675 having been totally lost the previous 
October (~. 123). 


Channel Islands, Colonial and Foreign. 

There is but little news from the Channel Islands. Not- 
withstanding Williamson’s efforts, there was great delay 
in repairing the fortifications at Guernsey (pp. 127, 332). 
The governors of that island and Jersey were urged to do 
their utmost to procure intelligence from France (pp. 127, 
332). 

In Virginia the Indians who had killed five persons on 
a plantation had been delivered to the English, and were 
tried for their lives (pf. 117). The Indians were at war 
with one another, but desired the English to remain neutral 
(p. 120). The crop was at first reported to be indifferent 
(p. 121), but afterwards good (p. 402), and the country 
generally was in a good and peaceable condition (pp. 329, 355). 

Barbados also was in a good and peaceable condition, 
and the crop was expected to be good (pp. 139, 216, 321). 

In May Lord Carlisle, the Governor, sailed for Jamaica 
(p. 163). He had not arrived there on 16 June (#. 483). 

In March or April there were three great earthquakes 
at St. Jago de Cuba (#. 218). 

The English in the West Indies were in apprehension 
of the French fieet, commanded by d’Estrées, after the 
taking of Tobago (. 218, 220). ‘These apprehensions were 
soon dissipated by the loss of the greater part of the fleet 
on rocks while they were going to surprise the Dutch 
island of Curacoa. The ships of the Admiral, Vice-Admiral, 
and Rear-Admiral were lost with five other men-of-war

On p. 55 there is a grant of the office of Spigurnell or 
sealer to the Great Seal. In Tomlin’s Law Dictionary this 
word is said to be derived from the name of the first holder 
of the office in the reign of Henry III. 

An early example of the phrase “I smell a rat’ occurs 
on p. 102. 

In the phrase, speaking of an unlicensed press, ‘“‘ They 
are printing and dollaring ” (p. 70), “‘ dollaring ”’ probably 
refers to the noise made by the press. It does not occur 
in the New English Dictionary (p. 148). 

“Lockroms”’ were a sort of linen made at Locronan, 
t.e.

When he came to his coach, 
there were about 193 horse, all Yarmouth men, who went with 
him to Beccles, 10 miles into Suffolk. The ships at the quay, 
having their colours out, as he passed along the road, bade him 
farewell by the discharge of their great guns, as did also the 
fort at our haven’s mouth. About five miles out of town we met 
two foot companies of the Duke of York’s coming for this town. 
Sir Thomas ordered two barrels of beer to be given them. We 
had not passed a mile further before we met with between 
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50 and 60 horse, who were the gentlemen thereabouts joined with 
others which came out of Beccles, who brought a noise of 
trumpeters with them. About 11 we rode into Beccles, between 
250 and 260 horse, the trumpets sounding before us, the bells 
ringing and the people shouting as we went. Sir Thomas made 
no stay, only took a pipe and drank a glass of wine, and so pro- 
ceeded on his journey, leaving behind him money for the ringers 
and 40s. for the poor and orders at the King’s Head to treat his 
friends with sack, white wine, claret, beer.and tobacco. This 
election has strangely altered the face of affairs here, the old 
tribe being quite out of countenance, who have for these several 
years so overawed the people, that it was a crime to be zealous 
for the present government. Sir Thomas designs to wait on you, 
before he goes to the House. 

If I could understand by a line, whether my desires as to my 
son would be answered or not, it would be a singular favour. 

In my last I was in error in informing you that Mr. Cory of 
Norwich was dead, which was occasioned by a letter I saw of 
Major Dowty’s (Doughty’s), wherein he writ positively that he was 
dead. To-day arrived a vessel of this town, which came from Flush- 
ing last night. When they came from thence, there was no news 
of the taking of Ghent. With them came a passenger who reports 
that he came from the siege of Ghent about 2 last Sunday, and 
that, when he- came away, the castle fired very briskly and 
that he is confident it could not be taken so soon as to-have 
news of it at London by this time.

Richard Bower to Williamson. My adversaries have now 
brought down a trial about my letter to be tried before Sir William 
Scroggs at Thetford, the 14th instant, of which I am informed 
Lord Paston is ignorant. I shall prove by witnesses much more 
than I ever charged them with, so that I cannot miscarry except 
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by a factious jury, which they will not be wanting to procure, 
which ill conveniency I might have been freed from, if it had been 
heard before the King, as you intimated to me it should. If 
you would in a line or two inform Sir W. Scroggs that I have 
been Lord Arlington’s and your correspondent here, it would be 
material to my trial.

I 
understand I can recover no costs on the trial, so I must suffer, 
though I get the day, for beside my charge at law my charge 
will be great in carrying all my witnesses to Thetford and bearing 
all their charges, but I hope, when I have overthrown them here, 
you will be so kind as to assist me to bring it before the King 
that I may have some relief for my vexation, trouble and charge.

Richard Watts to Williamson. Last Friday I acquainted you 
that the Dukes of Monmouth and Albemarle were here with the 
Earl of Feversham to embark the 400 soldiers that arrived that 
afternoon from Canterbury. Contrary to expectations they 
went on board, next morning weighed and stood towards Ostend, 
and, as we adjudge, having wind and tide landed Saturday night. 
We had forty reports of the surrender of Ostend to the French, 
&c., but durst not trouble you with any. Without doubt it.is 


One ship 
or another would else have advised the contrary, for Dunkirk is 
opposite to the Downs and Ostend little Eastward. The 
Mermaid, Garland and Soldades were before to-day in the Downs.

They say the two latter are bound to the Straits. A topsail gale 
at N. and by E. [Jbid.

Francis Bastinck to Williamson. We cannot expect the 
arrival of any of our packet-boats, so long as the wind is N.W. 
and blows a desperate gale, so that our vessels have bad riding 
in Ostend road. The master of a vessel here, lately arrived from 
Bayonne with wines, &c., for Dunkirk, tells me he has about 
5 ton of pikes on board, I mean poles without spears, most whole 
pikes, 40 bundles containing about 70 in each bundle. I give 
you this notice, that, if it may be for his Majesty’s service, I will 
secure them, paying the master his freight.

morning northerly, and, though it blows not hard, here is now 
news brought of a boat, that went out hence in our bay to drag 
oysters this morning, overset and the two men in her drowned. 
To-day was the election for a knight of this shire at Dorchester, 
in the room of Col. Giles Strangewayes, deceased. There was 
a dispute before about it, Mr. Thomas Browne and Sir 
Nathaniel Napper standing for it, and the sheriff then returning 
neither. The Committee of Parliament voted another election, 
which this day proceeded, and, Sir Nathaniel nor one else 
contending, Mr. Browne was chosen.

They have not only been the cause why succours have not been 
sooner sent from hence, but I am sure their negotiations here 
amongst the Parliament men have been a very great cause of the 
slow proceedings to give supplies for the necessary preparations 
for a war, and there is not yet one Act in readiness for any money, 
either to pay the troops already raised or to give levy money to 
those which should be raised, and for which the commissions 
have been ready a good while. However, his Majesty will in a 
day or two give out commissions for 20 regiments more, and 
procure money for raising them as well as he can. I enclose a 
copy of Mr. Hyde’s letter to me, which has not a little surprised 
his Majesty, as giving him too just a ground to fear that the 
States will have a peace on any terms and that it will neither 
be in his power or yours to hinder it. For this reason he thinks 
it highly necessary to know your opinion in that matter and 
desires you will not flatter yourself in it, being the most fatal 
mistake both to him and yourself which can be made, if any 
wrong measure be taken of what the States will do in this point. 
He has commanded me at the same time to let you know that 
the French ambassador has told him that he has power to sign 
the treaty sent by Lord Feversham, excepting Tournay, 
Valenciennes and Condé, and, thaugh his Majesty has refused to 
propose any such thing as from himself, he thinks it fit you should 
know what is now offered since the taking of Ghent, and he has 
likewise bid me acquaint you that the said ambassador has assured 
him that the Pope’s nuncio, on the part of Spain, offered to quit 
Tournay before the siege of Ghent. This, with what the Pen- 
sioner has said to Mr. Hyde and his Majesty’s unprepared con- 
dition to give any present considerable assistance to you, moved 
his Majesty to agree to leaving Tournay and Valenciennes out 
of the propositions of the peace, in case your Highness and the 
Spaniard should desire the peace on those terms, and he has 
a belief that on them a peace may yet be had, before they have 
taken any more places, though they seem very positive for 
Condé also, and his Majesty will by no means be any judge of 
this matter till he hears from you, being resolved on his part 
to pursue his late treaty of alliance with the States to the utmost 
of his power, but, in case any of these propositions shall be found 
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necessary in the present conjuncture, he desires by- your means 
to know the mind of Spain as well as of the States, because he 
will act nothing that shall not be according to the desires of both 
and, if such a peace shall be judged more convenient than the 
continuation of the war, he believes it must either be done 
speedily or the terms hereafter will be worse. If anything of 
this kind shall be approved, it will be of the utmost importance, 
both to the King and your Highness, that it should be kept very 
secret and that nothing should appear but a cessation of arms, 
whilst the matters be formally treated and concluded at 


- Nimeguen, only his Majesty has thought it necessary that what 


the French ambassador has said to him should be communicated 
by Mr. Godolphin to the Pensioner, both because of the entire 
confidence you have always expressed to have in him and that 
it comes so near to what he has proposed to Mr. Hyde, which he 
thinks would be a great service done both to the States and to 
your interest, which he is of opinion nothing but a peace can 
establish.

Saturday night last one of our 
packet-boats sailed, wind 8.W. On Monday we had the wind 
N.W., with variety of March weather, hail, snow, rain, sunshine 
and several sudden raging gusts, a great frost last night and 
very cold this morning, the wind continuing in the same corner. 
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Mr. Godolphin’s servants and horses came about 5 yesterday 
afternoon, from whom I received your letter. On the receipt 
of it, by reason of an exceeding cold I have, I sent to desire Capt. 
Langley, our present mayor, to come to my office in the King’s 
yard, where we, with Mr. Godolphin’s servant, considered the 
conveniency of all the vessels at present in our harbour, but 
could not determine anything, none of our packet-boats being 
then in port. At 5 this morning one of them arrived. The 
master says he came from the Brill last Saturday afternoon. 
They heard nothing to the contrary but that Ghent held out, 
and that the Prince of Orange with his own and the Spanish 
forces were on their march. 

Nothing shall be wanting in my endeavours fully to obey your 
commands to the best of my skill. Mr. Mayor says he expects 
an express from London to-morrow, when the packet-boat must 
go in course. Horses are carried over at a certain rate as well 
as men, and, should we use a packet-boat out of its course, it 
would cost about 20/., for the master of these boats must hire 
another on Wednesday, if this goes away. It is but one day’s 
difference, and, in case Mr. Godolphin goes by a yacht (if the 
wind holds here where it is), the packet-boat from hence would 
probably reach the Brill before the yacht could. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Now Mr. Thaxter and Mr. Huntington 
being charged with such crimes and not having dared to vindicate 
themselves, I conceived that, they being guilty of what was 
laid to their charge, it was dangerous to put the militia into their 
hands, therefore, out of my zeal for the welfare and safety of both 
Church and State, as well as the trust imposed in me to give you 
an account of what should pass here relating to the public, I, as 
in duty bound, sent you the letter of 12 June, 1676, for which I 
have so deeply suffered without the least relief, when what is 
inserted in the enclosed narrative as also in my letter is nothing 
but truth, so that it seems it is now become dangerous to speak 
or write our danger. If you but show Sir Thomas Medowes my 
said letter, as also the enclosed narrative, I assure you he will 
confirm them both, and I doubt not of a good issue at the assizes, 
if I have not a factious jury. I hope you have been so kind as to 
write a line or two to Sir William Scroggs as I desired in my last. 
I hope you will be mindful of my son. [Jbid. No. 29.] 
Enclosed, 
A true and perfect narrative of the Government of Great 
Yarmouth, as it now stands. It is governed by 
24 aldermen and 48 common council men. Out of the alder- 
men two bayliffs are yearly chosen, who choose each of them 
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for their year a justice out of the Court of Aldermen, the 
bayliffs for the preceding year being likewise justices for the 
ensuing. These together are called the House. In 1662 and 3 
this House by the Commissioners under the Act for regulating 
corporations was purged of all the Independents and most 
of the Presbyterian faction, which done the government of 
this town continued for some years under such as were well 
principled to the King’s and Church’s interest, in all which 
time the laws against Nonconformists were duly put in 
execution, insomuch that there was not any conventicle but 
by stealth, and, if discovered, the offenders were prosecuted, 
so that many of the followers of Mr. Bridges, a prohibited 
preacher, and those the most eminent, came duly to church, 
and, if those who succeeded in the government had but 
discharged their duty accordingly, we might have continued 
in a peaceable and happy condition. But in 1666, Edmund 
Thaxter and Richard Huntington being made bayliffs, our 
Nonconformists, who before frequented the church, forsook it, 
and those turbulent spirits, that before left the town, returned, 
their meeting being public and their numbers daily increasing, 
and not in the least controlled by the magistrates. This 
connivance of theirs put the Independents on bringing 
Mr. Bridges to town again, they knowing that those, into 
whose hands the government of the town was got, were in the 
late unhappy times joined with them in the power military 
and civil. Therefore, totry if they retained their old principles 
and affections towards them, Samuel Shipdham, a member 
of Mr Bridges’ congregation, is appointed to go to every one 
of the Presbyterians interested in the government, to crave their 
charity towards the relief of the ejected ministers, Presbyterians 
and Independents. This experiment gave the Independents 
such satisfaction on their so general and free a contribution 
from the said parties that Mr. Bridges is forthwith brought 
to town, then they flock together in great numbers to the house 
of Capt. Thomas Raven, son-in-law to Mr. Bridges, who 
about that time was taken in for a common council man by 
the said Mr. Thaxter and Mr. Huntington, notwithstanding 
that they knew him to be a constant frequenter of conventicles 
and not capable of the place, having not received the Sacrament, 
yet, when it was moved in the House that he might, as the 
custom was, there publicly renounce the Covenant, the said 
Mr. Thaxter and Mr. Huntington, being bayliffs, opposed it, 
saying that he should do it at their house, where, as it is said, 
he set his hand to a paper, seeming to some as if he had done 
it, when he had not in the least renounced it, as he himself 
afterwards openly confessed. 

Thus they began to recruit the House with their own tribe 
to overpower the King’s and the episcopal party, there being 
at present about 30 got in who have not received the Sacrament, 
which is contrary to the Act for regulating corporations. The 
faction by their permission increasing, a conventicle is set 
up within a door or two of Mr. Huntington’s house, then one 
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of the magistrates, where he sees them frequently resort without 
any check. Probably their coming thus ‘near him might be 
out of respect to his wife in regard of her lameness, she being 
a member of Mr. Bridges’ congregation and a constant 
frequenter of conventicles, by all which it plainly appears 
that the Act for Uniformity was in this place made void 

- both by Mr. Huntington’s negligence in his office as also 
by his encouraging the Nonconformists on purpose to 
discourage any who are well affected to the King and Church 
government from putting in execution the late Act against 
unlawful meetings. 

Neither can we expect otherwise, whilst the said Mr. Hunt- 
ington and his adherents have such power here, for, some few 
days before our last new bayliffs were chosen, the old ones 
thought fit before the day of election, to prevent the dispute 
that arose the last year about who were capable to be electors 
and elected, to move ina full assembly that the churchwardens 
might search the church books and give an account who had 
received the Sacrament according to the order of election, 
and who not. But this was opposed by Mr. Huntington, 
he and his party over-ruling the House with such of their 
Presbyterian faction as had not received it, one of whom is 
now got to the cushion, the said, Mr. Huntington being his 
justice for this year, the behaviour of the said Justice Hunt- 
ington being so irreverent in the church, that it is generally 
taken notice of during the time of prayers, and at the 
rehearsing of the Creed he is sitting whilst others are standing 
or kneeling, which gives a very ill example, he being in such 
an eminent place of authority. By these and the like practices 
of him and his faction the Church ordinances are brought 
into contempt, insomuch that of near 12,000 communicants 
estimated to be in this town not 500 receive the Sacrament, 
and many of those of the poorer sort, who receive collection 
money.

weeks, and you may be sure I shall do my part to hasten things 
all I can, being very desirous to be with you.

March 10. Sir Thomas Morgan to Williamson. When the Duc de Chaulnes 
a was at St. Malo he gave order to throw into the sea that little 
izabeth. island which was even against the walls of the town, but I believe 
they cannot accomplish it, for all the foundation is all rocks, and 
there is not above a foot of earth over them. Several little 
barques and shallops of this island are now at St. Malo, and I 
believe an embargo has been made there for these 8 or 10 days, 
for during that time I haye had no correspondence with my 
agents there, but expect daily to hear from them. Since the 
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supplies have arrived here, those of St. Malo are somewhat 
crestfallen and more moderate and they have hauled up their 
biggest shipping into the river Salydore, but there might be a 
bonfire made of them as well as of those that lie by the walls of the 
town, with a little hazard, things being rightly managed. About 
four days ago arrived here a ketch with several utensils of war 
from the Tower, and likewise a fly-boat with 36 horse, but I hear 
nothing of the ship loading of provision for the castles nor of Capt. 
Harris’ company, nor of Capt. Houston’s recruits. I humbly 
desire clothing may be sent over for the recruits; they are very 
naked. The Train Bands of this island and the militia troop 
are in an indifferent good posture, and so are the standing forces. 
I desire that a man-of-war be appointed for the convoy of the 
fly-boat to London, which is laden with masts, planks and deal 
boards. 

The companies that came over, viz., Sir Bourchier Wray’s, 
Capt. Morgan’s and Capt. Houston’s came over very bare of money. 
I have lent to them out of my own small stock, so far as it would 
hold out, rather than that they should be burdensome to the 
country. Jf money does not come over speedily for them, they 
will be in some strait. [S.P. Channel Islands 9, No. 88.]

Order of the Commissioners of Lieutenancy of London appointing 

a committee to go forthwith to the Attorney-General and the 

Recorder of London and give them each a fee and desire their 

opinions on the whole matter of the case and query therein specified. 
Prefixed, 

Case of the Lieutenancy. The King by warrant of May, 1676, 

empowered the Commissioners to levy one month’s assessment 

in the City for the expenses of the militia from June, 1676, 

to June, 1677, by virtue whereof the Commissioners in 

January issued their warrant to the deputies and Common 
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Council men of the several wards to assess the said month’s 
tax. His Majesty renewed his commission of Lieutenancy 
before the said assessment was returned or any more done 
by the Commissioners or any rolls signed by them. The new 
Commissioners, finding the Lieutenancy to be 1,3001. in debt, 
which ought to be paid as soon as they could get the money, 
and that the said warrants of his Majesty and the Com- 
missioners remain unobeyed and unexecuted, agreed to confirm 
the warrant issued by the former Commissioners and issued 
a new warrant to the deputies and Common Council men 
reciting the royal warrant and the former warrant of the 
Commissioners and requiring them to assess the proportions 
therein mentioned. 

Query whether this way of proceeding be legal or not? 
Several of the deputies refuse to assess it. At the foot,

The 20 light colliers, which were at 
anchor in this bay, loosed and stood to the northward last Friday 
except four or five which are still here. The wind has been but 
scant since at N.E., now W.N.W. [Jbid.

Edward Bodham to Williamson. Giving the direction of the 
wind since Thursday last. No ships since his last have come in 
or gone out. [Ibid. No. 50.] 


Francis Bellott to Williamson. The latter end of last week the 
wind was E. and E.N.E., yet very few ships came in here. Those that 
did were small vessels, amongst them the Greyhound of Bristol for 
Holland with 52 soldiers in her, one Floyd commander of them, 
raised in Wales, and another with a few soldiers in her, one Harte 
their commander. The master of the latter has not been here yet 
to give his report. Here are some small vessels from France, which 
report they have good correspondency in that kingdom as yet. 
Wind E.N.E. [Jbid. No. 51.] 


Thomas Holden to Williamson. The 9th came in here the 
Swallow of Truro in 4 days from Havre, who report that there 
came out with them 40 French merchantmen and six convoys 
bound for Newfoundland. As soon as they came out, everyone 
made the best of their way, the wind being N.E., so it is believed 
they are passed out of the Channel. This small vessel came away 
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with only six bags of feathers, for they expected every day a stop 
would come. The Governor of Brittany at St. Malo made eight 
English vessels pay 30/. to have their clearing. Yesterday came 
in the Unity of [South]hampton and the Amity of Topsham, both 
laden with linens from Morlaix. They came out last Saturday 
and say the Governor there pretended he had an order to stop 
English vessels and made some pay moneys to clear; but, when 
these came away, all vessels were cleared. The wind these four 
or five days has been most at N.E. 

I pray that, if there be any war betwixt us and France, you 
would put me into the Prize office as formerly.

[March 11?] Statement on behalf of the pewterers about the Stannaries Bill, 
The King claims the right of pre-emption of all tin in Devon and 
Cornwall, which pre-emption has often been farmed and the 
farmers have had the monopoly of all tin and set what price they 
pleased on merchants trading in tin. But the London Company 
of Pewterers, whose trade consists principally in the use of this 
commodity, who, if it should be monopolized, must be all undone, 
and the price of pewter raised, have therefore been continually 
admitted on the renewing of any farm to have for the use of their 
trade 3, 4 or 5,000 cwt. of tin yearly at the price the farmers paid 
the tinners, or at least 22s. per cent. less than the rate they sold at 
generally to others. This quantity, being near about the fourth 
part of what was then made yearly, has in a great measure 
supplied the pewterers’ trade, and so the farm and the prerogative 
of having and farming this pre-emption has never been disputed 
at law, which otherwise it would have been, and it would have been 
proved a plain monopoly, there being no prescription less than 
an Act of Parliament that can justify the same. 

A clause is inserted in the Bill now passing for settling the 
Stannary laws to enable the convocation of tinners to contract 
with the King or his agents for the sale and price of all tin &c., 
whereby they will be enabled to monopolize the whole at what price 
they please to the ruin of the pewterers and the raising the price 
of all pewter to what rate they please. 

It is desired on behalf of the whole nation that this clause may 
be rejected or otherwise that the Pewterers’ Company may be 
admitted to buy at least a quarter of the tin made yearly at the 
same price and under the same contract as shall be made with 
the farmers or agents, that the said farmers may be restrained 
to sell at such reasonable price as the King and the Council shall 
set and not at such price as themselves shall exact, that the tin 
mark, called the hot mark, both of the blowing house and the 
proprietor may by a clause in the bill be enforced to be duly set on 
all tin in the block, whereby the abuse in making the same 
defective may be redressed, that liberty may be given to sue the 
proprietor for any deceit in defective tin as well in the Courts 
at Westminster as in the Stannaries and that mingling a base 
metal called munduck and other like base metal with tin and 
the false pouring of floats by stirring up bottoms unduly melted 
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may be prohibited. (See Commons’ Journals, Vol. IX., p. 452.)

[March 11?] A particular of the new buildings within the bills of mortality 
and without the City from 1656 to 1677 inclusive, according to 
the account now taken by the churchwardens, and the old account 
of new houses from 1620 to 1656 and the annual value thereof. 
Showing that the total of the new buildings from 1656 to 1677 
is about 10,000 and the total from 1620 to 1656 was about 7,500. 

As there have been great mistakes about the damage and 
nuisance by the increase of new buildings in the suburbs, so the 
mistake is as great about their number and value, some reporting 
their number to be 20,000, others 30,000, though it is plain their 
number cannot be much above 10,000, for all the houses, both 
new and old, both in the City and the Bills of Mortality are not 
60,000. 

That this is true and that the number from 1656 to 1677 cannot 
much exceed 10,000 will appear by comparing the increase of 
burials from 1620 to 1656 with the number of new houses built in 
that time. The number was about 7,500, and the increase of 
burials in that time 3,000, so the increase of 2,500 raises the 
burials 1,000. The increase of burials from 1656 to 1677 is about 
4,000, which would make the new houses since 1656 about 10,000. 
This computation agrees very well with Mr. Grant’s calculation 
both of the number within the Bills of Mortality and his probable 
guess that about 3 in 100 die, allowing 12 inhabitants to every 
house on an average. 

The conjectures of the value of these houses that they will 
make 20/. a year one with another and raise two or three hundred 
thousand pounds are as false as about their number, for 10,000 
houses will not raise above 50,000/., it being the half year’s value 
at 10/. a year one with another, which is the most they can be 
reckoned at, as will appear from the value of these 7,500 houses, 
which did not amount to 70,000/. at a whole year’s value, they 
not making one with another 10]. a year. Now the great houses 
in the Piazza, Lincoln’s Inn Fields and Queen Street were equal 
in value to those 22 in St. James’ Square or Bloomsbury Square 
or other places and are more in number of that sort of houses than 
have been built since, besides the middle sort of houses in Covent 
Garden, Long Acre, Clare Market, Old Southampton Buildings 
and elsewhere have equalled both the number and value of 
Leicester Fields, Bloomsbury, York Buildings, Essex Buildings 
and the rest, and the number of houses at 4 or 5/. per annum 
since 1656 is much greater, so it is plain that the houses built 
before 1656 were equal in value to what have been built since, 
and therefore it is not probable a tax on the new foundations can 
raise above 50,000/., which with the charge of collection and the 
loss of customs on timber, &c., being not less than 10,0001. per 
annum, will not bring in 30,000/. clear, if it were possible to make 
the law so that all might be collected, but (not to mention how 
hard the purchasers of new houses for valuable consideration 
will believe such a law to be, nor how severely the workmen 
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builders will think they are dealt with to be punished for exercising 
their lawful trade, nor how partial it will be to those that built 
since 1656, that have already paid a year’s value, nor what the 
owners of the great houses that have been altered think, not 
being allowed the 500/. a year, which their houses yielded before, 
since they pay for improvement by the building of their gardens 
nor what in general all those sufferers will think) the law will 
be impossible to word so as to comprize all men’s interests, so as 
to raise the money designed, for, after the Commissioners of 
Oliver’s Act had set four years, they did not pay in 20,0001. of

Sir J. Williamson to Sir William Thompson, Governor of the 
East India Company. His Majesty has been acquainted with 
what the Committee have answered by Sir John Bankes in the 
matter of the two Portuguese recommended by him at the Queen’s 
desire for a passage in your outward-bound ships, and com- 
mands me to let you know he is sensible it might be of incon- 
venience to the Company, should they allow ordinarily or easily 
strangers, I mean any that are not in the Company’s service, 
to have passage to India on board their ships, and you will 
remember how much the King has heretofore on occasion sup- 
ported the Company on this point against very pressing and 
powerful solicitations. But on the other hand, this being a case 
in which the Queen concerns herself so much and these two persons 
being certainly not merchants or dealers in any kind in trade, 
the King would be very glad the Queen were complied with in 
the thing, being but one single case, which he will not allow to 
be drawn into precedent for the future to the prejudice of the 
Company.

James Vernon to Lord [Howard of Escrick]. His Grace arrived 
at London about 2 on Sunday morning with a prosperous passage. 

We outsailed the Cleveland, 
where the Guards were, so far that they came not up to Greenwich 
till Sunday evening. His Grace being now gone out on business 
commands me to acquaint you that the ammunition is all sent or 
will be shortly, and with it rugs and quilts for your men as you 
desired. Two chirurgeons are gone along with the chests of 
medicaments and a chaplain will be sent in a little time. The 
Attorney-General has orders to draw up a commission for a 
court martial. The pickaxes, shovels and spades are with the 
ammunition and part of it, and this, I think, is all you charged 
me with. When the four companies of Lord Craven’s regiment

Deal boards are sent hence with the 
other stores. Two commissaries of the musters are gone over, 
therefore you will let Mr. Withers know that his employment 
will cease thereby.

The case of Edward Kinnaston, relating to his election as burgess 
for Shrewsbury. Sir Thomas Jones being made one of the 
justices of the King’s Bench, a writ issued to choose a new 
burgess in his room. 2 March, 1676[-7], was the day of election, 
Edward Kinnaston and Sir Richard Corbet stood for the said 
burgess-ship. A poll was demanded and granted, and continued 
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till 5 March, 1676[-7], when Mr. Kinnaston, being satisfied he was 
duly elected by the majority of those who had the right to vote, 
did not oppose the closing of the poll, though he had many more 
then ready to poll. The number of his voices was 866, which 
was more by 112 than Sir Richard had; therefore he ought to 
have been returned. But the Mayor made a return of Sir Richard, 
for whom both before, at and after the election he appeared 
greatly concerned, and used many illegal, undue and foul practices 
to procure his election. 

The said Mayor, whose dependence for many years has been on 
a person of honour, uncle to Sir Richard, to show his zeal for his 
lordship’s service: 1. Became Sir Richard’s great agent and 
solicitor and went from house to house to procure votes for him. 
2. He made 40 free on purpose and on express condition that 
they should vote for him. 3. Money was given to some to vote 
for Sir Richard. 4. Money was given td others that would not 
be for Sir Richard to keep them out of the way, that they might 
not vote for Kinnaston. 5. Some were taken up and. sent’ to 
gaol the night before the election, and kept there without any 
cause of action till the election was over, and then released. 
6. The Mayor, fearing that Kinnaston would exceed Sir Richard, 
denied and postponed several burgesses as doubtful, and not 
only so, but, when he found that, on casting up the poll, that 
Kinnaston had the majority, he then upon the test and scrutiny 
disallowed many of his voices who had right to elect, the better 
to colour over his unjust return of Sir Richard. 

This case comes to be heard before the Committee of Privileges, 
the 12th of this instant March. [Printed paper. S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 402, No. 55.] 


[Before 12 Sir Richard Corbet’s case, he being the sitting member for 
March.] Shrewsbury and petitioned against by Edward Kinnaston. The 
vacancy was by Sir T. Jones’ advancement, and continued about 
a year before a writ went out. All the burgesses have voices, 
and the burgess-ship descends to all the sons of a burgess, born 
after he is sworn. There are above 1,000 of such voters in and 
near the town ; so long a vacancy and so many electors could not 
but render the contest troublesome, but the charge was less to 
Sir Richard, as the town generally declared for him at first, and, 
Mr. Kinnaston coming a fortnight after that declaration, his 
hopes were only by expense to change them, which though he 
attempted very liberally for three-quarters of a year, Sir Richard 
being at no expense all that time, he could never come near an 
equality of votes. 

When the writ came down, it was agreed that the poll should 
consist of an allowed column and a doubtful column, that in 
the first there should be only such as the adverse party consented 
to and that in the second the rest should be entered and afterwards 
at leisure examined and determined. 

The poll lasted three days; afterwards the doubtful roll was 
examined, witnesses on oath and counsel heard with so much 


deliberation that it lasted 12 days longer, Sir Richard having 
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the majority on the poll and still increasing on the examination, 
till he had above 90 more than the other. Mr. Kinnaston then 
seeing that few of those he had yet to examine had any colour 
of pretence to vote, attended no longer at the examination, which 
however was carefully finished, Sir Richard having above 150 
more voices. 

Yet Mr. Kinnaston thinks the contest has not yet been tedious 
enough, and endeavours still to vacate such an election, the 
charge whereof was much increased by Sir Richard’s extra- 
ordinary endeavours to give him satisfaction, by which means 
the election itself lasted above 14 days. [Printed paper. S.P.

Silas Taylor to Williamson. Betwixt 11 and noon on Sunday, 
I received your letters of the 8th, on the outside of which Mr. 
Sawtell, of the Letter Office, had-written that it came to his hand 
Saturday, 9 March. The packet-boat was all Saturday night 
detained by bad weather, but was ready to go out with your 
packet sent express. : 

My letters gave you an account of the times the masters gave 
me when they left the Brill and also when they arrived here. 
Mine of Tuesday, the 5th, is punctual, but where the delay was 
I know not. This road deserves, I fear, a narrow inspection 
into its post concerns. Heretofore they used libels signed by 
every postmaster on this road, signifying when they received 
the letters, as is still used in expresses, which libel was examined 
in the London office, and it would, I believe, expedite the letters, 
if they were under the like check here. 

Last Saturday’s letters, which might have been here about 
4 or 5 Sunday evening, came not in till Monday morning, and I 
had them not till between 7 and 8 yester-morning. My letter 
was wrote before noon on Tuesday, and the packet-boat arrived 
about 5, as I wrote in mine of Tuesday last, the 5th. If in my 
other letter of the 7th I wrote that that packet-boat came out 
of the Brill on Saturday, I was mistaken and humbly beg your 
pardon, but in my notes I find it written yesterday, which was 
last Wednesday, the 6th, but, if I wrote Saturday for yesterday, 
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About 2 last Sunday afternoon one of our packet-boats sailed, 
that fret of wind and bad weather which had continued so long 
then being ceased, the wind somewhat southerly. Betwixt 10 and 
11 on Monday morning the Charles and Portsmouth yachts with 
very little wind weighed, ’tis supposed for Yarmouth, but were 
quickly out of sight. About 2 in the afternoon the Drake was 
under sail. Most of our light ships, colliers, &c., long detained 
here by bad weather, are this morning under sail. Wind westerly 
and weather fair. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 402, No. 60.] 


Francis Bastinck to Williamson. I came to town to let his 
Royal Highness know who the pirate or privateer was that lately 
assaulted this packet-boat, which after long search I discovered. 
The Governor of Calais was not wanting on his part to make 
search, lest he might have been a Frenchman. I found him an 
Ostender, named Pieter Mansfelt. His Royal Highness, after 
having this account, ordered Mr. Froude to attend you and know 
what course was to be taken to have this person punished. He 
accordingly was to wait on you at your office, but, missing you 
there, desired me to leave this account with you, and that he 
would attend you again to-morrow morning. 

His Royal Highness also ordered Mr. Froude to know of you 
what allowances were formerly paid for bringing over poor 
seamen and soldiers in the packet-boats. For these last six 
months, according to Mr. Froude’s advice, I ordered that the 
masters of the packet-boats should not refuse to receive any 
poor seamen or soldiers, being his Majesty’s subjects, and bring 
them over, allowing them the same fare as their seamen, till 
they put to sea and came to Dover. The packet-boats have 
often had several of them on board four days before they could 
put to sea and arrive at Dover, otherwise they might have 
perished without any relief the town of Calais would afford them 
without money, especially since they are recalled, as they suppose, 
to fight against them. [Ibid. No. 61.]

This course has 
put their countrymen of the same persuasion here in a fright, 
so that I have thought it very convenient some soldiers be 
ordered to continue at the ports as at Donaghadee, Larne, &c., to 
prevent the shoals of beggars we may reasonably expect to come 
over, which Lord Granard has written to the Lord Lieutenant 
for his orders therein, and stays here to expect them and settle 
some foot companies to these ports. His stay, he says, is for that 
end and I think also his courtship to Mall in his son’s behalf, 
which I desire him may not be proceeded in, till your coming over. 
I have not had a line from you since you were at London, but 
that at your first coming thither, when I sent you Douglas’ 
examination. What use the Lord Lieutenant makes of him I 
know not. He keeps him still with a guard in the Constable’s 
lodgings. We send up your money to answer your bills at 
Dublin with a guard, there being no other means of returning 
money thither. Nine horses run at Connor to-morrow for the 
Earl of Mount Alexander’s Plate, whither Arthur and other 
company will go to-morrow morning and return at night, so you 
may see we are not so apprehensive yet of a war as you are at 
London. Also four or five good houses are beginning to be built 
in this town this summer. I have seen a narrative of the contest 
in the House of Peers between the White Staff and Privy Seal.

weather is fair. I cannot give an account of what companies 
are on board except Capt. Bagot’s. I saw Capt. Kirke here, but 
know not whether his company be here.

Last Thursday night and Friday morning we had a 
very great storm, wind 8.E. It did but some little damage here, 
but at Bridport two vessels of Brighton laden with corn for 
Plymouth were cast away, the men saved. Wind now S.W.

Nathaniel Osborne to Williamson. The Dorothy of this port, 
which came last from Cales, came last night into our road, 
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bound for St. Malo. The master says that 3 weeks since he came 
out of Cales in company of Sir John Ernle and three other 
frigates. The frigates left them, when they came in 38°, and 
returned, but Sir John accompanied them, being about 32 sail, 
whereof two were Hamburgers. They left him and the company 
Friday last about 80 leagues off. He brings news of the sad 
miscarriage of a sloop sent from Tangier to Cales, overcome by 
the Moors in her. Sir John has in his fleet the Bridgewater 
Merchant, taken some time since by an Algerine coming from the 
Canaries, and retaken by Sir John off Tangier, but Samuel 
Bond, a poor young man, a neighbour of mine, who has been some 
years in the Canaries and had in her all he had got all the time 
he was there, was killed in her, We are informed he had ten 
pipes of Canary there, if not more. I could wish there was a 
way to procure something thereof for his mother, who is a melan- 
choly widow and has lost her hopes in her son and is left mean 
by her late husband. Another of the said fleet arrived this 
morning in Portland Road, a New England vessel, whereof Walter 
Thornhill of this place is part owner. Since my last a vessel 
of this town was embayed in our West Bay and got at last without 
a rudder into Lyme. There was also embayed there and in | 
danger a vessel of about 300 tons, but what she is we know not.

Anthony Thorold to Williamson. We hear from Capt. Holt 
of this place, who commanded the George of London of about 
26 guns, that 30 Jan. he met off Cape St. Vincent the White Horse 
of Algier of 40 guns, who after some dispute boarded him, with 
a great number of men, but he in the defence broke the Turk’s 
bowsprit and spritsail yard, by which many of the Turks fell into 
the sea. Only five came on board, which he killed, and receiving 
other damage in his ship he went away. Capt. Holt losing 
only two men. This is the same Holt that fought a Dutch man- 
of-war till his ship sunk in the Downs the last war, and received 
a chain and medal from the King. 

Since the last great storm there is much wreck on this coast 
and at Charmouth some dead men came ashore. We judge it 
to be an Irish vessel from St. Malo. The merchant of her some 
of our people pretend to know, having besides his crucifix some 
other signals. We have just now news of the Mayflower of this 
place from Morlaix cast away near Salcombe, all her loading lost 
and one man drowned. It causes a great cry here, her cargo 
of linens being very considerable. The so much news of 
being a prohibition so quick as this day on all French com- 
modities has caused many to hurry away home so fast to their 
ruin. Last night came in the Oak from Guernsey, employed in 
carrying over ammunition thither. She left the island well the 
day before. Also last night came in the Hagle of Weymouth 
from Nantes and Port Louis. She ran much hazard coming in, 
it being low water, and was forced to run aground without the 
harbour, the wind blowing very hard at S.E. Now it is 8.W., 
blowing fresh. [Jbid. No. 111.]

An unexpected stop being given to our passing the 
Duke’s patent here for reprisals under pretence of a former grant 
to Lord Longford of Portlester, I have thought it necessary 
to send you the enclosed draft of a letter for his Majesty’s 


signature to remove all obstructions in our way. You may | 


remember I sent you a proposal concerning this very town and 
lands in the name of a Mr. Eustace, which the Commissioners 
thought something hard to the Duke and several objections 
were made against it, all which I acquainted Mr. Eustace’s 
guardian with and therefore he was afterwards content to waive 
all terms and capitulations with his Royal Highness and to put 
himself wholly into his protection to be used at discretion. 
Though I should never advise that any advantage should be 
taken of so frank an offer, yet knowing that both the Duke and 
the young man may very well find their account in it, I think 
his Royal Highness cannot in all this kingdom serve himself so 
well out of the whole stock undisposed of as by these 2,000 acres. 
There is no colour of justice for hindering it, the case being this. 
The late Lord Chancellor Eustace had not only his Majesty’s 
grant of this townland, but paid likewise to the ancient pro- 
prietor for his confirmation of the same a very great sum, and then 
dying bequeathed this part of his estate to his base son, who 
is the proposer, but, no confirmation of this = being given 
in the Act of Explanation, which revests all the forfeited lands 
in his Majesty to be disposed of to the uses of the said Act, and 
a flaw being likewise found in the old proprietor’s title, of whom 
the lands were purchased by the Lord Chancellor, it was evicted 
and lodged in the general stock to be disposed of by his Majesty 
according to the uses of the Act. His Royal Highness, re 
a preference by the said Act as well as by his Majesty’s severa. 
letters, places his deficiencies on these lands, as nothing can be 
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fairer than that he should. Now the obstruction arises thus. 
Sir Maurice Eustace, that now is, nephew to the late Chancellor 
and heir to all his estate except Portlester, being left guardian 
with others to young Mr. Eustace, the proposer, does very fairly, 
instead of endeavouring to protect him in the estate as a 
guardian should, makes a discovery of it to be lodged in the King 
and invites the Duchess of Cleveland to obtain a grant of it in 
Lord Longford’s name, for which she is to have a compensation 
out of the value of the land, which is to be recovered for Sir 
Maurice’s use. Now there is no colour for passing any such grant, 
it not being at all pursuant to the uses of the Acts, as his Royal 
Highness’s grant is,and these lands being vested in the King as 
a royal trustee for the uses of the Act solely, and his Majesty’s 
letter being obtained by such an ill manner of proceeding as 
that of a guardian’s violating his trust, certainly it will be no 
hard matter to get the enclosed letter signed, which will remove 
all lets and remoras. You will find by the copies I send of Lord 
Longford’s grant that this town of Portlester was to be erected 
into a corporation, which it may be still in his Royal Highness’s 
ant, and send two burgesses to Parliament, which is very con- 
siderable. If we be disappointed in this, we lose the best grant 
in Ireland for so much and I expect we shall meet with the like 
opposition in every parcel of land we shall find, which is worth 
accepting, so his Royal Highness will be at a great charge in 
finding the King’s title to lands to no purpose. The Lord 
Lieutenant is very desirous this land should be passed to the 
Duke and is very much concerned that Lord Longford’s letter 
is a check upon him, which he heartily wishes were removed, 
for he is very zealous in his Royal Highness’s service.

The said Extracts. Yesterday evening the Seven Provinces, 
Capt. Brackell commander, with four more Dutch men-of- 
war arrived in the Downs from Maesland Sluys, and just 
anchored, when the wind veered N.E. which they made use 
of immediately to sail, being, as they said, bound for the 
Straits, but first to join some more of their men-of-war at 
Cowes. At anchoring Brackell saluted with 9 guns and was 
answered here according to custom. He had no sooner 
returned his thanis, but Walmer Castle saluted him with 
9 guns, which he answered with 9 more. The Castle returned 
one for thanks, and so the man-of-war one and then the Castle 
fired again and then it rested as to that ship, but repeated 
salutes to two others of his company. I am thus particular, 
because it is the first time I ever observed either the King’s 
ships or castles salute foreigners first and strive who should 
fire the last gun. 25 Feb.

The poll bill being passed and duly executed, the King will not 
want money to carry on the war, but we shall hardly have an 
esquire or gentleman in a county, which would take it a great 
affront, if they were not written so formerly.

T. Barnes to The variety of news, I suppose, you 
cannot but hear more exactly than I, yet these may further 
acquaint you what a din there is now amongst many in these 
and some other parts, for all the question now of any friend is

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What news, like the Athenians of old, and sometimes I am fain 
to answer there is little or nothing new, but old things done over 
and over. Here seem to be some consternations, doubts, fears 
and amusings amongst many, as not knowing where the general 
actions now on foot in Europe will centre. Great talk there is 
of great cruelties, outrages and persecutions of meetings in 
Scotland. Some Nonconforming friends here last Lord’s Day, as 
I am told, acquainted God Almighty with it in their prayers 
publicly, especially Mr. Thomson, a Scotsman, that is now to 
meet at the Cross Keys in Wood Street. Some say the Duke of 
Hamilton was sent for by the Duke of Lauderdale to engage for 
his tenants about meetings, and, as I am told, he told him he 
admired that he should offer to him a thing so impossible, 
impracticable and contrary to law. He having about 2,000 
tenants, how could he engage for them and much more, and he 
believed he would in the end have no thanks for some of those 
things. Some talk of war with France very much, others can 
hardly believe it can be, at least for some time. Much talk there 
is also of fears and disgusts amongst some of the states of the 
Seven Provinces and many of the people, and that last week 
many libels were found in the streets of Amsterdam and that they 
of Helvoetsluys would not let in our men, and that many of them 
are not pleased with the late alliance and much more. Some 
talk much of the raising of so many men, and what it should be 
for. There are several opinions about it. There is some 
murmuring about some names in the list of the chief officers 
for the Army and much talk of some speeches in the P[arliament] 
and as if some would again be questioned. [S.P. Dom., Car. II,

Philipsburg not to be restored and the Franche Comté to remain 
to the French King. Lorraine to be restored to the Duke. 

As to Sweden.—A cessation of arms to be in those parts till the 
particular conditions of the peace can be agreed.

About January last William Paxton, his former acquaintance, a 
scrivener in Southwark, came to his house and desired to speak 
with him at the King’s Head Tavern, St. John’s Street, where 
the deponent found with him one Webb, and they told the 
deponent of a private press and spoke with great sense of the 
public danger of such evils, and appointed to meet him next 
morning and that then they would be more particular with him, 
and, being met at the time and place appointed, they told him that 
the press was at one Cartwright’s and gave him very distinct 
descriptions of the house, which was found true when the same 
press was seized. 

Soon after this came forth An Account of the Growth of Popery, 
é&c., whereupon the deponent had recourse to the said Paxton 
and Webb, thinking them fit to do service in discovering the press 
that printed it. They readily engaged to do their utmost, and 
Paxton would sometimes say that they could not only go within 
a few houses of it, but to the particular house as easy as to any 
room in Matthew Fowler’s house, and Webb likewise told him 
he doubted not to find another press of Cartwright’s printing 
primers, to which the deponent replied, Let me have this first, 
and you have your money for it and then we will see after that, 
to which Paxton replied, It’s best, or to that purpose. Never- 
theless, execution after frequent meetings was not done, Paxton 
excusing that they had left off work for a while because of the 
taking of the press at Mortlake. Afterwards, when a fixed day 
was near, Paxton tells the deponent that they had broke the 
spindle of the press and could not be at work so soon, but a little 
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afterwards he came and said, they were furnished, but were not 
yet settled into work, principally by their fears to stir yet, but 
brought a black man to the deponent as one of them which had 
wrought at the press, and told the deponent he should give him 
money and that he could not give him less than 10s., so the 
deponent gave Paxton 10s. for him and once or twice more he 
gave him money. Paxton brought another, who, the deponent 
thinks, was named Haynes, as another workman. He gave 
him no money, for he perceived he was drunk or rather feignedly 
so, and very crafty. Paxton, after about a week’s absence and 
the deponent’s seeking of him, met him by appointment on 
Wednesday, 13 March, and told him that Harrington was in this 
business of the Growth of Popery and that he would go lodge that 
night where the printing-house was, that he might be sure not 
to be mistaken, and that the deponent must be ready at an hour’s 
warning, but the deponent has not heard from him since to 
that purpose. 

The deponent further says that Paxton and Webb came to 
him about five or six weeks ago on a Saturday and told him they 
would show him the printing-house. They showed him a house 
on Bethnal Green. When they were passed it, Webb said he heard 
the noise of the press, but Paxton said it could not be, for they 
would not go to work till the Thursday following, only it was a 
silk weaver they had put in the front to damp the noise, for 
they intended to work below stairs, and desired that they would 
not go till Thursday and then they would be fixed, but the deponent 
with the Warden of the Stationers’ Company and others went on 
Monday following and searched strictly but found no footsteps 
of printing having been there, nor any preparations for one. 
Afterwards Paxton, speaking of his own accord to the deponent 
of this train of men, said, They are printing and dollaring and the 
devil and all. The deponent heretofore found by discourse with 
Mr. Whyte in Newgate, who is now condemned for clipping and 
coining, that the private printers and coiners were mutually 
known to each other. [24 pages. S.P.Dom., Car. II. 402, No. 143.] 


Affidavit by Joseph Newton, clerk of the peace for North- 
umberland and late clerk of the gaol deliveries for the Northern 
Borders.

Francis Bastinck to Williamson. This morning arrived a 
vessel from Ostend bringing over some persons of this town 
that came from Bruges last Monday morning. They report that 
the inhabitants of that place are extraordinary incensed against 
the English, by the instigation, as is supposed of their clergy. 
Last Sunday the procession going about the town, a Dutch 
foot captain was standing in the market place as they were 
coming along. A burgher bade him be uncovered. He answered 
that he knew his time, whereon his hat was taken off his head, 
but he gave the party that took it off a box on the ear. Several 
persons being at hand with staves, which were appointed on 
purpose for that day, and not usual at other times on the like 
occasion, fell on the captain and mortally wounded him, which 
caused immediately an alarm by bells, &c., and put the bloody 
colours on the top of the steeple. They gave out that the English 
had affronted the clergy at the procession and they would not 
leave an Englishman alive. The English were that day ordered 
to be all at their quarters. However, several were in the streets 
which the burghers, as they met them, wounded or killed. Six 
were killed outright, and it was supposed twelve could not live 
24 hours. On the whole about 60 are said to be killed and 
wounded. The burghers were ready at their arms and 
rendezvoused above 6,000 men in a very short time in the market 
place, but a regiment of Hollanders and another of Spanish horse 
drew up by them, where the governor and burgomaster were at 
the head of them and at last pacified the burghers and convinced 
them of their mistake, which, ’tis said, the next day they were 
more sensible of, that they had murdered innocent people, for 
none of the English had any arms and so made no resistance. 
The Colonel of the Dutch or Spanish regiment of horse had his 
horse shot under him in the market place by a burgher, which 
was all the shot that was fired. The mischief done the English 
was with swords and staves, no Dutchman hurt but the captain 
that, “tis said, gave the affront. But it appears that the 
burghers said on Sunday morning (and the procession was not 
till 1 or 2 in the afternoon) that the English would affront them, 
and to that purpose provided men with staves to knock the 
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soldiers down they found in the streets. Lord Castlehaven was 
in the city at that time. The account of this you may have more 
perfect from Ostend, as the winds have been. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 
402, No. 152.] 


Statement that Charles, late Duke of Richmond, having a long 
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before his marriage with the present Duchess assigned his interest 
therein to trustees to lease the same with his consent and out 
of the profits to pay 2,000/. per annum to the Duchess and the 
remainder to the Duke and his executors or legatees.

Eckernforde) 
within the dominions of the said Duke, and belonged to the said 
Tamm and other subjects of the said Duke and was taken by 
Byrne by virtue of a Swedish commission in Dec., 1676, as 
she was sailing to Bordeaux, and was brought into Kinsale, 
where she has remained under an arrest of the Court .of 
Admiralty at the suit of the said Byrne after she was ordered : 
to be discharged by the Earl of Essex. What was chiefly if 
insisted on by Byrne is that, though the Duke of Holstein was 
an ally of the King of Sweden, yet his whole country and 
particularly this town of LEcclenford, to which the ship 
belonged, was before the taking of her actually under the 
power of the King of Denmark, to whom the said Duke's 
subjects had sworn fealty, and that therefore she was well 
taken by him by virtue of a Swedish commission as belonging 
to the King of Denmark’s subjects, and this he endeavoured 
to prove by witnesses and printed papers.

His Majesty is much pressed by the ministers of the Emperor 
and King of Spain to enter into an alliance against France. His 
Majesty has long since pressed M. van Beuninghen to come into 
the same negotiation. He still pretends want of powers and his 
Majesty desires to know the resolution of the States General on 
that point and, if they intend a prosecution of the war, that their 
ambassador may have powers, his Majesty resolving to take 
them with him in all treaties of this nature. 

That Ambassador Hyde have a copy of Mr. Godolphin’s 
narrative, that, upon the foundation of that, he desire to know 
whether the States General are of their opinion as to the peace 
and, if they agree with that narrative, that they make it their desire 
to his Majesty. Of this he is to inform himself of the Pensioner. 

That his Majesty write to the States General to let them know 
how much he has long been and is still pressed by their ambassador 
to enter into an alliance with the Emperor and the King of Spain 
and that, after having assured him he had sent for full powers from 
the States General to enter into the same, at a conference with 
those commissioned by the Emperor, his Majesty and the King of 
Spain, he neither had power to produce, nor would he give assurance 
he should have any. His Majesty desires therefore an answer 
from the States General themselves that he may distinctly know 
their resolution concerning this alliance. (So far in Secretary 
Coventry’s hand.) 

That the King having been long pressed by Ambassador van 
Beuninghen to come into an alliance with the Emperor and 
Spain, the King having appointed commissioners, and they being 
met with the ministers of the Emperor and Spain, the King was 
extremely surprised to find the ambassador without any powers 
to enter on such a treaty, nor that he could so much as say he 
expected any. That the King wonders extremely at it, and 
desires they would forthwith send him the powers necessary to 
conclude this joint alliance, &c., the thing being so very pressing 
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as it is, &c. Add all kindness to the States and the present 
ill state of things, &c. That he has sent troops and all the help 
he can, &c. 

To let Mr. Hyde know the secret (?), that this letter is written on 
purpose to appear hereafter in the world, when things come to be 
looked back, &c., and to draw a letter from them, which may 
justify the King in the measures they shall now put him upon.

It then describes the 
peaceable condition of all things in 1672, before Lord Shaftesbury 
began to offend, and, in the next place, what the offences were, when 
they began, and the tendency and dangerous consequences of 
them as against the author of the Growth of Popery, &c. Lord 
Shaftesbury’s speech of 5 Feb., 1672-3, is quoted to show that the 
Dutch were responsible for the breach of the Triple Alliance and 
the second Dutch war. The proceedings of the two sessions of 
1675 are narrated to show that Lord Shaftesbury’s object was 
by raising questions of privilege to prevent any business bei 
done and so to force a dissolution, and also Lord Shaftesbury’s 
endeavours in 1676-7 to make out that the Parliament was 
dissolved by the long prorogation.

St. Bartholomew's Hospital—Cured, 1,532, many whereof have 
been relieved with moneys and other necessaries at their 
departure, though the greatest part of the revenues of the said 
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hospital was consumed by the late dreadful fire. Buried, 196. 
Remaining under cure, 239. 

St. Thomas’s Hospital—Cured and discharged, 1,670, many 
whereof have been relieved with money and other necessaries 
at their departure, though not only a principal part of their 
revenue was consumed in the general and dreadful conflagration, 
but the best of their remaining revenue was wholly burnt down 
in the great fire in Southwark in May, 1676, wherein also the 
site of the hospital itself was very much damnified, being on fire 
in some parts, though through God’s wonderful mercy, it was 
preserved from total destruction. Buried, 153. Remaining 
under cure, 257. 

Bridewell Hospital_—Received this last year vagrants and other 
indigent and miserable people, many whereof had both clothing 
and such other relief as their necessities required and were sent 
by passes into their native countries, 1,118. Maintained therein 
and brought up in divers arts and trades, 164, notwithstanding 
that the hospital and all the houses in the precinct thereof, 
which was the greater part of its revenue, were wholly consumed 
by the late dreadful fire, besides the great loss since by the fire 
in Wapping. 

Bethlem Hospital—Brought in last year distracted men and 
women, 57. Cured and discharged, 36. Remaining under cure, 
91. The charge whereof is great and the revenue of the 
hospital so small as not to amount to one-third of the yearly 
expenses thereof, and the buildings are old and ruinous and not 
capacious to receive and contain the great numbers of distracted 
men, for whose admission daily applications are made. The 
Lord Mayor and the Corporation lately granted sufficient ground 
whereon to erect a more large and commodious house for keeping 
and curing the said distracted persons, towards building whereof 
the Governors have laid out above 17,0007. whereby not only the 
whole stock of the hospital is expended, but the Governors have 
been necessitated to take up several thousands of pounds for 
finishing the same, for which they pay interest, and therefore the 
said hospital is a very fit object of all good men’s charity.

for passing a grant thereof to himself and his heirs, but no letters

letters patent of 16 June, 1670, granted and confirmed the said

Lady Donegall and the Earl of Longford and his lady are not like 
to summer at Belfast and Hillsborough House is desolate. 
Mr. Hill has taken his heir to the Lord Chancellor, his grand- 
father, and himself intends for England, having discharged his 
servants, 50 of them, but they yet want their wages. Hill Hall 
is also near falling down for want of an inhabitant. 

I suppose this will find you at Ragley, and that you will hear 
from London that Duke Hamilton and several lords, that have 
refused to sign the bond not to conventicle, are gone up to the Court, 
much discontented for being disarmed and by the King’s advocate 
denounced as rebels, and another crime, which the Lord President 
and Council charge upon them, is their departing that kingdom 
without licence from the Council, so that it is likely a great fatality 
and trouble will ensue in that kingdom by their obstinacy and 
severity of proceedings against them. The Committee of the 
Council and the forces are now at Glasgow, where the magistrates 
and at Dumfries and other parts on the coast have submitted, 
and the soldiers have quarters on the refusers. 

Captain Forbes is in my house and, I presume, has got the 
liking of his mistress, and his father presses by his letters for a 
treaty, but I desire his patience and excuse till your coming over, 
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and she promises to keep herself free from any proceeding in the 
matter till you be here, to obey your counsel and mine therein, 
and dispose of her that or any other way. 

Captain Murray has been here and returned this morning to 
Drogheda, where he has 120 men ready to embark for England 
in the yacht which the Lord Lieutenant has lent him for their 
transport. He owes me 20l., which he says is in Mr. Hughes’ 
hands in Paris, and that he would have paid 111.’ of it, as I desired 
by my letter, to Ned’s servant, Bryan Magenis, but that 
Mr. Magenis, that is with the ambassador, claimed it, and 
said he believed it was intended for him that was out 201. for 
my son, of which I heard nothing before, so Capt. Murray promises 
to order the 11/7. to Bryan and pay the 91. in London. 

When you land in Dublin, I hope to be able to wait on you there, 
and it is likely so will Lord Granard about this matter of his son 
and my daughter, and I believe he has hopes of the payment 
of money sooner than mine can be ready, but I believe your credit 
will supply his engagement for payment of his purchase in 
convenient time. I have not had any proposition from him of 
particulars of the estate he will settle or portion he expects, 
nor desire it till your coming, which I pray may be with safety 
and as soon as with conveniency may be. 

Arthur grows every way and, age increasing and the 
infirmities of it, I could wish, if you think fit, that he were 
matched into some good family, where children are virtuously 
and religiously educated, which is of greater regard to me than 
wealth. 

Your groom brought me from Moody a plot of your 
lordship’s great building, which I doubt will be troublesome to you, 
besides the gre&t charge, and will require many years to finish, 
and that the war expected may give a delay and diversion thereto. 
We hear the Duke of Bavaria’s declaration may likely prevent the 
war, which God grant.

upon the hindering all traffic with France, when M. van Beuninghen 
has so long insisted to gain it here and, as he says, by the States’ 
order to assure the King of their entering into the same obligation, 
but pretends now not to have the same power, when there is most 
need of it. We are not able to understand the meaning of this 
at a time when my master is so ready to go into the utmost 
alliances against France which any of the Confederates will come 
to, and to declare the war, whenever those treaties can be per- 
fected, but, if it should proceed out of an over earnest desire of 
a peace, which is said here to be the cause, I am sure it is the 
worst way which can be taken to have one. In short I can assure 
you that the fault will not be on our part, if the war against 
France be not pursued to the utmost and nothing has hindered 
it hitherto, nor can yet so much as suffering ourselves to be still 
deluded by France with daily expectations of a peace, and, if that 
expectation could be driven out of the people’s minds in your 
country, it would quickly be taken out of ours by the effects 
that. would soon follow. We have received in print the pro- 
positions for a peace made by the French at Nimeguen, which 
I am glad of, both for the illness of them, which I hope can be 
liked by riobody, and for the falseness of that part which concerns 
my Master about Sweden, and which has so exasperated him, 
that he is resolved to let the world know the falseness of it. 

Mr. Godolphin will acquaint you at large what resolutions are 
taken here with the ministers of the Emperor and Spain, in case 
the States will not come up to what we all desire jointly, and 
which ought to be a secret as well to your Highness as the States 
but that we are so well assured of your being of our mind and 
not theirs in the matter of supporting the war, and therefore in 
my opinion one principal thing to be done by you, who have so 
absolute power upon the Pensioner, is to get the thoughts of peace 
out of his mind, so as to make him employ his time in the States 
to encourage them to the war and to let them see that it can be 
by war only that a tolerable peace is to be hoped for. The want 
of M. van Beuninghen being sufficiently informed has occasioned 
an adjournment of the Parliament to the 29th instant, and above 
all I must confess I lament the condition both of my Master and 
your Highness, who have more difficulty to save your friends 
than you would have to beat your enemies, if our Parliament and 
your States would do what they ought for the preservation both 
of themselves and the rest of Christendom, whereas on the contrary 
I verily believe they contribute more to the service of the French 
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King and to his successes than the best army he has could do. 
However, as the case is, the best I can hope will depend on a clear 
and good answer from Holland as to their conjunction in this 
Quadruple League, and I doubt not your Highness will put your 
utmost help to it.

“A Letter from Amsterdam to a friend in England,” London, 
printed for G. H. 

The King of France had intelligence that some of those in England, 
that last year were for war against him, now cry itdown. Charging 
of pistols by a French hand may sometimes do more than all their 
cannon. The Court, were reviled as being against the war and as 
pensioners of France; now the Court ministers retort the like 
on you and your friends. Verily say the Dutch, yours is either 
the Floating Island or founded on quicksilver, and this part of the 
continent too, being a quake mire, is moveable too, though not 
so quick. ‘ 

I advise to divide the courtiers and to use the envy of some 
of them against their fellows, then put them like pellets to drive 
out one another. By round charges endeavour a remove of the 
ministers in possession, ’tis the ready way to come at the master. 
Strafford’s business was thought the ready road to sweetening 
and quiet, but yielding in one point made way to ask for all and 
the multitude to believe all were guilty as well as one. Tell his 
Majesty he is just and good, but counsels are ill or weak, no matter 
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which. Promote his necessities, then work on them and tell 
him only new friends can remedy them.

‘em for the King’s service. If he cannot be impeached in Scotland, 
you may do it at Westminster. The pitcher has two ears; if 
you cannot lay hold on one side, take him by the other and dash 
him to the ground. Remember his name is not only Lauderdale 
but Guilford. Write on still; I am sorry we have lost the prime 
pen, therefore make sure of Andrew [Marvell]. He’s a shrewd 
man against Popery, though, for his religion, you may place 
him as Pasquin placed Henry VIII betwixt Moses, the Messiah 
and Mahomet, with the motto, Quo me vertam, nescio. ’*Tis well 
he is now transposed into politics, they say he had much ado to 
live on poetry. 

Blacken the whole undertaking ; say in this marching army 
is couched a standing one. Rant roundly at adjournments ; 
say neutrality is better now when we are armed than it was when 
we were not. 

Say all you can to spoil this meeting [of Parliament] also ; then 
follows No money. Urge that point long and loud, it may force 
the Court to do that for supply, which we may have reason to 
rail at afterwards and rouse men with a witness. 

Gather the Quakers and Fanatics under the wing, and allow 
them now for Protestants, for all the Act of Uniformity; be kind 
and give ’em a little opium; so they may forget the tyranny 
of their elder brother, and be all one again ; then the new cause 
may prove as good as the old one. 
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If you will hatch somewhat like a Remonstrance, I like it 
well; go back to ’41. There’s your perpetual ‘pattern, matter 
enough to deal with any king in Europe. But do not call it 
Remonstrance, a new name will do better to cover the purpose.

As to news and town talk, it is so 
much, so various and uncertain that even our chiefest mercurial - 
friends are at an end of their wits, because they say the great 
arcanums are kept from them as believing they are concealed 
in the breasts of very few grand ones. One while it goes for 
current that the Dutch have confirmed the alliances expected, 
and at the same time some that come from thence say, as I am 
told, that they are negotiating with France and for two days past 
it passed for truth, (but now seems doubtful) that they had clapped 
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up or were very near it a conclusion with the French and offered 
the terms to their confederates, and a deal of this sort is 
discoursed. Of the particulars I doubt not you know more 
than I. They say also that the Dutch are doubtful of the new 
raised army, &c. 

A great deal of such, as the former, is talked on of the Scottish 
affairs, that Lord Cassilis with much difficulty was heard and 
that he signed a paper which was sent down before him, that 
other Scottish lords have with difficulty had audience and that 
they were told in answer to their complaints that the Duke of 
Lauderdale had orders for what was done, but I cannot hear of 
much more as yet, only they report that the Duke is fearful 
of his guards and keeps much in the Castle and that but three 
regiments are now in arms there and that more Scottish gentry 
are coming up and two of them bishops and that divers of the 
Council there decline some late proceedings and that Lord Perth 
gave the Duke many high hard words to his face calling him 
names, as they say in the West of England, as great loggerhead, 
false loon and much more, which I may tell you when I see you, 
and indeed many of our friends are doubtful what will be the 
effect of these things.

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“ The draining of Lindsey Level justified against the aspersions 
of their adversaries, called forth by a scandalous paper lately 
delivered to many members of the House by some who shame 
to put their names to it.”” They said the drainers were parties 
and judges, though by the dates of the three purchasers’ deeds, 
whom they accuse of being justices and judges, it appears they 
became adventurers long after the Earl’s contract with the country 
and at the same rate of 40s. an acre, which the Earl offered to all 
that should come in. But these three only thought the lands 
worth so much at that time, and now by this rule of the opposers 
no member can purchase any lands sold by any Act, but he may 
be called a party and judge. As to the other parties and judges, 
Sir Robert Killigrew died before the contract, Sir William 
Killigrew never acted till after the contract and works were done, 
Sir Robert Long, on behalf of the Earl of Lindsey, treated with 
the commissioners to make the contract. Consider how 
improbable it is that Sir R. Long could overrule 217 commis- 
sioners, many of them lords and owners of the fens in question. 
If any of the 217 commissioners had thought these fens did 
not need draining, that they or their tenants would be prejudiced 
or had not approved of the Earl as undertaker, they would in 
three years public treaty have opposed it, but the Earl was invited 
to the undertaking by many eminent men of the country. Sir 
John Monson said at the bar of the House all that can be said 
about the contract with the Earl, that he alone opposed the Earl’s 
demand of 30,000 acres for his recompense, because he thought it 
was too much for both the levels, though he thought the lands might 
be much improved by draining, but, when the commissioners 
offered 24,000, he complied with them and then the Earl accepted 
thereof, no man dissenting, and all rejoicing and complimenting 
the Earl home to his lodging. Now they say these fens never 
did nor now need to be drained, unless they themselves be made 
the drainers, as though, if they should become the drainers, 
all the adjacent countries would flow with milk and honey, but, if 
the drainers hold their lands, all the neighbour countries’ price 
of corn will fall and their rents be lowered. Such are the dis- 
courses to persuade men to oppose the drainers, though they 
know these fens are fittest for flax and hemp to furnish our ships 
with our own manufactures. It is above 40 years since the contract 
with the Earl and the drainers’ counsel and witnesses are now 
dead and therefore it is not in their power to prove all things 
as they formerly did. This bill, since the restoration, has passed 
the House of Lords and was sent down to this House, where all 
the countries’ clamours were heard and so fully answered that 
this House laid aside the bill of Sir Charles Hussey and the Lords 
and owners joined with him and proceeded on this very bill and 
passed every paragraph of it, only postponed the judicature, 
which could not be perfected before that session ended. 

It is conceived the House will look on the ancient records of 
the country and the decrees of Sewers as undoubted evidence 
to prove that these fens were hurtfully surrounded before the 
Earl’s undertaking, as the witnesses also testify, and the decree 
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of adjudication proves the works were perfectly done. The 
countries’ consent clearly appears by the decrees made in public 
and in three years spent in that treaty and contract, and so many 
more in all the work doing and in the adjudication and possession. 
They cannot prove that any one person dissented in so many years’ 
agitation in the face of the country, who received all the drainers’ 
money for making their works, building their houses, planting, 
sowing and reaping their harvests. 

But, after the work was done, and those ill lands became 
good by draining, then envy and malice in some rich men, who 
used to eat out the puor commoners by their great stocks, begot 
the riot, while the cause was hearing before this House, which 
crime weighs down all their pretended clamours. The opposers 
also throw dirt at their own relations and all the eminent gentry 
of that country who were commissioners, many of them lords and 
owners of those fens, and make them appear very weak men 
that would suffer Sir R. Long to mislead the commissioners in 
making all the Earl’s decrees, as they now pretend, to the harm 
of their own country. The fair show of referring this cause to the 
judges is certain ruin to the drainers, who understand well why 
their adversaries decline the judgment of this House, which the 
drainers will stand or fall by as the only power that can control 
their decrees by a law of 23 Hen. VIII. All their clamours for 
their suits at law and against messengers and Orders in Council, 
which they pretend forced the country to yield to the draining, 
show by their dates they were all after the contract and after 
the work was done, and the Earl in possession and they were 
only to punish petty riots, which the country juries would not 
find against their brethren, though clearly proved, nor do these 
clamours reflect on the undertakers, who have several times fully 
answered them at the bar of this House, and are now ready to 
justify that what was done in this at his late Majesty’s Council 
was, in the opinion of the greatest lawyers of that age, just and 
fit to be done. 

They deny the Earl’s being in possession of 14,000 acres, on 
which houses were built and two years’ crops quietly reaped 
and the third crop destroyed by the riot, and leases of that land 
let for many years at a mark the acre, and yet they say this was 
no possession, because some private disputes happened among 
themselves on the division of their own commons, which the 
drainers could not prevent. The drainers desire that all their 
complaints against their proceedings by Council table orders 
or otherwise may, with that great riot, be referred to the judicature 
in the bill. 

It is also very apparent that those who call themselves the 
country have no just complaints against the drainers, for they 
have for many years and still do delay the day of hearing, well 
knowing how much they have scandalized the drainers, and their 
draining, besides pulling down their houses and destroying their 
works by that unparalleled riot, while the cause was hearing in 
this House. A higher contempt no age can show nor a greater 
breach of privilege in contempt of the Speaker’s letter writ by 
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order of the House, and it was proved at this bar by Sir William 
Cony, one of the justices, in whose sight Sir W. Killigrew’s great 
house was pulled down, while the Speaker’s letter was reading to 
the rioters. . 

They also talk of losing their property and exclaim against the 
drainers for irregular proceedings, while they overthrow the 
foundation of all laws and all property by a riot, which they 
excuse in their late paper, and they have now kept possession 
of the drainers’ lands near 40 years by virtue of that riot. If 
this House shall make those loud talkers restore the drainers to 
the possession they were in, they will justify all their proceedings 
and their title by the decrees of Sewers to be as good a right as 
any man holds his estate by, but, if it were possible that club 
law be allowed and justified in this House, and the drainers be 
ruined by it, who have done so eminent a good to the nation, 
which no former endeavours of that country could effect, what 
evils may not so insolent a precedent produce hereafter ? 

The drainers are ready to make oath that they never consented 
with any man to put out or put in any one Commissioner of Sewers, 
and desire their opposers will take the like oath, and pray that 
this House will not suffer their just right to be cried down by 
the clamour of those, who hope to throw out the drainers after 
80,000/. expended, that they themselves may become the 
drainers, after the whole work has been done at the drainers’ 
cost. The drainers therefore appeal to the justice of this House 
to be settled by an Act according to their contract with the 
Commissioners of Sewers made in the presence of many thousands 
of commoners, no commissioner nor any man then dissenting 
nor in many years after. 

Besides all this their adversaries abuse men with six great 
clamours against the drainers as matters of fact, which look like 
truths, but which themselves know are far otherwise. 

1, They have said the Earl’s contract was to drain both levels, 
the first from Bourne to Kyme Ea, the second from Kyme up to 
Lincoln, which is true, but they forget to say that the riot was 
committed when the drainers were in the late King’s service, 
which riot destroyed all their works made for the first level. This 
House ordered to leave that second level out of the bill, that the 
country might drain themselves as they desired in April, 1662, 
but they have not to this day done anything towards it. 

2. That the Earl’s works were not perfected at the time of the 
adjudication, but they know as much was then perfected as 
was of use for the first level, and the other part of that great 
river was not to be bottomed till two years after the first 
adjudication and that the Lincoln Level waters were to be brought 
into that river, which is their own work now to do. 

3. That the Earl has taken more land than his due. If so, 
five foot shall be restored for every foot so taken, so that they 
will pay for measuring it, if they be wrong. 

4. That the Earl has taken their best land and left the worst 
to the country, but the drainers have formerly offered and now 
consent to exchange their lands for so much of the commons 
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on either or both sides of the level lying together, but this was 
then refused and they dare not now accept of what they 
clamour for. 

5. That the Earl’s works have intercepted their ancient drains, 
which formerly drained the fens in question, but we have proved 
that those intercepted small drains were only to bring the waters 
from the high country into the fens and really drowned, not 
drained, those fens, all which waters the Earl’s river intercepted 
from coming at all into the fens by carrying them directly into 
the sea, and there is no other way to drain those fens. 

6. They talk much of a jury who found those fens were not 
hurtfully surrounded, but this is point blank against all the 
ancient records of their own country, who, for 200 years, have 
endeavoured to drain them, for which some years since Sir Charles 
Hussey put in a bill to this House jointly with the lords and 
owners to become drainers, which contradicts that jury and 
shows these fens need to be drained, and also how unfit it is to 
rely on such petty juries, when, by the laws of Sewers, the 
commissioners are empowered to make views on such great 
occasions and the commissioners, who taxed these fens, made 
their views in boats throughout the whole level, which shows 
they needed to be drained. 

The Earl’s decrees of Sewers being ratified in Chancery by the 
royal assent are uncontrollable but in parliament, and nothing 
but an Act of Parliament can divest parliament of that undoubted 
right, which the drainers will never consent to, because it is their 
right also to be judged in parliament. 

If these clamours be fully considered, they do not concern the 
foundation of the draining or the drainers’ right, because they 
were on subsequent disputes after the works done, for the decrees 
and testimonies clearly prove these three main things. 1. That 
these fens were hurtfully surrounded with waters before the 
Earl’s undertaking. 2. That the country invited, encouraged 
and unanimously consented to his undertaking. 3. That the 
works were performed according to his contract, by which decrees 
as an undoubted title the drainers claim their right to the 
14,000 acres in their bill and desire that after so many hearings 
they may be restored and settled by an Act of this Parliament. 
With postscript in answer to the Earl of Exeter’s claim for his 
Brouage in these fens. Signed “ William Killigrew, Henry 
Heron.” [Printed paper. Two copies, one with pencil notes by 
Williamson, apparently of a debate. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 403,

in the Mediterranean and the Channel.

At 
land he offers by Godolphin and Churchill, April, 1678, 20,000 men 
in Flanders and 20 guns and that the States keep 35,000 men 
there and artillery proportionable.

Henry Flory to Williamson. . On the desire and in the absence 
of Mr. Thorold I give an account of what I hear by a merchant 
of this place lately resident at Morlaix, which he left last Saturday. 
Great preparations are made and making to secure the coast of 
Brittany, to which end the Duc de Chaulnes, the Governor, is 
and has been some time at St. Malo, and that place and all the 
adjacent little islands are strongly fortified, and store of cannon 
placed to secure their harbour. About 50 ships, great and small, 
only attend orders to go out as privateers, which will terribly 
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infest the Channel. There are now and have been for near three 
weeks about 2,000 men working at Brest to repair the old and 
make new fortifications. Several small ships are, some fitting 
and others ready for privateers, and, ’tis said, command is given 
that all their many ships from the Mediterranean shall come 
to Brest and they are accordingly expected, and the French 
King has offered to any undertakers, that will victual and man 
any of his ships, to have them on condition of having one third of 
the purchase they shall make. 

M. de Verdun, the lieut.-governor, was now at Morlaix, passing 
along to view and fortify the coasts, to which end 12,000 Norman 
soldiers were expected. The English factory this day sennight 
waited on the said lord, to know if he had any order to send them 
away, as it seems was reported; but he replied he should not 
know the King’s pleasure till 5-15 May, at or before which time 
he purposes again to take the field, and it is generally reported - 
there that they offer the Dutch great terms and that they have 
or will close with them. Belle Isle and the Isle of Groix are also 
fortified and store of ammunition and guns is sent to other places 
along the coast. Since the late prohibition of lockroms made in 
those parts, the peasants and commonalty, not finding their 
accustomed vend, already murmur and threaten those of the 
best quality and they will, in all probability, make some disturbance 
in time. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 403, No. 151.]

Last Monday came in here the 
St. Anne of Ostend, a privateer, bound to cruise, and on Tuesday 
came in the Concord of Newcastle from Maryland, laden with 
tobacco, bound home. The master left those parts in a very 
good condition.

Thomas Holden to Williamson. Last week came into Penzance 
the Mayflower of Falmouth in ten days from Rochelle. The 
master reports there was no prohibition yet on English commodities 
and that coals were at a very high rate, and that the captain of the 
Potash (? patache), being his friend, told him he had orders to stop 
all English vessels and therefore wished him to put to sea, which he 
did, though the wind was contrary. He left several vessels 
behind, which, he believes, are stopped. The 30th came in the 
Concord of Newcastle in six weeks from Maryland with tobacco, 
bound for London. They report they had an indifferent crop 
and that the Indians are up in arms and have cut off several 
families up in the country. To-day the wind coming N.W. two 
or three ships, that have lain here some time on the embargo, are 
gone out, bound for France, though the talk is so much of a present 
war. The ships bound home are put to sea likewise. [Jbid. 
No. 156.]

Ivey says he paid well for it, and wished I had had 
the money; so do I. However, the Court lies under the scandal of 
doing anything for money. 

I say not this with reflection, but beg that for the future no such 
pardon may pass till I have notice, to show cause to the contrary. 
I know there is malice enough in the world, to take notice of 
lesser matters than wool-stealing, and those glad enough to 
take hold of anything. 

The officers of the Customs at London know all our proceedings 
and Ivey’s, for they send us certificates and we return such papers 
as are necessary, that is, copies of informations and false certifi- 
cates. Among the rest they had Ivey’s information long before 
the pardon came over. 

I beg pardon for giving you this trouble, when you have many 
greater on you. God deliver our master and all you near him 
well out of them. We are all quiet here. The Duke has been 
these ten days at Kilkenny, but is expected to-morrow. If you

I give you this account that 
you may suit your journey according to your inclinations to haste 
or delay it. Our troops are to attend his Grace, I suppose, till 
he return out of Ulster. There is no certainty yet which way 
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he comes or whether he will see Carrickfergus or not, but ’tis 
supposed he will not, having been there formerly, but will see 
most of this province and return by Inniskillen. 

Lord Granard writes he is to attend his Grace in this journey 
and, I know, will be importunate to wind up the matter here, 
yet he has not sent me any particular of his estate, only in general 
that it was 1,7001. per annum. Though I very much rely on 
his honour and truth, yet in these cases more certain and 
particular demonstration is requisite, so that I think not fit to 
proceed hastily and that the first intended portion is as much as 
will be expected or can be suited with jointure, &c.

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He is to endeavour to provide a credit at Bruges that may 
supply the soldiers with subsistence and the officers with necessary 
money in case of a siege or intercourse being stopped between 
Bruges and Ostend.

We have been all together to-day, at a great christening feast of 
Thomas Smith’s son, Lieutenant Smith’s second son’s child, where 
your health was drunk to by all the company; the Bishop and 
his lady, our sheriff and his wife and many more, my sister

In the confusion that now the world seems hurried 
in, many are at an end of their wits. Some days it passes for 
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current that the Dutch have complied with the French, but 
yesterday came letters to a Dutch agent (I think they call him 
Oldendauge, he lives, as I am told, in Leadenhall Street), and he 
reports that now the Dutch are firmly resolved to adhere to 
the Confederates and to quit the French proffers, and that the 
Confederates promise they shall be at little charge for the future, 
and that the Dutch offer the business to the consideration of the 
Parl{iament] and are about also to prohibit French commodities.

At my 
lodging. I writ these heads of a consultation while the Treasurer 
was writing something what the King might answer the French 
ambassador. What that was he did not show me. 

Proposed that the King should at present promise the King of 
France :— 

1. That he will for himself admit of the propositions of 
Nimeguen. 

2. That he will bring the States likewise to accept of them. 

3. That he will use his offices towards the rest of the Confederates 
to bring them to acquiesce in them. 

4. That, in case he cannot prevail with the States and the 
allies, he himself at least will remain neuter, &c., not assist, &c. 

Query, whether the King can enter into such a promise, or into 
how much of it he may safely and reasonably enter at this 
time ? 

Consider. 1. That the King, having so expressly refused to the 
Dutch ambassadors again and again to accept of the conditions, 
and continued solemnly to summon them to proceed in their 
treaty and say what they can furnish towards the war, in order 
to- his laying that part of the thing before the Parliament for 
their advice, &c., till he receive an answer from Holland as to 
that matter, cannot fairly change his mind, so solemnly declared 
to the Dutch ministers, by accepting the conditions, and therefore 
Holland must first answer that absolutely they will make the 
peace on these conditions, even without the King, or that they 
cannot comply with the three points sent from hence, before 
the King can fairly change his mind and accept of the conditions. 

2. That the King, being engaged in a treaty with Holland to 
obtain better conditions, can never justly engage himself to force 
Holland to accept of worse, nor can he fairly promise to accept 
of them himself, till Holland have first refused his last offer in 
the three points and declare it will still persist to accept of 
the conditions. 

3. That the whole matter of the peace or the war being by his 
Majesty so solemnly referred to the Parliament to advise in with 
a promise on his part to follow their advice and that of the Lords’ 
House at least being deferred till a certain answer come from 
Holland as to the 3 points, how can the King at present, before 
the answer be come and the Lords have formed an advice upon 
it, resolve anything in the matter or say whether he will or not 
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accept of the conditions offered, since by his promise he is to do 
it or not as the Parliament shall advise him, &c. 

Therefore it seems :—1l. That till the answer from Holland 
be arrived, and that communicated to the House of Lords at 
least for their advice, it cannot be fit for the King to make any 
such promise to the King of France. 

2. The answer from Holland will either be :—1. That they 
totally reject the conditions, and then the King cannot accept 
them. 2. That they would willingly accept the conditions 
themselves, but that they will continue in the war on such and 
such quotas, &c., and in that case, before the King can accept 
of the conditions, he must have the Lords’ advice, &c. 3. Or 
that absolutely they will accept of the conditions so as to make 
the peace upon them for themselves, and try to get the best they 
can for their allies, and in that case only it should seem the King 
is ‘at liberty fairly to proceed likewise for himself by negotiating 
in the interval of the Parliament to hinder the separate peace of 
Holland being wholly made, if possible, till the Parliament can 
meet and advise, &c., or, if that cannot be withstood so long, 
then to do the best he can for himself, the Hollanders and the 
allies, taking good witness in every step that he did not in anything 
contribute to it, nay, that he did as far as was possible for him to 
hinder it.

that the generality of the people as well as some of the chief men 
amongst the States are very much for a peace, or else those 
steps would not have been made that have been by them, and, 
that being so, I would not have anything of that kind to be done 
in your absence and, since you see there is no possibility of carrying 
on the war as things now stand, in my opinion you ought not 
to appear against peace, but ought to go along with the inclinations 
of the people and not lose your interest with them by opposing 
the peace, which will be whether you will or no, for as to Spain 
you know as well as I the miserable condition they are in, and 
as to us here, you see how little is to be expected from hence 
by what passed the other day in the last sessions, so that his 
Majesty was forced to prorogue them, and now they are to meet 
again on Thursday and I fear they will be very disorderly and 
that it will be all we can do to keep things quiet here at home, 
for now the ill men in the House strike directly at the King’s 
authority and, should we have been engaged in a war now, they 
would have so imposed upon the King as to leave him nothing 
but the empty name of a King and no more power than a Duke of 
Venice, and how long they would have let him have that name 
the Lord knows. I am sure it would not have been long. I say 
this to you to let you see how necessary peace is, and how 
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impossible it is for you to carry on the war. You see his Majesty 
was very willing to have entered into the war and did his part 
towards it, and has now actually ready all his land forces, and 
by the end of this month or the beginning of the next, will have 
90 ships at sea, but you see the Parliament, I should say the 
House of Commons, in five months’ time have done nothing 
towards it, but given the Poll bill, which may be worth 300,000/. 
once paid, and taken away so much a year and, instead of giving 
any further supply, have done nothing but fallen upon ministers 
and declared they would give no more money till they had 
satisfaction in matters of religion. What effects such proceedings 
have had where you are, you know best, and how they will end 
nobody knows. I could not help saying all this to you to inform 
you how things are here, and you may take your measures 
accordingly and not run on in measures that may be very 
prejudicial to our family and, as things now are, the continuance 
of the war would, in my opinion, both ruin you in Holland and us 
here. You see I speak my mind very freely to you. I am obliged 
to do it out of the kindness and concern I have for you.

Others own the fact and speak out that they will lose their lives 
rather than be examined by a proctor, so that, if we cannot have 
some countenance, the whole discipline of the place is lost, and the 
education here will be with greatest hazard of any in the world. I 
suppose this is not a small reason for our petition to be heard 
upon the rule of Court, before the delay that must be the effect 
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of a prohibition, for that, requiring another term, must lengthen 
these quarrels, which we cannot prevent the growing of, whilst 
the city brag not only of victory, but of more encouragement 
than the merits of their cause. They have at this time great 
advantage by the soldiers that fill the University, whom they 
make use of to break our discipline. In my absence the Mayor 
has quartered most of them on the privileged persons, and one 
of the scholars has suffered deeply, for upon very small or no provo- 
cation, as far as I can find, the scholar was first cudgelled, and then 
stabbed in the thigh. I am sensible how hard a task it will be to 
moderate between the red and black coats, when there shall be a 
- third party still fomenting the differences. I do what I can to oblige 
the commanders to assist us, and to require the scholars to abstain 
from mixing with the militia, but I am fearful I shall not be 
long free from a worse account. I am told that Oxford has been 
ever free from quartering of soldiers, except when the King was 
in it, and our good prince has as great kindness for us as any, 
but I am not acquainted whether it be fit, or where to petition 
for the renewal of that favour. If I may preserve peace here, 
it is all I can hope for, and any directions for it I shall not swerve 
from.

and 7 Hollanders, who reported that on the 12th she had left 
Sir William Poole in the Leopard with the Guernsey and Alg:2rine 
prize and about 72 convoys in latitude 40°, which fleet passed 
to the eastwards yesterday morning, the wind 8.E. This 
morning and last evening passed before this place another fleet 
to the east, which we suppose to be the rest of our Straits’ fleet.

It consists of above 2,000 several volumes all exactly marked 
and numbered. 

The method observed is time and such exact care has been 
taken that the very day is written on most of them that they 
came out. 

The catalogue fairly written contains 12 volumes in folio, and, 
though the number is so great, yet, when they stand according to 
their numbers marked on them, anything asked for by the cata-. 
logue may be instantly found. 

Amongst them are near 100 pieces never printed, most of them 
on the King’s side, which no man ventured to publish. 

This collection was so privately carried on, that it was not 
known there was any such design on hand, the collector intending 
them only for his then Majesty’s use. His Majesty having 
occasion to use one pamphlet could nowhere obtain it but from 
him, which his Majesty having seen was very satisfied with it 
and commanded a person of honour to restore it safely, which 
was performed with his Majesty’s charge that it should be done 
with his own hands and that he was very well pleased with the 
design and expressed an earnest desire to have it continued, 
which was a great encouragement to the undertaker, otherwise 
he thought he should never have gone through so difficult a 
work, which he found very chargeable and heavy both to himself 
and servants for 20 years. 

To prevent the discovery of them, when the army was north- 
ward, he packed them up in trunks and by one or two a week 
sent them to a trusty friend in Surrey, who safely preserved 
them. When the Army was westward and fearing their return 
that way, he took them back again, but durst not keep them by 
him, the danger was so great, but sent them into Essex, and 
when the army ranged that way to Triplow Heath, he sent them 
back from thence and, thinking them not safe anywhere in 
England, took a resolution of sending them for Holland. . On 
second thoughts he durst not venture them at sea, but placed 
them in his warehouse in form of tables round the room, covered 
with canvas, continuing still without intermission the collecting, 
though he -was seven weeks a close prisoner in Whitehall, till 
the restoration. All these hard shifts he has been put to to 
preserve them for future ages, which will scarce believe such 
horrid villainies were ever. committed in any Christian government.

A courier 
also was sent yesterday to ‘the ambassader at Paris to know 
the truth ont and to expostulate the matter, if so, and this day 
in the House of Lords we have lengthened the time for the dis- 
banding of the new raised troops and I hope the House of Commons 
will agree to that alteration.

Sir G. Rawdon to Viscount Conway. No news from or of 
you has reached us these last three posts. We were alarmed 
when I wrote last that the Lord Lieutenant would set out on 
Midsummer day and be at Charlemont the next or the second 
night after. This Lord Granard and others wrote to me and the 
troops here to be in readiness to attend his Grace, so I made 
ready such furniture as would lodge three or four and table fur- 
niture to send on certain notice of the time. Two or three nights, I 
suppose, would be all his stay there, and then, it was said, he 
would go on to Londonderry. Now we hear, till the bills preparing 
to be transmitted for a parliament be sent over, he will not stir 
out of Dublin. Others are of opinion: he will not come this 
way at all this year. We expect your cornet and Mr. Farewell 
will be here from Dublin this Saturday night. 
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It is very hot weather these last two days and on Thursday 
morning were such thunders and violent rain for two hours that 
none remember the like. There was a sad accident last week. 
Mulleneux of your troop ran Jo. Haddock through the body 
with his rapier, and there was neither drink, malice or anger 
in the case. If Mr. Brooks perfect the cure, as is hoped, his 
skill will be wondered at. I have quickened our whole province 
in the repair of the highways on this report of the Lord Lieutenant’s 
progress. If it hold, I think he will visit Portmore in his return 
from Derry. I provide for none at Charlemont, but to lodge his 
lordship, Lord Granard, Sir James Cuffe and myself. By Monday’s 
packet Mr. Mildmay received two of your bills amounting to 5551. 
and there is as much more ready here in cash. Mr. McCartney 
showed him a letter from Mr. Harrison, who is offended with 
you, which he thinks was occasioned by Mr. Price’s breaking, 
which has caused some mistake. From London to pay bills 
here at a month’s sight is 91. per cent, on short sight 8/. and to 
get bills here and pay at London 7/. current. Our merchants 
buy not any butter yet. There was but one hawk and a rotten 
egg in the eyrie in Letrim. It is a very fair goshawk, and your 
tenant, Capt. Henry McToole O’Neill is very careful of her. 
All the fruit generally in this part is blasted and fails. 

Your cornet is now with me, but has no certainty of his Grace’s 
progress. He has seen a letter of yours to Lord Granard, that 
seems to persuade them you are gone back to London. Lord 
Granard has now sent a particular of his estate and proposals 
by the cornet.

I was told they reported here 
that the peace was finally concluded betwixt the French, 
Spaniards and Hollanders. It is said the last are to have 
Maestricht restored to them. 

Yester-evening, the wind northerly, arrived another packet- 
boat which came from the Brill about 4 last Sunday afternoon. 
It brought over Mr. Godolphin and I think the master told me 
his brother also. I could not learn the least news nor the occasion 
of their haste. They took horse for Whitehall presently after 
their landing. 

There is a rumour here spread, I believe, by some other of the

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been done, and that this cessation was yielded to by the French 
King only to gain time. What grounds they have, I cannot tell ; 
the truth will be manifest in a short time, but the Hollanders 
generally doubt not it will be a peace.

Matthew Mackaile to Sir John Frederick. Yesterday the 
Duke of Hamilton came hither, attended with some 250 horse and 
12 coaches. A little after his entry to his division of his Majesty’s 
palace, which is divided from the Duke of Lauderdale’s division 
only by a stone wall, he, attended by the Earls of Perth, 
Queensberry, Southesk and a few more went to salute his Majesty’s 
Commissioner, who passed some small discourse anent highways, 
good weather and the English bishops, and so they parted. 

This forenoon Duke Hamilton was saluted by the Archbishop of 
St. Andrews and the Bishops of Edinburgh and Galloway, who 
in the presence of a great number of the nobility then visiting 
the Duke began their entreaties that he would favour and 
countenance the present concerns of the kingdom and specially 
would be assisting in the subsidy, which his Majesty inclined 
should be raised, and a great deal more words to this purpose. 

The Duke replied, that he knew very well the condition of 
the kingdom could not well bear it, and that there was a mistake 
in the writ issued for this Convention, the indiction being always 
upon 40 days and this upon 26, and besides it was made when a 
great part of the nobility were out of the kingdom and many pre- 
limitations were used at the elections and the lieges menaced and 
frighted by the bond and lawborroughs, which he doubted not 
the Convention would take into consideration themselves. The 
bishop offered a reply, but, the comp{amy] not making it very 
acceptable, it went over and so they parted. 

It were too great wisdom in me to know what to-morrow will 
produce at 4 in the afternoon, there is here such an absolute 
calm on both sides. 

It is generally believed the Court will carry the day, but 
latet anguis in herba, the others have not quit hopes nor heart 
neither. I am not able to give my opinion in the matter, I 
apprehend the contingency to be so great. Promises will prevail 
with some of the nobility and some of the burghs, which, it may 
be, will never be performed, so a real good is lost many times 
for an imaginary one. 

It is said forces must be levied here; I know not, I cannot 
judge of things, but methinks the charge will outgo the profit, 
and in truth many say there is no need of it. The kingdom is 
truly poor and many poor in it and myself one of them. It’s 
said 20 months’ cess is designed, which will amount to 120,000. 
sterling, 6,0001. per mensem, which will go but small way to 
pay an army and gratify Court dependents, and discharge the 
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cost of a High Commissioner at 701. sterling per diem, payable 
from the date of the commission till he shall return to London 
and see his Majesty’s face, as it bears in the body of it, but who 
may say to princes: What doest thou? I shall not neglect 
to send advice of what passes. I almost wonder anything from 
my hand can be acceptable to you, being in arrear as much 
against my own inclination as your wishes.—Further promises 
to pay if allowed time.

them swallow and digest their greatest grievance, the bond, 
and concludes that paragraph with saying some of the Scots 
complainants were to lose their heads at their return and Duke 
Hamilton his. All this I read in Coleman’s public paper. 

Luxemburg was to have been betrayed to the French. Some 
priests and Jesuits, that were conspirators, were closed ‘up in a 
vault. Their undermining art would now stand them in stead. 
A colonel had quicker work and was soon made headless. 
The same foreign letters speak of the Swedes making a sally from 
Landscron and surprising Helsingberg and making an absolute 
devastation there. The treaters differ. France will still keep 
Nancy in Lorraine’s dominions and restore the rest to be held 
under vassalage. He scorns the conditions and the wide-mouthed 
guns are to roar out his discontents. Brandenburg has likewise 
taken offence at some proposals and Schomberg and he were 
very near a sharp dispute about it. 

Our Churchmen do not interpret what they mean by that 
daily Litany “‘Give peace in our time, O Lord,” so I leave them 
to their explanation and do value a humble-spirited peasant 
before the most dignified prelates, whose learning is a mere 
ostentation of knowledge, not a law of life, and serves only to 
mend their purses, not their minds. By this I only introduce 
my opinion, that the bishops intend to be militant and take truce 
with their peaceable prayers ; God bless poor Protestant Dissenters, 
the Romish are safe in relying upon merit. 

Mr. Wentworth, a Yorkshire gentleman, has been the occasion 
of turning Reresby and Swale out of the House and now endeavours 
to get himself chosen at Aldborough. Trfeasurer] mightily 
opposes him and has sent one Christian, his agent, to corrupt 
their votes. Sir G. Hungerford moved that this Christian might 
receive condign punishment for being employed by the Tr[{easurer] 
to spend the public money in poisoning corporations. Tr[easurer] 
threatens a dreadful revenge for this affront. 

Yesterday the House was resolved into a Grand Committee 
and agreed 200,000/. of the 414,000/. should be laid on new 
foundations. To-day the House made that void and took up 
much time in raising the money by a retrospect on the poll bill 
and then subsidy and then land-tax were discoursed of. To- 
morrow will determine which they will choose. 

They would not seem to allow the Lords to make an amendment 
in a money bill, so they have contrived this expedient, to make 
the bill de novo and so allow 30 days more for disbanding the 
army.

A little after 4 in the afternoon the Commissioner, seated on 
the throne, delivered his commission to the Lord Chancellor and 
craved it might be read, which was done by the Lord Register, 
being long and in Latin, bearing his Grace’s long sufferings and 
great services &c. and, when it was read, it was relivered to the 
Chancellor and by him to the Commissioner. Prayers were 
said and the oath of allegiance read and sworn. The Declaration 
read and offered to be signed. Duke Hamilton interrupts and 
craved the sense of the House, whether the signing the Declaration 
would infer that all who signed it were members without further 
debate anent the regularity of elections. Lauderdale answers, 
that by signing the declaration members were only tenti, habiti 
et reputati thereby, and the elections liable to examination. 

The Declaration signed, Duke Lauderdale rises, takes out a 
paper and reads, making no preface, List of the members to be 
on the Committee for the elections, Lord Archbishop—.Hamilton 
interrupts and says, Before any such list is read, I crave the 
mind of the House whether they do not rather desire that the 
debate anent the elections should be managed in open Convention 
rather than committed, and, if committed, I crave the mind 
of the House how far the power of the Committee shall extend. 
Lauderdale.—I crave I may not be interrupted and, when I have 
read the list, I shall interrupt no man. The list read, whereof 
not one of the Hamilton party. 

Duke Hamilton.—I desire nothing may be done here which 
may encroach on the liberty of this Convention, for by the law 
of this kingdom it is in the power of this Convention to commit 
or not to commit, and none of the Commissioners in former times 
ever assumed the nomination of Committee to themselves and 
I crave that no innovation be obtruded now. 

Lauderdale.—It is a part of his Majesty’s prerogative to nominate 
members for Committees and in his absence it belongs to his 
Commissioner, but the power of the Committee extends only 
to prepare and report and not to determine. 

Hamilton.—It was never part of his Majesty’s prerogative 
and the whole current of the customs of this kingdom is in the 
contrair. 

King’s Advocate.—It is a strange thing to see this controverted, 
for, if his Majesty were here in person, who would deny him 
the privilege to nominate a Committee to prepare business and 
who would deny to his Commissioner what belongs to his 
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Majesty’s person, and it has always been held as part of the 
prerogative and has been the continual practice of this kingdom 
and the records of Convention and Parliament do bear it. Besides 
there are many inconsiderable things to be treated in Committee 
such as examination of witnesses and the like, which are not 
fit to trouble the whole Convention. 

Hamilton.—I deny all the three, either that ever it was held 
part of the prerogative or that ever it was the practice of this 
kingdom or that the records bear it, for in Middleton’s first session, 
anno 1661, the elections were debated in open Parliament eleven 
days together and no committee was appointed, and in all 
Parliaments and Conventions since there was not one member 
nominated by the Commissioner but on the special desire and 
recommendation of the Parliament and Convention and as to 
the conveniency of a committee rather than that they should 
be discussed in the body of the Convention. Lord Halton.—Which 
do you call a body? what do you call a body? Hamilton.— 
This House is a body,—and continues, As to conveniency of 
a Committee rather than the whole Convention, I approve of 
it in ordinary cases, but here the case is extraordinary and 
abuses committed in the elections, the like whereof have not 
been heard of in any age and I am able to demonstrate that men 
are brought in to be members here, who do not hold free of the 
King, conform to Acts of Parliament. 

Lord Dumfries.—It is very fit the business of the elections be 
canvassed in open Convention. Broomhall.—Idem. Halton.— 
Sure you ought not to speak by any body for your commission is 
controverted. Broomhall—My lord, it is not controverted 
by the town of Culross, for there are no double elections. 

The Lord President to the Session.—We are all of one human 
nature, have one God, and one Christ and one King and ought 
all to be of one mind and not propose anything to diminish his 
Majesty’s prerogative to nominate the members of committees, 
and as to the two instances given by the Duke of Hamilton in 
the Parliament of 1661 that the elections were debated in open 
Parliament eleven days, it cannot be drawn in consequence, 
because things were then but a-modelling, and the laws of the 
kingdom were in desuetude through usurpation and were not 
then revived to their perfection, but afterwards, when our practices 
came to a consistency, it appeared to be his Majesty’s prerogative 
and accordingly was acknowledged by the practice in the following 
Parliaments and Conventions. 

Duke Hamilton.—The assertion is strong on both hands. I 
shall not presume too much either on my own memory or the 
Lord President’s and Lord Advocate’s forgetfulness, for I am 
sure, my Lord Chancellor, you were then Commissioner and you 
cannot but: perfectly remember and many members of this House, 
and, to end the controversy I appeal to the records and, if it 
appear to be as the Lord Advocate and Lord President have 
said, I shall willingly lay my hand on my mouth, and I crave 
either the records may be presently read, or, if not, that this 
debate may continue to another diet and that I, as a member 
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of this House, may have the privilege to peruse the records in 
= mean time as I doubt not the Lord President has already 
one. 

Lord Argyle.—Nothing can be inferred from the Parliament of 
1661, for that was but a lame parliament, wanting the arch- 
bishops and bishops, and therefore was but Parliamentum con- 
stituendum and not constitutum and it was a wonder how his 
Majesty’s prerogative could be debated. 

Duke of Hamilton.—Such expressions are strange and ought to 
be taken notice of. The Parliament of 1661 is said to be a lame 
parliament and this reflects on his Majesty, who approved that 
parliament and ratified all the Acts thereof, it reflects on the Parlia- 
ment, who declared his Majesty’s royal prerogative and extends 
the same as far, if not farther, than former parliaments had 
done to his royal progenitors, and there was never any practice 
in that parliament that has been controverted heretofore and 
I oppone the liberty of Parliaments and Conventions, which was 
always to commit or not commit, and I appeal to the records. 

Lauderdale.—Seeing the Committee has no power to determine 
anything, but only to report, the liberty of the Convention cannot 
be prejudged by the Committee. 

Archbishop of St. Andrews.—I crave liberty to differ from his 
Grace of Hamilton for taking up the noble lord that spoke 
before him so short, for indeed the Parliament of 1661 wanted 
the archbishops and bishops, which are the first estate of parlia- 
ment by the fundamental laws of this kingdom. 

Duke Hamilton.—Seeing it is granted the Committee is but 
to report and not determine I am not against the Committee, 
only it must be appointed by the Convention and at their desire 
and recommendation and I appeal to the records. 

The records read.—At Edinburgh the day of the 
Convention desired the High Commissioner to nominate a 
committee to prepare business &c. 

Hamilton.—I hope it is now evident from the records the 
Commissioner did not nominate by prerogative but by recom- 
mendation, and I desire matters may run in the old channel still. 

Argyle.—We shall all agree to that, if the Convention will yet 
recommend to the Commissioner. 

Hamilton.—I am not against it, I shall not crave the House 
be troubled to vote it. Lauderdale by recommendation from 
the Convention nominates conform to the first scroll, and says, 
“My lords and gentlemen I have a letter from his Majesty to 
be presented to this Convention, but I crave excuse not to deliver 
it till the next diet, with what I have further in command to 
say ’’ and adjourns the House till Friday at 4 in the afternoon. 

This account I brought by memory from the Convention, 
where I was present, and the Commissioner behaved with a 
great deal of prudence and moderation, and Hamilton with a 
great deal of preremptory boldness.

The said counsellor 
had told the same thing before in this informant’s hearing to 
Mrs. Solea, living in Jewin Street, and to Mrs. Streater, who 
keeps a printing house in Bartholomew Close, the said persons 
being then in Mrs. Streater’s house, which this informant did 
not discover till now that he had inquired into the circumstances 
more particularly and where the parties might be found, and 
that the said counsellor, having some days before given the 
informant some general hint hereof and the informant asking 
him how he came to know it, the counsellor replied, it was from 
his wife, who is an intimate acquaintance of the said Bethell’s, 
and had heard him often say so in a reproaching manner, saying 
he had it out of letters which were intercepted of the late Queen’s 
to the Earl of St. Albans and brought before the Committee of 
Safety or Council of State, whereof Bethell was a member. 
The informant saying to the counsellor, what if your wife denies 
this? He replied that she could-not deny what she had so often 
repeated. The counsellor told the informant that he had heard 
Bethell say things much to the same effect, for which he forbade 
his wife to come any more in that Bethell’s company, which he 
ever likewise avoided since, that a Mr. Barrington, who does business 
for Sir Robert Vyner, was present once when the counsellor 
chid his wife for offering to converse with Bethell, who had spoken 
such dangerous words to her, she not denying then that she 
had heard Bethell say so. The informant asking the counsellor 
why he did not discover this, he replied that, he having a lawsuit 
with his wife and Bethell, it would have looked like revenge 
and malice, but that, as soon as he had ended his suit, he intended 
to do it. 

The informant further says that, having heard Mr. Cage’s 
clearer declaration at Mrs. Streater’s house last Tuesday, he took 


- Wednesday and part of Thursday to inquire into the circumstances 


and that night went to Sir James Butler to inform him, he being 
a J.P., but met not with him till next morning, when he advised

Yesterday Duke 
Lauderdale called Duke Hamilton to peruse the determinations 
of the Committee desiring him to acquiesce in their opinion and 
not to press a public debate in the Convention. With him at the 
conference were Southesk, Queensberry, Perth and Major-General 
Drummond and on the whole matter Hamilton desired to under- 
stand, first, what subsidy was expected by his Majesty, secondly, 


- whether in the Act of subsidy it was intended they would justify 


these illegal proceedings of free quarter and leave a character 
of the guilt on those that complained and, thirdly, if he would 
regulate the elections of the kingdom conform to the Acts of 
Parliament. In hopes of accommodation Lauderdale adjourned 
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the Convention till to-day at 4, but, satisfaction being refused 
to the demands after consideration, there was no accommodation, 
so to-day at 4 was the critical hour of both parties’ interests in 
the vote of this Convention. 

Lauderdale immediately after prayers told the members 
that by their authority a committee was appointed to prepare 
business who were ready to report their opinion. Hamilton 


had presented to the Committee a paper of objections against 


the elections, which the Committee’s opinion had sustained. 
The Committee refused the consideration of the objections. 
Hamilton craved the vote, whether these, that were objected 
against, be refused the privilege of voting till the elections were 
tried in open Convention or by the Committee, and on the trial 
it carried that naked objections did not exclude habiti et reputati 
members from voting, but the Committee’s opinion did exclude 
members from being habiti et reputati, so that the first vote was 
lost. The second vote was, whether the objections presented 
against these members should presently be discussed or remitted 
to the Committee or the Committee’s report should be taken in 
without respect to the objections. This vote was also lost and 
the Committee’s report tabled. 

The shire of Selkirk had two commissioners sustained valid, 
though the election was contrair to the practice of the kingdom and 
the election made within two hours of the public proclamation, 
contrair to a particular letter from the Secret Council to the 
sheriff, which letter, proclamation and procedure of the sheriffs 
were craved to be considered in open Convention, and it was 
carried in the negative, for these things, being matters of fact, 
were to be trusted to the Committee. The election in the shire 
of Perth was repelled, because, said the King’s Advocate, the 
writ for the Convention bare that only such shires should choose 
as had not elected at Michaelmas and that shire, having then 
chosen, could not make a new election. It was answered that 
that election made of him was only pro forma and he was not 
capable to sit in Convention by the law and, the writ obliging them 
to have a representative in Convention such as the law would 
sustain, they proceeded in that case and elected the Laird of 
Struan unanimously. The vote carried in the negative and he 
was not received. 

Murray of Broughtoun was objected against as incapable to 
represent the Stewartry of Kirkcudbright, because declared 
infamous for forgery of writs, and he produced his Majesty’s 
remission, whereby he was reintegrated as if the crime had never 
been committed, and the remission discharged the infamy to be 
objected against under pain of death. 

Polwarth for the shire of Berwick produced a commission and 
another was produced to compete against it. He craved counsel 
might be heard. The vote carried in the negative, but he was 
permitted to speak for himself. He offered to prove that 25 
of the 30 that signed the competing commission had noc power 
of suffrage and craved it might be remitted to the Committee 
to consider. The vote was in the negative. 
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It would take a long time to give an account of the arguments 
hine inde, the debates having continued from 4 to 9. I was 
present in the Convention myself and shall represent it at large 
afterwards, only in the votes there is no competition, for the 
Commissioner carries at least two third parts clear.

But the late news from Scotland seems to revive some friends,

them or some of them in prison 13 days, till their attorney 
appeared for them. 

2. When Miles and Farell Rely were released he extorted 
from them excessive fees. 

3. When Miles Rely came to Dublin to plead to the said 
action Smith endeavoured to persuade him to a reference, 
which he refusing, Smith, without any just cause, procured 
a — to apprehend him for robbery and cast him into 
gaol. 

4. Smith arrested Edmond Rely at his own suit and kept him 
prisoner in the Black Dog two nights till discharged by this Court, 
and afterwards endeavoured to bring him to a reference, and 
on his refusal procured a warrant to apprehend him for robbery 
without any just cause. 

5. Smith interlined several decrees at the assizes, adding 
counsel’s fees thereto, and so making the persons, against whom 
the same were, pay more than was due by the decrees. 

6. Smith arrested one Stephens at his own suit, when sub- 
sheriff, and imprisoned him for 38 hours without any writ or 
cause for the same, and forced him to give his bond for payment 
without any just cause. 

7. Smith offered to give a bond of himself and his brother 
Michael to Edmond Rely, if Rely would retract several 
informations and accusations which Rely had against Smith 
for forging decrees obtained at the previous Lent assizes for 
Cavan and several other misdemeanours. 

8. The said John and Michael Smith stand indicted for 
subornation of perjury in procuring one Oliver Plunkett to make 
a false affidavit against James Caldwell in the Court of Exchequer. 

9. Several attachments have been issued against the said 
John Smith and he has not appeared thereto and an attachment 
is likewise issued against him on the said indictment dated 
11 May, 1678. 

John Smith stands further accused with Matthew Plunket, 
Hugh O’Gowan and Bryan O’Gowan for burglary in break- 
ing open the house of John Aungier, minister of Lurgan, 
co. Cavan, besides dangerously wounding the said Aungier and 
several others of his family, for which the said Plunket and 
Hugh O’Gowan are since executed and the said Smith is now 
outlawing.

Immediately after the Commissioner made. his speech to the same 
purpose, after him the Lord Chancellor, after him the Archbishop 
of St. Andrews, after him Duke Hamilton declaring his respect 
and allegiance to his. Majesty, whom as .he.was.always ready to 
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serve, so now in this juncture he was convinced it was his duty 
to vote for a supply, which it was never his intention to decline, 
only he would have had the privileges of the people untouched, 
all which speeches I am so hopeful will be printed that I shall not 
enlarge on them, not having heard them myself, because of an act 
of the Convention, excluding all persons but members, noblemen’s 
eldest sons and lords of Session, for contravening whereof some 
were imprisoned. But there is no question all- who spoke 
expressed themselves with that eloquence and sense of their duty 
towards his Majesty, whose royal pleasure is declared by Act of 
Parliament, 1663, to be the only rule of all the actions of the 
parliaments of Scotland, that I am hopeful, when you get them in 
print, they will be patterns to the loyalty of the House of 
Commons in England, as they rival the House of Lords, and 
how should it be otherwise, so long as the living stones of the 
temple, the archbishops and bishops, the pillars of monarchy, 
stand fast against the seditious practices of these times and the 
calumnies of some, who style the venerable clergy the dead weight 
in Parliament.

It’s like 
you are further informed that even those admitted to membership 
had renounced common reason, voting contradictions in 24 hours, 
viz., refusing the commissioners of the shire of Ayr, because (the 
Privy Council sending expressly a member to hinder) the clerk 
of the shire signed not the commission, a formality necessary 
by Act of Parliament, and receiving commissioners of another 
shire, though that formality was also wanting, and the want of it 
publicly represented, and many such other pranks, 
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Now permit me to take off these. 1. There is not a word of it 
true. You must not believe flying fame. 2. Esto it were true ; 
none of these things were done but at the instance and by the 
contrivance of public uncontroverted authority, which being 
higher than Acts of Parliament and entrusted with the execution 
of law by immediate divine authority, can dispense with or adhere 
to a formality, though necessary by Act of Parliament, according 
as it suits best with the end of the government, which is the 
preservation of the present managers of the government and 
promoving their designs, into which it is not lawful even for 
parliaments to inquire, much less ought the shires to become 
jealous of public authority, and elect members, who are not 
gracious in the eyes of those who are set over them, and will 
scruple to acquiesce in their opinions, yea, may be so bold as to 
counteract and vote contrary to their revealed will in their very 
faces. 

Next, whether would you think it better that the kingdom 
should be humoured and the government disquieted or the 
governors and his Majesty should be humoured and the generality 
of the people disquieted ? You will say the extremes are not 
opposites ; both may be satisfied, the King and the people, when 
both take the same measures and the rules of equity are observed. 
That is true, but the people of this kingdom never heartily consent 
to the first principle of equity, that sovereign authority is 
absolutely to be obeyed and that no pretence of religion. or 
liberty ought to bound that obedience, but obedience ought to 
bound them. If the child had no faults, the father would use no 
chastisements, and chastisements are not fitly termed oppressions ; 
therefore men must not ignorantly reject the distinction of equity 
in municipal and civil, and, albeit the shires in their elections 
follow municipal equity, that the commissioner be sustained 
who has plurality of votes, yea, it may be 250 for 4, and albeit 
the very word commissioner imports that a man must have a 
commission, yet this always to be understood with subordination 


' to civil equity, by the interest whereof the municipal equity is 


to be regulated at all times. It is but the world’s ignorance 
of these fine distinctions that makes all the complaints, whereas, 
if they would have but more reason, they would have less blind 
zeal and passion. 

Yesterday his Majesty’s commissioner went to repose himself 
at Lethingtoun, his own house nigh Haddington, and he was 
not well out of town when Hamilton came to it, who had been 
out of it a few days before. These two dukes, methinks, are 
like two buckets in a well ; when the one goes, the other comes. 
Lauderdale longs now to see his Majesty’s face again and, I 
believe, is much wearied of the trouble of this kingdom. No 
doubt among other undutiful lies some will write to London that 
this nation is all wearied of his trouble and with much more 
reason. I know people will never be silent, but wise men will 
never believe it, for all our judicatories will unanimously say 
the contrary and for that the lieges have taken such a pet that 
there is hardly a cause brought before them, Has not his Grace 
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then wrought an even rightdown peace and tranquillity in this 
kingdom, when there is not one lawsuit on foot? I hope the 
people’s pet will be off, and the king’s peace will stand. O happy 
nation! for sure I am our peace cannot be denied to be like 
a river, albeit our righteousness be not as an overflowing flood. 
The beginning of this month that woeful West of Scotland came 
in such numbers to this city, that some trembled ; 5,000 horse 
well armed and mounted would have been no miracle in two hours’ 
time. Some said they minded to have justice @ la mode of the 
Solemn League and Covenant if Hamilton would but have 
whistled, which being refused, they say many went home in 
discontent and the inhabitants of the city began to be inventured 
by public authority. Was not this a mint, if it had been true? 
That the persons were here is true; but who can judge men’s 
intentions? But this need not be doubted : the Presbyterians think 
the Solemn League and Covenant still in force and it need never be 
dissembled ; they will never refuse the first opportunity to be 
judges in their own cause, but your English army is the bugbear. 
Take away the cow, and all the bairns will play Blind Harry. 

The Laird of Lundie, Governor of Edinburgh Castle, was 
yesterday morning dispatched to Court express with the Conven- 
tion’s letter, whereof I gave a brief before. His great errand is 
to try the possibility of somebody’s return to London; and 
every day is a year till that be. 

Every year at Michaelmas elections are made here for 
parliaments that may ensue the following year.

In the meantime we are sending over, as fast as we can, 
2,000 horse and dragoons, but you cannot expect them at soonest 
till after the time prefixed be expired, we having not those con- 
veniences here that you have where you are for embarking horses 
and, till the war be declared, we cannot let you have any of our 
foot to join your army, which cannot be till those points you 
will hear of be agreed to. In the meantime no time shall be 
lost in preparing everything to carry on the war with vigour.

expectation at last arrives this afternoon Mr. Meredith with 
your dispatch of the 15-25th, enclosing the treaty as signed 
by you the same day between you and the States’ deputies, 
which has been this evening produced before his Majesty 
at a Committee of Foreign Affairs, and you have found by 
my last of the 16th in answer to the queries and doubts in 
yours of the 9-19th how much it must needs have fallen short 
of what his Majesty intended and ordered to be insisted on 
in one of the three or four main points, that of the prohibition, 
for you will have seen in mine how fixed he was in his first 
mind of having that point absolutely agreed in the treaty 
and to make one of the articles and conventions of it, whereas 
all we have thus far is a resolution of the States, to which 
the King is no party, and that but for a year, declaring plainly 
they know not whether the country can bear it or not, and 
even within that year limited by a condition to be ipso facto 
dispensed with by the States, that is indeed actually void, 
in case either the Emperor, the Empire or Spain comes to 
relax or grow remiss &c. in any degree on their part in the 
point, which leaves the thing in effect wholly arbitrary and 
at the will of the States on any the least pretence of that kind, 
to vacate this prohibition and that, as the resolution stands, 
by a way in which the King does not see how it will be possible 
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for the Prince or his friends (as they seem to believe and design) 
to prevent it, it being expressly provided in the resolution 
that in that case this prohibition shall be ipso facto dispensed 
with by the States. 

Next, as to the specification of the forces, his Majesty finds 
that is wholly omitted in the treaty, I mean the particular 
numbers each shall be obliged to furnish, which he does not 
think at all reasonable, and therefore must insist that 
absolutely the number of the land force be ascertained by 
an article specifying the distinct number each shall furnish, 
and that the number to be entertained on the part of the States 
in the Spanish Netherlands be not less at the least than 25,000 
men, and his Majesty’s proportion to be two-thirds of that 
number. 

As to the sea force, his Majesty being to bear one third more 
than the States, he, in case the States insist on it, is willing 
that also be ascertained and specified in the same article 
ae that his proportion be 90 ships, in which case the States’ 
to be 60. 

In the third place, as to the point of restitution to be made to 
each of whatever places c&c. they shall happen to lose during 
the war, upon which you may remember the Prince had 
told us at the very first there would be no difficulty, his Majesty 
cannot by any means allow of the restriction they have put 
upon it, by limiting it to Europe only. The instances they 
urged to you were of defensive treaties only, where each party 
was to defend the other’s rights and possessions, when attacked, 
which is of a quite different nature from offensive treaties, 
where one party, as his Majesty in this case, comes voluntarily 
into a war for the sake of the other and is not to get anything 
by it, but on the contrary must be at vast charges, and that 
here he shall have a security that his ally, for whose sake he thus 
enters actually into the war, will not quit him, till he see him 
restored to what he shall happen to lose for his sake, is what 
the King thinks but just and fit. It is but that condition 
the States have at present with their several allies and among 
them with Spain itself, a considerable part of whose rights 
and possessions lie out of Europe. This being so in their 
cases, and indeed generally in all cases of offensive treaties, 
his Majesty thinks it the more important to his case that it 
be universal and without limitation to Europe, ynasmuch 
as one of our first fears, after we are in the war, is like to be 
for our Plantations in the West Indies, which you know 
how greatly they import his Majesty to have a good caution 
and security for, in case any misfortune befall them. These 
are points so capital that his Majesty cannot possibly overlook 
them, how much soever he otherwise affects the work in hand, 
and therefore he commands me to let you know he must 
absolutely insist to have them changed by an elucidation or 
separate articles, but that he, for the reputation of the work 
and that it may not lie under any discountenance to the world, 
is pleased for all this not to make any present stay of the 
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ratifications, but will have the treaty immediately ratified 
in the terms it now stands and so transmitted forthwith to 
you, but with this direction that it continue in your hand, 
not to be exchanged, till these points be thus redressed ; and 
in the meantime the exceptions his Majesty has taken to 
remain here and everywhere a perfect secret, not the least 
notice to be taken, but that the treaty is absolutely concluded, 
and entirely to his Majesty's satisfaction. This ts what 
his Majesty would have you immediately acquaint - the 
Pensioner with, leaving to him how he will communicate 
it to the States, but dealing so effectually with him for 
rectifying these points that the alterations may be immediately 
gone about, so as to be finished and ready by the time his 
Majesty’s ratifications come to be exchanged on that side. 
His Majesty has at the same time directed an express shall 
be forthwith dispatched to the Prince of Orange by the way 
of Zealand and the Scheldt, acquainting him with the omissions 
made in the treaty and recommending it to him to assist 
with his best authority and influence to have the foresaid 
points altered and the like his Majesty would have you also 
do for sureness sake immediately on receipt hereof, praying 
the Pensioner at the same time to accompany what you 
write with his letter to the Prince on this subject.

Matthew Mackaile to Sir John Frederick. Little worth repre- 
senting has occurred since my last. Df{uke of] L{auderdale] is 
not yet returned here, nor, I think, will he, till Drummond of 
Lundie, who was sent with the letter from the Convention, bring 
some intelligence from Court. The apprehensions of a French 
war have made somebody here melancholy. To-night D[uke of] 
Hamilton takes leave of this kingdom, being designed for the 
Baths, and, by the way, it may be, will see London. Conventicles 
all over this kingdom flourish again in great numbers in the 
open fields. 

Broughton, whose remission was read and sustained in the 
Convention, is now on his trial for another forgery of very con- 
siderable importance, even almost a whole earldom. It has been 
hotly disputed these six days. His main defence is what they 
call exceptio ret judicate, for, the disposition alleged forged 
containing not only the Earl of Annandale’s lands in Scotland 
but also his lands in Ireland, it was alleged that the gentleman 
who now pursues in Scotland pursued before in Ireland and the 
said Broughton obtained absolution; and so he declined to 


come to further trials, as, I believe, he has reason. His 
interloquitor here was that commissions should be granted to 
both parties to bring an account from Ireland betwixt now and 
1 December, on what grounds and how that pretended absolution 
roceeded, and thereafter the Lord would decern iri the relevancy. 
t was opponed that all dilators ought by the law of Scotland 
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be instantly verified and that that exceptio rei judicate was a 
dilator. But now it’s cast over to another diet and he may 
be a member of a Parliament in this kingdom ere then and perhaps 
may obtain an ample remission whereby not only to evite the 
punishment but even to be restored to his fame, as his po oa 
remission expressly bears.

Journal of the Duke of Monmouth’s journey to the Low 
Countries. On Sunday, 28 July, about 6 p.m., he went from 
Whitehall in the King’s barge and went on board the Cleveland 
yacht that evening at Erith and next day came to the Downs 
about noon, where we anchored, and his Grace ordered Capt. 
Tyrrell in the Drake to convoy him over and Capt. Botham in 
the Roebuck to convoy his horses. That evening we weighed 
again and came next day, the 30th, about 9 a.m., to Ostend. 
Lord O’Brien and his officers arrived there half an hour before 
us. His Grace took an account of the strength of the companies, 
of what stores they had and’ what treasure there was. Many of 
the companies were weak ; the 12 could not make above 900 men. 
There was remaining in cash with what was brought over with 
his Grace about 3,300/. and the paymaster counted the companies 
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were paid 7 weeks of the July muster, which proved not so, for 
most of the companies, especially those from Bruges, were cleared 
but to 5 Aug. our style. His Grace ordered Sir 8. Clarke to get 
the 12 companies ready to march, when he should send him 
notice. The same day after dinner his Grace went for Nieuport. 
He was met by Mons. Baillie, commandant of the place. He 
found Col. Legge’s regiment drawn up without the town. The 
other two regiments marched before him in the town. In the 
three regiments several were fallen sick of agues and fevers, which 
they attribute as much to the cold and damp lodging of the men 
in the barracks as to the moist ill air. Col. Sydney had then the 
country distemper on him, but waited on his Grace. The 
Governor invited his Grace to a collation at his house and there 
he took an account of Mr. Clegett of the stores in his custody 
and ordered the distribution of the biscuit, butter and cheese 
provided by Col. Legge between his regiment and Col. Sydney’s, 
who were ordered likewise to make themselves ready to march, 
and to Col. Fenwick’s regiment, that was to stay in garrison, he 
gave the beef, pork and pease, to be divided betwixt them and 
the battalion to be sent to Nieuport in place of those drawn 
out from thence. The same night. be returned to Ostend and 
wrote to the Duc de Villa Hermosa to acquaint him of his arrival 
and of his design to bring 8 battalions to Brussels to join the 
Prince’s army, as he had given the Prince advice in the morning, 
and wrote likewise to the Governor of Sluys to desire billanders to 
be provided for embarking so many men. Next day, the 3lst, 
his Grace went for Bruges, where met him from the town a convoy 
of 200 in several parties of his men and a troop of horse from the 
town. The Governor, the Vicomte de Sibourg, met him at his 
landing with several coaches, in which his Grace went to see the 
regiments drawn up without the Grande Porte. At his return 
his Grace ordered what battalions should march, viz., one of the 
Duke’s, one of the Earl of Mulgrave’s, Lord Alington’s, Col. 
Slingesby’sand that the four companies of the Coldstreams at Bruges 
should join their other four companies coming from Ostend and 
form one battalion. Lord O’Brien’s regiment was ordered to 
Ostend and the other battalion of the Earl of Mulgrave’s to 
Nieuport, and at Bruges were to continue a battalion of the Duke’s 
and Lord Morpeth’s and Sir H. Goodrick’s regiments. Orders 
were sent thence to Sir S. Clarke to embark the 12 companies on 
billanders appointed for them and to go directly for Sluys. The 
four companies of the Coldstreams at Bruges were ordered to do 
the same. Orders were sent to Col. Sydney to embark his and 
Col. Legge’s regiments on Friday, the 2nd, and go with them to 
Sluys, where they should receive further orders. Letters of 
advice were sent to the Governors of both places and it was 
ordered that the same billanders that came from Ostend should 
carry back thither Lord O’Brien’s regiment, and those from 
Nieuport should carry thither the battalion of the Holland 
regiment. His Grace dined that day with Sir C. Lyttelton and 
after dinner went for Sluys. He was received at his landing 
by Heer Lalecke, the Governor, and conducted by him to his 
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lodging in the castle. At his coming thither his Grace gave orders 
immediately for baking 1,400 loaves of a schilling each and pro- 
vided 32 tuns of beer for the two battalions that were to arrive 
next day, which he made them a present of, because they were 
immediately to embark for the Scheldt. 

He lodged that night at the Governor’s. Next morning he 
went to see the billanders and was on board them and marked 
them out and ordered the beer to be put on board in a readiness. 
He likewise ordered bread and beer to be provided for the rest 
of the battalions that were to come, only the two from Nieuport 
had no bread because of the divident made them, as before 
mentioned. The charge of the whole provisions amounted to 
196/. sterling. At noon orders were sent to Sir 8. Clarke and Mr. 
Sinclair, commanding the four companies from Bruges, to draw 
up without the town to receive their bread and embark. They 
arrived about 4; the Coldstreamers coming first received their 
bread and went aboard, and, when the King’s battalion should 
have received theirs, no more than 76 loaves were left, either 
through the town major’s neglect or the scarcity of corn, as he 
pretended, but it was promised it should be ready next day, and in 
the meantime his Grace ordered that that battalion should go on 
board and that the bread that had been distributed should be 
divided between the two battalions. And, because his Grace 
thought fit to go before to Brussels to take care for their coming 
after, he left his orders with Sir 8S. Clarke that he should stay and 
see all the men embark, that he should see their provisions put 
on board them and, because there were not sufficient billanders 
for carrying them all together, he should send only for so many 
companies at a time from Bruges as he had conveniency for sending 
them away, and Sir C. Lyttelton was writ to to send the men 
only as they were sent for, and Sir John Fenwick was left as an 


‘assistant to Sir 8. Clarke. That night his Grace went forward. 


At his going away he ordered La Rue to acquaint Sir 8. Clarke 
that, if the bread were not ready next morning and the wind was 
fair, he should send away those two battalions without it. About 
10 at night his Grace crossed the water to the Isle de Cadsand, 
where were four waggons appointed to receive him and his 
servants, in which he went to Breschier on the other side of the 
island towards Flushing, 24 hours riding, where, finding an open 
boat, he embarked and continued in that vessel all night and till 
2 next day, when, the wind and tide failing, he was obliged to go 
ashore 5 leagues short of Antwerp and having there found an open 
waggon he went in it 3 leagues to Fort la Parle belonging to the 
Spaniards. We passed before Lillo and the opposite fort, and 
there, meeting with a boat that brought the country people 
from Antwerp market, his Grace went on board, the wind being 
then favourable, but, it failing soon after, we got not to Antwerp 
till 10 at night, when his Grace changed boats and went on board 
@ sculler, finding no other at that time, who undertook to bring 
him to Willibrooke, whither we came about 2 in the morning. 
It is the entrance to the canal of Brussels and we found the boat 
just going off. They change boats five times going thence to 
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Brussels, which is reckoned 5 leagues, because of the sluices. 
Between 7 and 8 in the morning his Grace arrived in Brussels 
and went to the Imperatrice. Soon after came in Mr. Powell 
from the Prince’s camp, which he left about Enghien, and brought 
a letter to his Grace.. Whereon orders were prepared for 
quartering the battalions expected, by the advice of M. Berlin, 
Governor of Brussels, who came there to wait on his Grace. The 
Guards were appointed to quarter at Brussels, Col. Legge at 
Vilvorde, Alington, Sydney and Slingesby at Malines and the 
battalions of the Duke’s and the Holland regiments at Louvain 
and orders were accordingly signed and sent to Don Salinas, the 
‘Governor of Antwerp, to be given to the colonels or officers in 
chief as they should pass by, only the orders for Louvain were 
not sent, because it was not known whether that town should 
be part of their quarters till the Duc de Villa Hermosa was 
consulted, which his Grace intended to know of him at his arrival 
in the army, whither he now prepared to go, having left orders 
for the paymaster to pay those companies one week’s subsistence 
more, which was to be on the following Monday. The same 
afternoon he made his compliment to the Duchess of Villa 
Hermosa, who was indisposed and kept her bed and had sent 
her Gentleman of her Horse to compliment him on his arrival. 
That afternoon arrived at Brussels 400 horse and 100 dragoons 
sent for a convoy of provisions, and his Grace, having advice 
from the Prince that he might make use of as many of them as 
he pleased, next morning early, being Sunday, 4 August, his 
Grace went from Brussels with an escort of 200 horse. We 
passed by Limbec, through Tubise, by Brain leComte. We gained 
about 10 the rear of the army, which was in march to attack 
the enemy in their camp, situated in a plain between two thick 
woods called Les Brieres de Casteo, between Ath and Mons, 1} 
league from the latter. The wood on this side the camp was 
two great precipices and a valley between, which in most ers 
was impassable for water. The army was drawn up in battle 
about 2. Two attacks were ordered on the right and left. The 
fight began with the cannon. Six pieces was brought to bear 
on the enemy and clear the outposts on this side the wood, which 
was soon done. About 3 they began the attack on the left on 
the Abbey of St. Denis, which stands in the bottom between two 
woods and was Monsr. Luxembourg’s quarters, who thought 
himself so secured by the strength of the situation that he did 
not believe they durst attempt to force him there, but was at 
dinner when the cannon began to play, though he saw the army 
drawn up in battle before. Notwithstanding the difficulties 
of the place the abbey and village were carried after a hot dispute 
of two hours. The Duke was in person wherever any action or 
danger was. He himself directed the planting of three batteries 
of two pieces each, which did great execution on the enemy. 
Sir Thomas Armstrong was wounded near in three places at three 
several times by dead shots, which made contusions only. The 
second attack was on the right, commanded by Lord Ossory. The 
vanguard was led by Lieut.-col. Douglas with 300 commanded 
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men, who pushed the enemy through the wood up to their 
own camp with the loss of 80 men and himself taken prisoner. 
He was followed by the Prince’s regiment of Foot Guards, who 
attacked the village of Casteo and carried it and the churchyard, 
where the enemy was strongly entrenched. They kept the place 
4 hours, till relieved by two German battalions and an English 
regiment of Col. Belasyse. The Germans were soon beaten out 
again, but Col. Belasyse kept his ground, till most of his men 
and officers were killed and himself wounded. Lord Ossory 
charged with the five other English regiments, who rallied them 
several times. He lost the greatest part of his men, 22 officers 
killed, 37 wounded. The Germans left the village in great 
disorder, being followed close by the French up the hill, who were 
seconded by a squadron of their horse who came up the hill 
towards the Prince’s army and drew up behind a battalion of 
their foot and then, marching to the left, charged a squadron 
of the Duc de Villa Hermosa’s Guards, who made no resistance, 
but were presently in disorder, which the Duke of Monmouth 
perceiving would have put himself at the head of the next 
Spanish squadron to have charged them, but, not being followed 
by more than his own servants, the French had the opportunity 
to retreat to their own battalion, which was the loss of a great 
advantage, for, had they been charged vigorously, they must 
have been tumbled down a steep hill and been thrown upon their 
own foot. The Spaniards for their excuse say they knew not who 
it was that came to give them orders. By that means his Grace 
was near being taken, had he not been advertised of his danger 
by Capt. Barker. The night coming on, the action abated and 
about 11 the French withdrew their men out of the woods and 
marched away over the river to encamp nearer Mons and left 
the Prince master of the field, who had designed otherwise to 
have fallen on again next morning. The Dutch foot behaved 
very well, particularly the regiment of Holstein. The Prince 
charged himself at the head of a battalion. That night he lay 
in the field in his coach. The Duke of Monmouth lay by it on the 
ground. The whole army lay down as they were drawn up. Next 
day having intelligence of the enemy’s march the Prince marched 
to their camp and continued there till Wednesday following. 

On Monday the [5-]15th in the afternoon orders were sent to 
the Duke’s and the Holland battalions to march to Louvain and 
quarter there, and at night fresh orders were sent to Lord Howard 
or the officer commanding the Guards at Brussels to be in a readi- 
ness to march into the field with those two battalions and Col. 
Legge from Vilvorde and to receive orders for their march from 
the Governor of Brussels. Mr. Lum was sent to pay the sub- 
sistence of the troops and make a provision of money for them 
at the army. 

On Tuesday a cessation of arms was agreed on till 12 on Friday 
and one of the States’ deputies was permitted to go into Mons. 
He found the place in a good condition. Mutton was but at 10d. 
a lb. and beef at 6d., bread and beer in plenty enough. What 
was most wanting was salt and wood. 
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The Prince sent to M. Luxembourg on a report there was of 
peace to know whether he would open the passage to Mons, but 
the answer was he would send to Court to know the King’s 
pleasure. On Wednesday they sent to bury their dead and carry 
off their wounded. The same day his Grace dined with M. 
Luxembourg and several of the Prince’s officers with him. That 
afternoon the army dislodged to make their camp at Roeulx about 
a league from their former camp nearer Brussels. His Grace, 
having there received letters of the arrival of the greatest part of 


__ the battalions, resolved to go himself to Brussels to give orders for 


their marching into the field. He left the camp about 5 with an 
escort of only 25 dragoons and came to Brussels about 12 at night. 

Next morning he sent for the officers to bid them be in a readiness 
and sent to the Council for waggons for the battalions, who 
allowed him in all 30 for himself and the forces. The Duc de 
Villa Hermosa had promised the Duke at his coming from the 
army that bread should be furnished to all the men ordered to 
march into the field, and that he had writ about it to Brussels, 
and whatever else his Grace should command would be done, 
but he found this promise but a compliment, for the Council 
sent him word they had no bread nor credit to get any, which 
they strained to furnish out their last convoy, which came to the 
camp two days before, so his Grace was forced to take up bread 
on his own credit. His Grace dined with the Governor, where 
came in Sir S. Clarke and Sir John Fenwick, who gave an account 
that all the battalions were shipped from Sluys and passed 
Antwerp. Letters from Sir C. Lyttelton mentioned the arrival 
at Bruges of 150 recruits for the two regiments of Guards, for 
whom orders were sent to Antwerp to come to Brussels and 
receive orders from the Governor there. 

On Friday, the 9th, his Grace returned to the army which was 
still at Roeulx, having ordered the battalions to march on Saturday 
and camp that night at Tubise. Monsr. Dyckvelt was then 
returned from the French camp, where an agreement was made 
for continuing the cessation five weeks longer, the time limited 
for the ratification. 

Next day the Prince resolved to go for the Hague and see the 
English troops in his way and his Grace sent away St. Gill that 
morning for England for a yacht to meet him at Antwep, who 
took post from the French camp. That afternoon his Grace, 
resolving to go before to put the troops in order against the 
Prince’s coming by, thought to have found them at Tubise 
according to his orders, but missing them went on and lay that 
night at Halle. 

Next morning early he found them on the ground where they 
camped within a quarter of a league of Brussels. They pretended 
to have stayed for bread. He ordered them immediately to march 
and about three-quarters of a league beyond drew them up, 
there to expect the Prince’s coming. The Prince came about 
noon, accompanied with the Marquis de Grana, Heer a 
and Heer Benlin. His Grace saluted him with his pike in hi 
hand at the head of the King’s battalion, and the Earl of Mulgrave 
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at the head of the Coldstream on the left. He went three times 
up and down the line and then went into his coach. Heer Benlin 
sat next him and the ambassador without next the horses. As 
soon as he was gone by, his Grace ordered the troops to march 


again and camp that night at Halle. He went himself to 
Brussels and ordered his equipage to return. Having heard 
there that his own battalion and the Duchess’ were arrived at 
Ostend and that his was to continue there and Lord O’Brien’s 
and the Duchess’ to go to Bruges, he thought fit to change those 
orders and send others to the two battalions to come away for 
Brussels and thence to the army. He ordered likewise a 
provision for the sick. 

At 3 next morning he went again towards the army. He 
found the battalions again in their camp on this side Halle, but 
soon put them into a posture to march. He drew out a sergeant 
from every company of each regiment and sent them before 
with officers appointed to mark the camp. Finding Col. Legge’s 
battalion very weak, he thought fit to send it back to Brussels 
and thence to Malines and accordingly sent to the Duc de Villa 
Hermosa to order their being received into Brussels and sent 
forward to their quarters, which was dispatched accordingly. 
His Grace marched with the men and about a league beyond 
Tubise an alarm was given that a party of about 500 horse was 
seen, whereupon a halt was made and 100 men were drawn out 
of Slingesby’s regiment and his Grace rode himself to see what 
there was, but nothing was found but bundles of fagots that 
could give any occasion to the report. The battalions then 
marched again, thinking to join the army that night, but, it growing 
late and the men being much wearied, his Grace ordered them 
to camp about Brain le Comte and came himself that night to 
the Prince’s quarters, about two leagues from Brain. 

Next day the battalions joined the army and were posted in 
the rear of the second line, the cannon being fixed. That day 
his Grace went to visit Mons, but it being late went not into the 
town and the same night went for Brussels, where he stayed all 
Wednesday and gave orders about the hospital. 

On Thursday he began his journey for England and went on 
board the Duc de Villa Hermosa’s yacht, which brought him 
to Flushing on Saturday. As he passed by Antwerp, he went 
ashore to see Col. Sydney, who was sick there, and at that time 
there were in the town about 25,000 persons, sick of a new fever. 
His Grace arrived at Flushing in the afternoon, and took a 
waggon to go and see Middelburg, and that night came on board. 
We weighed early in the morning, the wind contrary and high. 
It blew hard on Sunday all day and night. Monday evening we 
came to Aldeburgh, where his Grace landed and took coaches and 
horses to go to London, where he arrived on Tuesday and went 
next day to the Court at Windsor. [Over 12 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Entry Book 52, p. 63.] 


T. Aslaby to Williamson. Yesterday a vessel of this town, 
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Hull, touched in this bay. The Master tells us that the Swedish 
and Danish fleets were both at sea, but that it was believed 
the Swedes would avoid an engagement being not so strong as 
the Danes. Christianstad, ’twas believed, would fall into the 
Swedes’ hands, if not relieved before the 28th instant, for want 
of provision &c. The report was that the Danes were preparing 
all their forces for its relief. Many ships came in his company 
for London and several English ports. Wind S.E. [S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 405, No. 158.] 


Edward Bodham to Williamson. To-day arrived the Welfare 
of this town, which came this day three weeks from Holmstrand 
in Norway, little more than a day’s journey from Bahus. There 
was then nothing done against it more than strongly beleaguered. 
Since then he put into Fleckery (Fleckeren) and was on Saturday 
sennight at Fleckery castle, where was no other news but that 
they daily expected to be masters of it. Wind yesterday and 
to-day N.N.W. [Ibid. No. 159.] 


Richard Watts to Williamson. We understand by a small 
[vessel from] the westward that this morning [the fleet] under the 
command of Sir John Holmes was plying westward. 

This noon arrived in [the Downs one] of his Majesty’s yachts. 
It is said that the Duke [of Monmouth] is in her and some say 
she is bound [for Ostend] but yet she is in the Downs. The 
wind is variable.

Thomas Holden to Williamson. The 25th came in the St. 
Thomas of London from Virginia laden with tobacco bound 
home. Several vessels came out with them. There was much 
talk of war before they came out, so they intended to stop at 
the first port, but another reason of their coming in was their 
being chased by a great ship off this harbour. What she was 
they know not. They report that place to be in a good and 
peaceable condition. They put to sea last Saturday with a fair 
wind. 

The 26th came in the San Salvador of St. Sebastian from Ostend 
with letters from the Governor of the Spanish Netherlands to the 
King of Spain. They are to stop at the first port in Spain they 
meet with and to send away the packet. There is another 
ordered on the same account. They are forced to take this way 
because their letters and packets are opened by way of France. 
They put to sea yesterday, the wind at N.W. [Ibid. No. 162.] 


John Man to Williamson. The master of two vessels of this 
town, which arrived here the 25th, report they came from Brest 
the 2lst and that Comte d’Estrées arrived there the 20th from 
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the West Indies with 8 men-of-war very leaky and that they 
confessed they had lost 8 of their men-of-war and 5 merchantmen 
and a Dutch prize of 50 guns with all the men and booty they had 
got in those parts on a shoal to the leeward of St. Christopher’s, 
and that they have left 7 sail to cruise to and again in those parts. 

The two frigates the Dover fired at came into Brest the 17th, 
their rigging and masts much shattered, and sent immediately 
to Paris to give an account to the King and confessed their orders 
were to strike to none nor fire at any frigates they meet. They 
further confessed that, if they had not made use of their oars as 
well as sails, the Dover might have sunk them. The masters 
affirm they heard several discourses from the officers at sea and 
landmen to this purpose. Wind W. a strong gale. 

Comte d’Estrées’ own ship, the Terrible, was lost (he and some 
few more got to another ship in the boat) and the Thunder, the 
Inghtning, the Brave and the Boone. These names, the masters 
remembered, were told to be part of the loss and they say about 
5,000 men were drowned. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 405, No. 163.] 





Ward to Major John Braman. I enclose an account, 
which should have been distinct from your son-in-law’s, but, 
hurry of business not yet ending, though coucumbers be 16 a penny, 
rather than put my book-keeper to write it over again, I have 
sent it as it is. Soldiers’ and officers’ habits I am still busied 
about and this day’s discourse is of 5,000 horse and dragoons to 
be presently sent away and that the Duke of York must go and 
command in chief in Flanders. The Duke of Monmouth is already 
gone. The news we had of 8 French men-of-war destroyed by 
the Dutch at Barcelona with the loss of Everts and his ship 
is not yet confirmed, but the other is Gazette news.

caused them to desert the siege, which put Guldenlew (Gyldenléue) 
in great consternation to see the bad courage of his army.

This contradicts what is in the Gazette from 
the Hague, that Bahus was delivered to Guldenlew. Christianstadt 
then held out against the Swedes, the King of Denmark being 
then gone to its relief. They saw off Copenhagen some of the 
Danes’ fleet that had lost their masts, the Swedes’ fleet being 
said to be in Kalmar Sound. It was said the Swedes’ and Danes’ 
armies were within eight English miles of each other. ([Jbid.

It is said he had two or three horses killed under 
him. They continue the same report also that the Prince had 
the victory and relieved Mons, and that the Duke of Monmouth 
without his detachment came in person into the fight, which very 
much encouraged and revived the Prince’s army, and was by his 
advice very instrumental to the obtaining the victory, which: 
they say, cost dear by the loss of the General of his Highness’ 
horse, Col. Bellasis, and many other persons of quality and com- 
manders and about 2,000 English and Scots in the Prince’s service 
besides others. I wish I were able to give you a more particular 
account of this great action, the French being, as is said, in four 
several entrenchments and by downright blows beaten out of them.

We tell them here we intend they shall go for Brabant to 
join your army, because we would not have the French know they 
are to go to Flanders, before they be landed there, which when 
they shall know, will oblige them to fill their garrisons on that 
side and by that means weaken their main army. We go to- 
morrow morning early to Windsor, but that shall not hinder 
any of our preparations, for you shall find we shall be very vigorous 
in standing by you.

Notes by Williamson about Holland. Since Sir W. Temple’s 
punctiliousness is such that we cannot make those observations, 
exceptions, reflections and remarks upon his conduct or the 
dispatches he makes on what business passes his hands on the 
other side without his falling into strange and unusual answers 
and expostulations such as secretaries of state did not heretofore 
certainly bear from those that served abroad within their 
provinces, it is necessary for the justification of the ministers, 
when aftertimes shall come to discover the faults made by him 
in his negotiations, to take some other way to make and transmit 
down to posterity the observations that arise out of his conduct, 
that so it may appear his errors or slips did not pass unobserved 
to those that serve his Majesty in his foreign affairs of this time. 

1. His signing the treaty notwithstanding that the States did not 
come up entirely to his Majesty’s mind (?) in the three or four main 
points, which was not according to his instructions. 2. His omitting 
for two or three days to go to Nimeguen in execution of the instruc- 
tion Meredith carried him, when Du Cros went thither, and then, 
after having represented hither his reasons for not going, which were 
allowed of, to go in the interim, before knowing his Majesty’s 
mind on those reasons represented. 3. When at Nimeguen, to 
let the great and fatal term of 31 July to pass and Holland to sign 
with France without ever enquiring from the States’ ambassadors 
whether the French had within that time made the declaration 
or promise mentioned in our treaty of July with the States, on 
which he knew peace or war was to depend, nor to have said 
one word to the King of all that passed in three dispatches of 
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31 July, 1, 2 and 5 August and never to have informed himself or 
the King about that matter nor said one word in excuse to the 
King why he did not or could not say any thing of it, as if it had 
never been in his mind, whereas his main errand, as he gave out, 
to Nimeguen was to see what passed there at that great day. 
Not a word (?) touched of this whole point (?) from him from 31 July 
to 12 August, so as the King was forced to send Mr. Hyde to 
the States to declare the King, having heard nothing of that whole 
point from the States or from his own ambassadors, did now 
understand that the treaty of July had taken place and that we 
were under the obligation of it. NW.B. The first news we have 
from him of that is in his of 9-19 August arrived by the post the 
13th, which is, that the States had taken that as one exception to 
Beverning’s conduct at Nimeguen in signing the peace that no 
mention was made at all in it of the French declaration etc. | 
4. His omitting to send over the right powers or a copy of 
them, when he sent the treaty of July signed, whereby the rati- 
fications on the King’s part could not be dispatched, so as a 
jealousy was possibly created in Holland that the King would not 
ratify (and so it was given out in Holland) and the ratifications 
at last scarce exchanged within the time. 5. Appearing not to 
have left order with the Secretary of the Embassy, when he went 
to Nimeguen himself, for making the exchange of the ratifications 
in his absence, by which it was very near not being exchanged 
within the time, the secretary having been forced to send an 
express to Nimeguen to him for orders, after the ratification arrived 
at the Hague by Ch. Sheppard. 6. Never having asked from the 
States a copy of what they had signed with France, and, when 
they gave him one (v. his letter of 5-19 Aug.), never to have 
sent a copy of it to the King.

by making to the shore in their boat, which they did and landed 
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about Paimboeuf, leaving their ships to the mercy of the Turks, 
so the Turks had in all 11 or 12 sail.

The assize 
was enclosed, which you call inquest, and one Bull, chancellor 
thereof, brought the verdict, finding their presence at the conven- 
ticle proven but assoiling them from the murder. They were 
three times enclosed and always adhered to the first verdict, 
which has strangely disappointed the King’s Advocate. What 
will follow, I know not, but by our law they cannot be reached.

If those that are slow in a king’s service be not removed, 
the zealous and active will be discouraged and the ill principled 
too powerful, many of them justifying this horrid act and by most 
excused, which makes me believe they only wait an opportunity 
to be revenged. To-day at Newcastle I hear one Pringle, who 
was one of the party, is dead in Scotland. I hope to be in town 
about ten days hence. I doubt not you will have a more particular 
account from Col. Strother. It was found wilful murder by them 
all on the inquest.

Some say a paperis sent 
to desire the drawing our forces out of Flanders and that there is 
a great mortality among the soldiers there and that the French 
are still raising many more forces. There have been other stories 
talked of, as if there were an intended match betwixt the Turk’s 
daughter and the Dauphin. From Scotland we hear the great 
meetings continue and that they met in one of the Duke of Lauder- 
dale’s houses, since he came hither. One tells me some of the 
Scottish nation that were lately banished are or were lately about 
the mouth of the Thames, whether driven in or not he could not tell. 
Our friend, Mr. R,w,n,s,w,d (H,o,d,i,on ? mistake for Hodson), the 
Scottish Noncon[formist], has been lately verysick, but from hisown 
dwelling house, because he heard warrants were out to apprehend 
him. The soldiers in Bishopsgate Street, about 11 last Monday 
night a privately called together by some of their officers, 
were together all night, as I am told, which occasioned many 
doubtful discourses, what might be the meaning ont, so full are 
many people of that incurable disease of jealousies.

When it was offered, no doubt 
he would have accepted it, but that there was tacked to it that 
he behoved to resign Stirling Castle, whereof he is heretable 
keeper and has been these 200 years, in favour of the Duke of 
Lauderdale, his heirs and successors, so he has refused to disgest 
the same. The emolument of the castle to him is 5001. or 6001. 
sterling yearly.

William Allestree to Williamson. I, not being so happy after 
many reiterated searches as to find you at home, communicated 
this morning to Mr. Bridgeman a draft of a discourse I had at 
Nimeguen with Monsr. Olivencrantz, of which the Lord Ambassa- 
dor Jenkins commanded me to give you a more ample relation, 
which I must now refer to Mr. Bridgeman. 

I have several other things concerning our trade with Sweden, 
which I have collected there and in the Sound, since I wrote 
to you from those parts, which I shall put into order as fast as 
I can and present them to you. 

At my being at Nimeguen, my lord ambassador flattered me 
that my long stay in Sweden might capacitate mie to serve my 
country in some low quality there, and that you might perhaps 
find some occasion of sending me to that King with some letter 
before long and so take that opportunity of keeping me in that 
camp or court under the character of a faisant les affaires du 
roy. I had rather be dispatched thither than to any other 
in the world, but, should that fail at present, Sir J. Paul, when 
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I was at Elsinore, told me he intended very shortly to desire to 
be excused from that part of his ministry, which regards the 
consulship of the Sound, and befriended me in this acquaintance 
as a thing for which I might not be altogether improper. I 
refer my whole concerns to your goodness. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 
406, No. 219.] 


Daniel Fleming to Williamson. Having in this country many 
reports of the conventiclers growing much bolder in Scotland 
and observing that our Quakers have drawn several of their

My cousin, 
being not able to dissipate the meeting, sent hither to know 
what he had best do with the persons he had in custody, and 
with the other conventiclers. I advised him to make the church- 
wardens take the names of as many of them as they could, and, 
when the meeting was dissolved, to demand 20/. apiece of the 
preachers he had in custody and then set them at liberty, which 
he did. The next day he and the churchwardens came hither 
and he and I convicted 8 preachers and above 50 others, according 
to 22 Car. II. c. 1, and have issued out warrants for levying the 
fines, which we intend to be active in, if not ordered otherwise.

I told him, If I would be unjust, I would be so as soon to a hundred 
as to one, but that in this case there was no injustice at all, 
because his Majesty was King and might give his own to my 
son or to him or any other as he pleased. Whereupon I am told 
that Capt. Stuart is gone a second time to Newmarket to get 
his commission signed, which occasions the trouble I now give 
you, desiring you to move his Majesty that, since I am answerable 
for my regiment and his Majesty has placed my lieut.-colonel 
with me, I may choose one of my field officers, and that I will 
answer for my son, which I cannot do for Capt. Stuart. 

If my Lord Treasurer had not gone to bed this afternoon indis- 
posed, he had writ to you in my behalf. 

Let me add that, when the army was to have been disbanded, 
Capt. Stuart prevailed to have his company march into Ireland, 
when I could not obtain it for my own company, and that it is an 
uneasy thing for a colonel to have such an officer under his 
command.

The weather proves so tempestuous that none of our fishermen 
have dared to venture out for 4 or 5 days. Yesterday a vessel 
of this town leaden with coals, pitch and tar, was driven out of this 
road with her anchors down on the Middle Ground to the north- 
ward, where she was lost, but the men saved. 

There was some time since an order for fetching up several 
masters for going out of this port during the embargo, the chief 
of whom have been taken into custody and discharged paying 
their fees. There are only three behind, who were poor fishermen 
bound for Iceland, who protest they were ignorant the embargo 
concerned them on fishing voyages. One of the masters returning 
home was washed overboard and drowned. Bayliff Robins 
desired me to write in their behalf, who seem very much troubled 
at the error they have committed. Mr. Henry Ball is their 
agent, who, I conceive will wait on you with their petition and 
certificate. 

Postscript.—Just as I was closing my letter, word was brought 
me that several ships at the quay are on fire, [Jbid. No. 10.] 
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Richard Watts to Williamson. These three days the winds 
have been very tempestuous, ushered in with very great and 
violent rains almost day and night, yet, notwithstanding there 
are above 120 ships in the Downs, we only understand of one 
French fisher-boat to be lost, the men all saved. Two or three 
small vessels drove to sea, which are said to be in security in 
Ramsgate and Margate piers, and a hoy of this place ran ashore 
about 3 miles to the northward of Deal. All the rest ride it out. 

The wind was yesterday a while S.E., sometimes S.W., but 
most commonly §. and by W., always blowing very furiously, 
with much rain.

So far as is discovered as yet 
is to this effect. Oates, a Jesuit, meeting lately in Italy with 
the General of that Order, was set on by him to destroy the 
King and the Duke of Monmouth, either by gun, pistol or poison, 
In order thereto, the King being but lately at Windsor, he 
presented a gun or birding-piece against him out at a dark window 
as he was passing by, which certainly would have had its effect, 
but by a miraculous providence and mercy the flint always flew 
out as he was about, the doing of it. As to the other of poison, 
as the King was in his return from Windsor to London, he was 
taken with a great thirst and calling hastily for wine, which being 
presented to him in a glass looked somewhat troubled; whereon 
he was advised to forbear it, but going on to drink it, he first 
dipped a piece of bread into it and threw it to one of his dogs, 
which having hastily eaten it died presently thereof. These are 
miraculous deliverances. On this plot that Oates is taken, which 
confessed all in a letter to his Royal Highness, who immediately 
went to his Majesty with it, the fellow, it seems, being struck 
with amazement and horror of conscience. There are taken 
besides Dr. Tounge, Mr. Fryerton, Mr. Pickering, Mr. Groves, 
Mr. Smith, Mr. Ireland and the rest are in pursuit. The former 
news as to the Duke’s secretary being concerned is a mistake, for 
it was Mr. Coleman, secretary to the Duchess of York, that is 
suspected to be in the plot and is under arrest for the same. The 
accomplishment of the design was to have been at Newmarket 
at the horse course there yesterday sennight, whither his Majesty 
went attended with his guards strongly doubled. 

The Duchesses of York, Monmouth, Richmond and Buckingham 
are all gone to the Hague to visit the Princess of Orange, who is 
said to be forwardly with child.

Secretary Coventry to [Williamson]. I trouble you with this, 
because I suppose the Count of Egmont may have some complaint 
of an affront to his house. The case is this. Bradley was sent 
to the house, where Whitehead and Mico were left sick, to seize 
them, if they were in condition. A guard was sent to assist him 
with a sergeant and corporal. Bradley commanded the sergeant 
with some of his men into the yard belonging to the house, but 
the corporal, without any orders, being told there was a back 
door opened into the Spanish Ambassador’s house, went into 
the court and would not be persuaded out of it, thinking it had 
been his duty, but presently was recalled by Bradley and chid 
for it. The Marquis de Borgomene has sent to the Lord Treasurer 
and myself to complain of it. The Council has ordered the 
corporal to be laid by the heels and to send the lieutenant that 
then commanded the guard, with one out of my office to go with 
him, to assure him that what was done was contrary to order and 
that the officer was by the heels, and to hear what further punish- 
ment he would expect. This I write, that you may inform his 
Majesty and Royal Highness and the ambassador, if there be 
any noise of it there. Our letters from France are come but 
bring no news, only that Monsr. Noailles has wrote that the 
peace is ratified at Madrid, but the ratification itself is not yet 
arrived. I wish you good sport at Newmarket. [2 pages.

Sir Charles Wheler to Williamson. I have yours of yesterday 
and return my hearty thanks for your endeavours. Please let 
the King know I resign myself to his pleasure, but I hold myself 
bound to acquaint his Majesty that I much fear Capt. Stuart is 
not so fit to be major to a regiment as may be he has been 
represented, and the reason I hold myself bound to ask leave 
to say this is that, in case complaints should come that may 
bring my regiment under his Majesty’s dislike, I may bear but 
my share. When the field officers live well together, as hitherto 
they have, the others will be better governed than they can be, 
when there is making of parties, as I hear there is already. 

The Lord Treasurer told me he had writ to you that you would 
move the King for a company in his regiment for my second 
son, William, now in Flanders, the same I recommended to be 
my major, and, if his Majesty grant it, it may unluckily fall out 
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of a vacancy by Capt. Sackville’s death, who has been three 
days most dangerously ill. I pray he may recover, but, if other- 
wise, either the company or cornet to the Yeomen of the Guard 
would fairly advance my son. 

I will not draw an argument from his Majesty’s having taken 
away my company, when he was misinformed of my services 
in the West Indies, because something has been done for me 
in place of it, but, by reason that by that disgrace I lost all the 
credit I had been labouring for all my life, by this favour to m 
son, it will be known that the King thinks my poor family sti 
worthy of the honour of his service. The benefit I receive is very 
private, but this preferment to my son will be noticed as a mark 
of his Majesty’s grace to me. 

Just as I was making up this letter, came this enclosed to me, 
too late to wait on the Lord Treasurer, wherefore I pray your 
favour init.

Circular of the Comte d’Egmont to each foreign minister. 
I believe I ought to inform you by the annexed narrative of 
what happened in my house last Wednesday while I was at 
Newmarket, and as we, the ministers here, have the same-interest 
in the maintenance of the authority and pre-eminences which 
affect us, I beg you to inform me of your opinion thereon. Annezxed, 

The said narrative. Last Wednesday, 3-13 (sic) October, an 
English sergeant proceeding to execute his orders to secure 
two Jesuits, who were living in a house adjoining that of 
the Comte d’Egmont, Ambassador Extraordinary of his 
Catholic Majesty, began by going towards the house where 
the Jesuits lived, where having left some musketeers, he 
came with two musketeers to the ambassador’s house, and having 
presented himself at the door to enter it, the porter informed 
him that he did wrong in applying with these soldiers to 
the house of the Spanish ambassador, where it was not 
permitted to introduce people that were armed, on which 
the sergeant answered arrogantly, threatening to strike him on 
the breast with his halberd, that this was not his business, 
and then with a violence entirely contrary to the immunities 
of a house, which should be regarded as a sacred place, he 
impudently entered between 2 and 3 in the afternoon with 
the two musketeers, who were posted by him as sentinels 
near Mr. Wyld’s garden wall, which separates the two houses, 
and, when some tried to persuade these people that it was not 
proper they should remain in that posture in the ambassador’s 
house, they knew not how to behave, which the sergeant seeing 
he said to them two or three words in English, on which the 
soldiers got their match ready and set their muskets in the 
rests, making as if they would fire on the persons about 
them, without regarding the Prince de Gauvre, who had 
meanwhile joined the crowd of spectators, all which did 
not pass without extraordinary scandal, considering the 
quantity of people who had assembled in the neighbourhood, 
at the doors and windows as well as in the street and the 
house itself of the ambassador. Don Domingo de Guevara, 
one of his servants, who saw part of this spectacle from one 
of the windows of the gallery which goes to the choir of the 

- chapel, came down and having addressed himself to the sergeant 
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to know what had induced him to commit such an outrage 
and to acquaint him with the error he was in, after some 
conversation in English, the sergeant withdrew his musketeers 
and left the house with them and returned towards the Jesuits’ 
abode and, though the sergeant acknowledged his fault, there 
remains the violence done, the law of nations overthrown, 
the respect due to an ambassador’s house entirely disregarded, 
the freedom and immunities, which everywhere, without 
excepting the most barbarous countries, attach to ministers 
representing their masters, plainly subverted, if his Britannic 
Majesty does not cause fitting reparation to be made by a 
demonstration as public as the violation was. [French. Copy.

I have several times acquainted 
you that we have above 100 ships in the Downs outward-bound, 
which have often gone and come in again. Tuesday, the 15th, 
most of them weighed and sailed but most of them came in 
yesterday. This morning very early the wind came N.N.E. and 
Thomas Marshall, master of the Westmoreland rode single, only 
one cable ahead, and Edward Watkins, master of the Prosperous, 
of Bristol, lying near Marshall, Marshall would not slip his cable 
to come clear of Watkins, but three times this morning was foul 
of him, and the third time beat in the larboard side of Watkins’ 
bow, so that four or five men might creep in at a time and about 
a quarter of an hour afterwards the Prosperous was very un- 
prosperous, for she sank to the bottom, only the tops of the 
masts seen, but all the men were saved, Another ship lost 
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head, bowsprit and foremast, and several harms and mischiefs 
were done. The former relation I had from Mr. Watkins and 
his men, the other I saw. More than a topsail gale at N.N.W.

but that was only to colour his other practices, and because he 
understood he could not prevail, had he opposed it, as he did not 
prevail in his debates against the constitution of the convention, 
whereby he showed himself most active to have brought all 
matters to a confusion and so have disappointed his Majesty’s 
just designs for confirming the government. It was immediately 
replied by D[uke] H[amilton], that it was never held part of the 
prerogative to nominate members for committees and articles 
and that, when he saw that so much asserted, he conceived his

and took the opportunity of running down stairs, in such haste 
that he fell down the last six steps and so got out of the house, 
leaving his hat and stick. The informant being asked whether 
the Irishman left a ring, he said he had pawned one for 4s. an 
hour before this fray. Neither the informant, nor the servant 
that attended them, heard anything of the discourse between 
them, but, after the Irishman was gone, Thomas told the infor- 
mant that the Irishman was a Jesuit, and being asked why he 
had not told it before, he replied that he thought calling for a 
constable was sufficient. The Thursday after Thomas came 
again and told the informant that the Irishman was a Dominican 
priest, and that he had told him the design of the plot would 
go on, notwithstanding the discovery Oates had made.

Opinion of the Judges. We have considered the state of the 
case made by the Attorney-General mentioned in your Majesty’s 
order whereon two queries are made :—1. Whether the evidence 
of one witness be sufticient either to indict or convict a man 
of high treason of this nature. 

2. If it be not, whether here be any evidence against these 
particular persons besides the single testimony of Mr. Oates. 

As to the first, being a mere question of law, we are all of 
opinion that the testimony of one witness alone, without further 
evidence, is not sufficient to indict or convict any person for 
compassing the death of the King, but, if one witness swear fully 
in the point with one or more other witnesses concurring in 
material circumstances to the same fact, it is sufficient to indict 
or convict for such treason. 

To the second, being a mere question of fact, we cannot deter- 
mine otherwise than in a judicial way the sufficiency of evidence 
so as to charge the crime on the several prisoners, in which way 
many things may arise to enforce the evidence. 

We have likewise, in obedience to your Majesty’s commands, 
considered of another question to us proposed—whether it be not 
treason to endeavour to extirpate the religion established in this 
kingdom and to introduce the Pope’s authority by combination 
and assistance of foreign powers, to which we humbly answer, 
that, in our opinion, the same is high treason. Signed by the 
three Chiefs and by eight Justices or Barons. |S.P. Dom., 
Car.

We hereby 
command you to prosecute the same speedily and effectually, 
and expect frequent and exact accounts of your endeavours 
therein.

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Bond’s stables to a house, which, he believes, is a printing house, 
and fetched several bundles of books bound up in cloths and brought 
them to Mr. Thomson’s dwelling-house in Eagle Court, leaving 
them there in Mr. Thomson’s presence, who gave him his lodging 
for these errands. He never fetched any books from St. Paul’s 
Churchyard nor ever saw any person come to buy books from 
Mr. Thomson nor a1'y bookbinder come. He never carried any of 
these books from Mr. Thomson’s house but saw some parcels 
carried out by a bookbinder’s servant in Shoe Lane, whose name 
he knows not, but the house he does. He lodged a year last 
Michaelmas at Mr. Thomson’s but plied there a year and a quarter. 
He came to London about 10 years ago and lived 4 years on Fish 
Street Hill and 3 in Shoreditch. He is a Protestant of the 
Church of England. Mr. Thomson is related to him, which was 
the occasion of his coming to lie there. His business was to carry 
paper once a week or a fortnight from Mr. Thomson’s house to 
the printing house and the books, when printed, to Mr. Thomson’s 
again. The printer’s name in Fetter Lane is Thomson. He used 
to deliver the paper there in a lower room. -He never carried 
paper or books in London, where he used to be sent some times 
for ribbon for his master. He has twice or thrice seen books 
carried to Shoe Lane. Mr. Thomson has solicited him to go to a 
Popish chapel several times, but he always refused. He believes 
Mr. Thomson may have a store-house for his books in Drury 
Lane over against the Red Lion at a certain victualling house 
or ordinary. He knows no other place where he stores his books.

vial shall be poured forth on the seat of the beast to overturn 
the foundations of that city as the former vial has overturned the 
foundations of the Romish doctrine, the re-establishment whereof 
all good men ought to counterwork, and much more ought every 
man to defend himself against it in places, where authority 
countenances it and extirpates the truth, and most of all, where 
truth has a civil confirmation, ought it to be preserved by all 
concerned in the government.

My brother seized all the arms he 
found there, disarming two of Mr. Walmesley’s servants, which he 
found there. My brother heard there that Mr. Barton was met 
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going from Mr. Walmesley’s to Lord Molineux’s, intending, as he 
said, to visit Sir T. Preston’s children there, which my brother 
communicated to my cousin Dodding, who was to go next day to 
Wigan to a meeting of the Earl of Derby and his deputy lieutenants, 
who would, I doubt not, both acquaint his lordship therewith, and 
use his endeavours to get Barton taken. Soon after I had dis- 
patched my brother, I was informed that Barton and Grimshaw 
had been lately in the barony of Kendal, on which I ordered my 
cousin John Brou[g]ham, our high constable, my ensign and a 
sergeant with some constables and soldiers to go to the several 
houses of Sir T. Preston in this county and to search for them and 
also to go to the houses of Sir Thomas Strickland, Sir Thomas 
Brathwait, Mrs. Layburne, and some other Papists to enquire after 
them. But, though our high constable fell short of apprehending 
the two priests, yet they heard of them at Burneshead, where they 
had been, and from whence they went the Wednesday before, 
Barton, as he said, into Yorkshire to visit his mother, and Grimshaw, 
as he pretended, into Lancashire to a Dr. Werden in or near War- 
rington. Besides what Mr. Oates has informed against Mr. Barton 
I doubt not Col. Kirkby has acquainted you with what letters 
have fallen into my cousin Dodding’s hands relating to him, 
which show him to be too guilty of this conspiracy.

On Tuesday was presented to the Lords of Council and Session 
a letter from his Majesty pardoning all manner of crimes charged 
on Sir George Mackenzie of Torbat and declaring him capable 
of places of trust notwithstanding any Acts to the contrary ; 
which is a preface to his introduction on the Bench as a judge 
and to the removing, as is thought, of Lord Newbyth, who filled 
his room when he was excluded. 

Late on Thursday came hither the Earl] of Arran, eldest son 
and heir to the Duke of Hamilton, having returned from his 
travels and being but about 21. He came not with observation, 
which certainly was his own choice. On the Friday evening 
I went to salute him and found that the Lord Chancellor had 
come in person about 8 and taken him to supper at his lodgings, 
and, he having returned about 10, I kissed his hands and stayed 
somewhat less than an hour. What passed in discourse worth 
your notice is, that I heard him accused by a familiar and friend 
of his own for neglecting his duty to the Archbishop of St. 
Andrews in the Chancellor’s lodgings, to which he answered what he 
ought to have done. It was replied ; Your lordship should have 
kneeled and craved his blessing. It was duplied; I cannot 
believe my father does it, and why should Ido it? And how should 
I have known him? It was tripled; The Lord Chancellor left 
your lordship and came to salute him at his entry and besides you 
might have known his garb. It was quadrupled; I protest that, 
though his garb, may be, is singular here, yet many others are 
in that garb than bishops in England, where I have been, and 
deans and prebends use it, so how could I understand other 
than that it was my lord’s chaplain, which behaviour, as it 
will certainly send a complaint to Court, so it will send a good 
savour of that family to the Presbyterian interest here. 

On Friday the Council caused search the houses of the Countess 
of Erroll, a Papist, Lady Sempill, Lady Lucie Hamilton and 
Mr. Fountain and take all their papers, a great blow forsooth 
to the Catholic concernment. A seminary priest had almost 
been seized, but the pursuit is much hotter against the Presbyterian 
party, who usually get the ill deeds and the Papists the evil words, 
as appears by their bringing in so many prisoners here. If it 
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be but known they have heard a Presbyterian minister preach, 
they must all be packed to Virginia in a ship ready for them 
and, lest they should overpower the mariners when on board, 
there is invented, as is alleged, by the famous Bishop of Galloway, 
a certain screw to couple their thumbs together by pairs to disable 
them from defensive or offensive war. The number is some 
60 or 70, guilty of no other crime but what is represented. 

The complaints are very many against the proceedures of the 
Courts of judicature. For my part I am persuaded they do 
nothing but what is just, but I am in a perpetual pet that I cannot 
find one other man of my opinion. 

I have been informed from a good hand that Father Brown, 
a Jesuit, was about a year ago in this kingdom and has preached 
in the fields and baptized. In his preaching most on Christ’s royal 
prerogative or being head and king in the Church, showing how 
far people were obliged to believe, profess and maintain it. He 
died within 12 miles of this. But I assure you it is a singular 
instance and there uses to be no public confluences, but when 
the people are warned by persons of good repute in the bounds, 
nor do the Presbyterian ministers go but on much solicitation 
and the pressing desires of the people.

Answer of the King’s servants to the report of the Board of 
Greencloth. 1. They are informed that the sum of the 
establishment of the Household for diet and other charges is 
107,000/., in which the charge of the waiters’ table is included. 
2. For the year of suspension the same sum of 107,000/. is assigned 
and tallies given for the same and so proportionably for the 
time the suspension continued above a year, therefore the charge 
of the waiters’ table is assigned in that. 3. If the waiters’ table 
had been served in kind in the time of suspension, it had cost 
about 3,500/. a year, for the certainty whereof the petitioners 
refer to the establishment at the Greencloth. 4. They conceive 
his Majesty’s intentions are that what it would have cost him 
for the diet of the waiters’ table for the time of suspension, if the 
diet had been served, should be allowed to the petitioners to be 
divided among them and not 1,400/. allowed them by the 
Greencloth and the rest of the money applied to other uses, which 
could not have been done, if the diet had been kept up, and there 
is no reason why they should be deprived of it or why the money 
allowed for the waiters’ table should this year be made by the 
Greencloth a fund for their extraordinary expenses. 5. If some 
of the petitioners have procured warrants before they understood 
the allowance of the whole time and the full satisfaction of those 
warrants amount not to the sum of the diet, they hope it may not 
bar them from his Majesty’s gracious allowance of the whole 
sum. Besides, they conceive that, if all who have right to eat 
at the table should have equal allowance by warrants, it would 
amount to the sum desired. 6. If in the first year of suspension 
some of the petitioners were deprived by the Board of any 
allowance and the same was converted by them to other uses, 
they hope that will not be a precedent to do it another year. 
7. They further desire that for the payment hereof they may 
have an equal dividend and allowance of such tallies with the 
officers below stairs, which are assigned for the time of suspension, 
and not that the best tallies shall be assigned amongst themselves 
and the last and remotest left for the servants above stairs, because 
they have the tallies in their hands, whereby they can carve for 
themselves and leave the petitioners what they have refused.

Cannot swear to his person, if 
he saw him. 

Do you know Mr. Bedloe? It’s like he may have seen him, 
but did not know him by that name. If he did see him, he went 
by the name of Wilkins. If ever he saw him, it was in 
Spain. 

Why not say this earlier? And why answer heretofore, being 
asked, That he had nothing more to say against any great 
persons ? 

If he had, must crave their lordship’s pardon, for he did not 
understand their questions.

I have been interrupted since my last by the death of my father- 
in-law and the solemnities of his funeral which, I hope, will 
plead my excuse. 

All judicatories civil and officers military are of a Lauderdale 
substitution and great care is taken that no Presbyterado creep 
into the government, on which account within these few days 
three of the four aldermen of this city are turned out and others 
put in. They refused the Test, which amongst us is called the 
Declaration, viz., that there is no obligation on any in this 
kingdom by the oaths commonly called the National and Solemn 
League and Covenants, and that they were in themselves unlawful 
and that they shall never renew the same with the consent and 
approbation of his Majesty or his successors. I know not what 
character the episcopal divines in England have of the 
Presbyterian party, but the Archbishop of St. Andrews before 
the Privy Council said, that there was greater hazard to be feared 
from the Presbyterian than the Popish interest and that Papists 
had always proven his Majesty’s best subjects in this kingdom. 

I was very curious a day or two after my first viewing of 
the witches in their voluntary confession to have discoursed them 
anent the mods (? moods) of Satan and inquired anent the rate 
of his government, but that resolution left me, not being clothed 
with authority, and curiosity not being sufficient for me to proceed 
on. They continued, till they were strangled, confessing the 
sin and deprecating the judgment with a great deal more 
sensibleness than others that have been guilty of the same 
crime. 

An extraordinary emergent happened here a few days ago 
at Coldingham in the Merse. John Purvose, a servant of 
Sir William Purvose, agent for his Majesty here, was a pretty 
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while ago dismissed for tippling and so married a wife and added 
swearing to his drunkenness and ordinarily used this form: 
“ Devil have my soul, if this be not true &c.”’ In a forenoon at an 
alehouse, he most unnecessarily used his common form, repeating 
it over and over, till his company fell a trembling, and so having 
parted, his path home was through the churchyard and he fancied 
that, if he laid down on his father’s grave, he might readily take 
a good sleep. He had not lain long, before two grim men, catching 
hold of his arms, set him upright on his feet and tell him, they 
came to demand his soul according to his bargain specially when 
he spoke falsely. Not being able, as probably not much accus- 
tomed, to call upon God, he stood dumb, so one of them said, 
We must either presently have your soul or a pledge for it, which 
if you do not give, we shall presently tear you in pieces. Says he, 
I have nothing but my coat, will you take it, so they stripped 
him of it and left him. With much difficulty he got home and 
immediately took bed and lived about a day and a half.

Henry Layton to Williamson. When you see my name, you 
may reflect, why not before and why now. For the first, I have 
not seen London since I saw you, else I should have been an 
early gratulator of your advancement. The following will answer 
the other question. I write from the North West part of the 
West Riding, between Leeds and Bradford. On the breaking 
up of the great Popish plot the crack and noise filled us with 
great visions and the apparitions of armed men assembled and 
riding by night, on which strong, strict watches were set, our 
militia drawn out, all Popish houses searched, and all in great 
rumour and expectation for 10 or 12 days, and I, hearing of such 
rides, made my best inquiries, but could not find one word of 
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truth in any of these reports, nor person nor thing of danger 
met with, nor arms of danger nor ammunition in any Popish 
house, nor have we above a dozen such families in all our confines. 
I hear divers gentlemen of our parts had writ to London on our 
first rumours and doubted not they writ terrors in them, which 
might lead their correspondents into errors. Thereupon I writ 
to a member that all such rumours were vain and false and that 
I could discover no danger of this plot amongst us, which had 
not the credit, I perceive, to gain a mind possessed before, but I 
was answered, that the King’s refusing to pass their Bill for the 
militia increased their fears very much. We here are since very 
much stopped in our rumours of dangers at home, nothing being 
found true of all our reports, but now our rumours run of foreign 
forces, that Spaniards are landed in Ireland and 5,000 of them 
got over into Wales, that French are landed in Scotland and 
more ready to be transported into England from Dunkirk 
and that coast, that our havens and particularly Hull are 
made for them and ready to receive them, and to facilitate 
their passage all the big ships at Chatham or elsewhere are to be 
burnt. 

In the place I speak of for 30 miles from east to west and 20 
from north to south Lord Fairfax is the only resident deputy 
lieutenant I know of, who with all his family and allies hangs 
towards the Presbyters, not to name others, and truly so do this 
country generally. Of this you may consult Sir Henry Goodrick, 
and Sir Walter Lowther, members, or the Lord Treasurer, our 
Lord Lieutenant. My remarks on the premises are three :— 

1. That the King’s refusal to pass the bill is very approvable, 
seeing his father had reproach for nothing more than in the 
weakness shown in parting with that power. 

2. That as these false rumours were the very preludium to the 
late successful rebellion, so are they exceeding dangerous for the 
present time and state of affairs, importing men ought to stand 
to and protect one another, not daring to rely on the Government 
for their safety, and, if they can once bring it to assemblies of men, 
there will be found enough Presbyters and Sectaries to counter- 
poise any party in England, if not perhaps all the rest together. 

3. I condemn putting persons in power for the militia that 
are of other inclinations than both royal and episcopal and specially 
without a great counterpoise of such persons. 

In each I propose a small expedient. 1. That the King may by 
his orders and commissions draw together the militia in the very 
manner, places and times which the House desires and what he 
does on their address communicate his orders and commissions 
to them, and the thing done by his authority, not by virtue of 
an Act, will yet be effectual to repel all dangers. 

2. Statutes have been made in the times of Edward I, Richard IT 
and Queens Mary and Elizabeth to punish inventers and divulgers 
of false rumours in derogation of the princes and their govern- 
ments. Those of the Queens’ are expired, but they may be all 
reviewed and either revived, as all Queen Elizabeth’s Acts will 
be favoured, or a new statute made and proclaimed, as all ancient 
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statutes used to be and late ones ought to be and more particularly 
such a one as this. 

3. My third expedient, viz., to find in every place men of royal 
inclinations fit to be employed in the militia and other com- 
missions, is the taking the book of compounders’ names and 
taking only those whose compositions stand at 4 or 500l. or 
upwards and then let the heralds cast them into their several 
counties, and then in such commissions I judge such men 
and their descendants worthy of preference, if not found less 
worthy in some singular or personal defects. [24 pages. S.P.

The Duke of Monmouth to Major-General Sir Samuel Clarke. 
Instructions. 
His Majesty having thought fit to employ Capt. Wettwang to 


-go to Ostend, there to hire as many ships as shall be necessary for 


transporting the 14 battalions now in those countries to England 
and to make all other provisions suitable to that voyage, it will 
be necessary that you meet in person with the said captain and 
settle all matters with him for preventing all delays and mistakes 
and accordingly you are on receipt hereof to hasten to Bruges, 
where he has orders to expect you. 

You are then to inform him for what number shipping must be 
provided and he will by that time be able to give you notice 
what ships he has found and when they will be ready, and, accord- 
ing as it shall be agreed between you, you are to return into 
Brabant, to order the marching of the 8 battalions from thence. 

In case the rivers are open, you are to order billanders to be 
provided for carrying the men, the charge whereof Mr. Lumm 
is to defray, otherwise you must order them to march. Four are 
to be sent to Bruges, when you have notice that vessels are ready 
for embarking the battalions already quartered there and, the day 
before they arrive at Bruges, notice is to be given of their 
approach to the officer in chief commanding there, that he may 
march out with the three battalions towards Ostend in 
order to his embarking, thereby to make room for the Brabant 
battalions. 

You are to send the other four battalions to Ghent, if it be 
surrendered to the Spaniards and the quartering of the men 
allowed there, otherwise you are to provide as convenient quarters 
for them as you can up and down the country to shelter the men 
in, till you have notice of the ships being ready to receive them, 
and accordingly you are to order them to go on board in such 
numbers and in such manner as shall be agreed between you and 
Capt. Wettwang and you are to deliver to the respective battalions 
the orders herewith sent you for their quartering in England. 

There is already imprested to Capt. Wettwang for the said service 
and, in case that should not be ‘sufficient, you are to direct 
Mr. Lumm or other deputy paymaster to supply what shall be 
further necessary for the hire of the said vessels or furnishing 
them with provisions. 

You are likewise to order so many wagons to be provided for each 
battalion as you shall judge convenient for bringing their necessaries 
and such of their sick as are on recovery to Ostend, if the rivers 
are so stopped that they cannot be brought by water, and direct 
Mr. Lumm or other deputy paymaster to discharge the expense 
thereof. Muisdated, 33th day of December. [S.P. Dom, Entry 
Book 52, p. 167.] 


The Duke of Monmouth to Sir Samuel Clarke. I received yours 
of the 12th and 16th, both together, and approve of all you have 
done in the condemnation of those three soldiers and thank you 
for your prudent care in preventing the ill consequences of so 
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unlucky an accident. But, since the magistrates and clergy are 
become suitors for the offender, you will do well to gratify them 
in it and pardon the man. 

As to the exemptions of commandants of battalions, I find it is 
the King’s pleasure they should be free from doing duty as captains. 

I am sorry you have been in those difficulties for money, which 
has partly been occasioned by contrary winds which have detained 
Mr. Lumm some days, who carries over with him subsistence for 
the forces to the end of this month, but I find that will not be 
sufficient, for I once thought that before that time the battalions 
would have been on board the ships or at least on board the 
billanders. But the King has since reflected that the rivers 
might be so frozen that there would be no coming to Flushing and 
therefore has thought fit they should all embark at Ostend, and 
to that end Capt. Wettwang is sent over thither to hire what 
vessels he can for that service, by whom I have sent all the orders 
for embarking the forces and quartering them in England, who 
is also directed to meet you at Bruges to agree all things with you, 
according to the instructions herewith sent, a copy whereof is 
delivered to him, only I have thought fit since to make this 
alteration, that you should order the two battalions of Guards, 
the battalion of the Duke’s and the battalion of the Holland 
regiment to march to Bruges, as soon as they have received 
their money from Mr. Lumm, to continue there with the three at 
present quartered there, till shipping be provided for them, 
and you are to send orders for the four remaining battalions, as 
you shall think fit upon discourse with Capt. Wettwang, who, 
I believe, in five or six days will be at Bruges, he being to set 
sail to-day. Therefore you will do well to lose no time in meeting 
him. You will remember what I ordered to be writ.to you before, 
to appoint one or more officers to each garrison to take care of 
the sick that must be left behind.

The horrid plot 
lately discovered and certainly known to have been hatched at 
Rome and chiefly furthered by the Pope has renewed in my 
thoughts what I have often wished and judged easily feasible, but 
I doubted the proposition would have been thought a little 
dishonourable to attack a prince without just provocation. But, 
this objection being now removed, I shall acquaint you with what 
I think not only warrantable but honourable, and what may 
much advantage the Protestant religion. It is the assaulting the 
city of Rome on the side the Vatican stands and bringing away 
the library. I desire you to consider my reasons for believing the 
thing not only possible but easy. 

Some years since I travelled above three years in France and 
Italy and spent one year at Rome, where I had the opportunity 
of taking notice of many things relating to it. The inhabitants.are 
not numerous, about 100,000 of all sorts, religious men and nuns 
included, of which I had a list for the 10 preceding years. They 
are not warlike, but of a poor spirit, kept under by the clergy 
and prone to their superstitious worship rather than fighting. 
The city is of great compass, about 10 miles within the walls, 
and they built after the ancient manner and weak, except towards 
the Vatican, and no great garrison in the Castle St. Angelo. The 
city is about 15 miles from the sea, about 5 hours’ march, so that, 
if the enterprise succeeds, it may be finished in 24 or 30 hours. 
Now is the favourablest opportunity, for Sir. John Narbrough 
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has for many months been hovering in those seas and into the 


Spanish and other ports for recruits without any suspicion of the 
Italian princes, so his appearing on the coast of Romagna would 
give no great alarm, so that a competent number might be 
quickly landed and come on the city in the most sudden and 
unexpected manner imaginable. If Sir John could spare 4,000 brisk, 
active men, well armed and provided with scaling ladders and other 
instruments and bombs especially to fire the city in several places 
at the same time, it might accomplish the business, for the garrison 
could not resist such a force, nor would stir out of the Castle, nor 
could the citizens in so short a time and such a fright rise in arms 
to defend themselves and much less sally out after them in their 
retreat. But, if that number be thought too small and Sir John 
cannot safely spare more, there is an opportunity of sending 
what more may be required out of the disbanded men in Flanders. 
But, as secrecy is the main hinge of this design, great care must be 
taken that not one Romish officer or soldier slip in among them, 
for, though all were kept secret till their very landing, yet then 
one zealous fugitive might post to Rome and betray all. 

If this design succeed, you well know the great value of those 
ancient manuscripts, which they have robbed the Prince 
Palatine’s library and many others of, and of what benefit they 
would be towards defending ours and impugning their own religion, 
if they were faithfully printed or communicated to our learned 
men. Besides, it would make such an open breach between 
us and them as would occasion a more strict union and close 
confederacy between all other Protestant princes and ours. These 
are the two chiefest advantages I propose this design for, and, 
because it would be dangerous to let the soldiers hope to get 
much plunder in the city, they should be promised a good reward 
beforehand of ten or twenty thousand pounds. But, if another as 
great affront might be proposed and approved of, it were no 
difficult matter at the same time to send 8 or 10 frigates into the 
Adriatic to Ancona and there land and march to Loretto, which 
is but little distant from the sea, and by surprise take and raze that 
nest of superstition and bring away its treasure, which some such 
mad fellows as were at Mons would make no great bones of. I 
doubt not 2,000 men might doit. These two affronts would 
questionless be applauded by all Protestant princes, considering 
the great provocations his Majesty and his three ancestors have 
had, who have been often assailed in public and plotted against in 
secret, and the kingdom suffered much by the late rebellions 
fomented by them and fires contrived by the Jesuitical Romanists 
and yet nothing has been retaliated to them. I have made bold 
with this address to your lordship, though of martial concern, 
rather than elsewhere, as toa true Protestant and zealous prosecutor 
of what you are convinced may conduce to the good of Church 
and State. If, therefore, you shall think good to communicate 
these designs to his Majesty immediately or to Prince Rupert 
first, I shall rest satisfied with the result, which way soever it 
inclines, but, if you think it not convenient to meddle in it, I shall 
consider further what to do, for, till I know his Majesty disallows

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S.P. Dom., Car. II. 409 is entitled ‘“‘ Titus Oates’ Papers.” 
It contains Oates’ narrative sworn before Sir E. B. Godfrey, 
27 Sept., 1678, which is printed in State Trials, Vol. VI., columns 
1434-1470, and in Lords’ Journals, Vol. XIII., pp. 312-327. 
There are some, but quite immaterial, differences between the 
written and the printed copies. There are also rough drafts of 
article 34 in the above narrative and of the lists of persons who 
were to receive commissions, and a copy of Mr. Pierson’s statement 
printed in State Trials, Vol. VI., col. 1468, and minutes of Oates’ 
examination before the King, 24 Nov., containing his charge 
against the Queen, showed to Dr. Tonge and Mr. Kirkby, 6 Dec., 
1678. 

It also contains a long Journal by Dr. Tonge describing how he 
first made the acquaintance of Oates and giving a detailed narrative 
from the end of April or beginning of May down to the end of 
September, 1678, of the disclosure of the plot. Though at the 
end is written ‘Simson Tonge’s Journal of the Plot written all 
with his own hand as he had excerped it out of his father, Dr. 
Tonge’s, papers a little before he fell into the suborners’ hands, 
published to show the violence by them done to the conscience 
of that silly seduced youth and to vindicate the integrity sincerity 
and reputation of the [fr ?] in the management of the discovery,” 
I think from the internal evidence that the Journal is by Dr. 
Tonge himself. The handwriting of the Journal is not the same 
as that of the above note. It is also spoken of in a paper of about 
August, 1680, as a copy of Dr. Tonge’s original Journal. Before 
this the volume contains a rough draft of the Journal, which in the 
above paper is called Dr. T’s original Journal. There are some 
differences between the two, but they are immaterial. 

The volume also contains :— 

1. Statement that Sir John Kirk, foreman of Mr. Oates’ jury 
(.e., at the trial of Knox and Lane for falsely accusing Oates), 
25 Nov., 1679, said that Sir E. B. Godfrey was chid by the Lord 
Treasurer for taking Oates’ affidavit, 7 Sept., and that, if Lima’s 
fire had not happened, he had believed, as Lord Danby told, 
it was a foolish frivolous discovery. That the Lima’s fire made 
him so willingly take the depositions, because sworn before him 
12 days before it happened. 

He acquainted Lord Clarendon he was then, as he expressed 
himself, incredulous of the plot as a foolish and frivolous thing 
and rejected.

Subsequent to recommendations of Committees of the House of 
Commons in 1800 and 1836, the Master of the Rolls, in 1865, stated to
